Mr. Wade L. Grindle, the prin- 
cipal of the High School, is a per- 
manent member, ex officio.

, policy of the committee is to have 
its senior member act as chairman, 
and Mr. Donovan has acted in that 
capacity for this year. Mrs. Coon 
was appointed secretary. 

The Hand Book received by 
every student on the opening day 
of school is required reading for 
every student as the first English 
assignment. This has full infor- 
mation about available scholar- 
ships.

Clement Richardson, who lived as 
a youth in Winchester and for some 
35 years was president of Western 
Baptist Seminary in Kansas City, 
Mo, died suddenly in Kansas City 
on Christmas Day. He will be re- 
membered by older residents of 
the town, and visited Winchester 
during the vacation period last 
summer. 

Mr. Richardson was born 72 
years ago in Halifax County, Ya. 
As a boy he worked on Virginia 
plantations, but at the age of 17 
he came north and settled in Win- 
chester, making his home on Flor- 
ence street with Mr. and Mrs. 
Oliver Barksdale, parents of his 
boyhood friend. Simon Barksdale. 
for many years a resident of this 
town. 

Mr. Richardson supported him- 
self by doing odd jobs about town. 
He attended the First Baptist 
Church and the then Winchester 
Y. M. C. A., and it was from the 
latter organization that he received 
the encouragement to prepare him- 
self to teach. 

He worked his way through 
Northfield Seminary and then 
through Btown University, finally 
taking a post graduate course at 
Harvard. He began his teaching 
at Atlanta Baptist College in At- 
lanta, (la., and while there married 
a young teacher at the college who 
taught with him and assisted him 
in his labors until her death. 

After two years at Atlanta Bap- 
tist. Mr Richardson and his wife 
went to the famous Tuskegee In- 
stitute in Alabama where they 
taught under the great Booker T. 
Washington, then president of the 
college. 

From Tltskegee Mr. Richardson 
went to teach English at Western 
Baptist Seminary where he as- 
sisted in the training of young mis- 
sionaries and clergymen, and rose 
to be president of the college, a 
post he held at the lime of his 
death. .Mrs. Richardson's death 
I occurred two years to the day be- 
fore that of her husband. He leaves 
four daughters and several grand 
children.

PROGRAM FOR TOD A Y

If all income over $8,000 a year 
was taken in taxes, it could finance 
less than 10 per cent of today's gov- 
ernment expenses. Last year, the 
people paid approximately 81 mil- 
lion dollars in Massachusetts hid- 
den sales taxes alone, in addition 
to the crushing burden of state 
and local taxation. Today, the costs 
of all forms of government, ex- 
clusive of Federal debt, require 
$25 a week from the average fami- 
ly, by direct and indirect taxes. 

Thrift is not negative. Saving 
money is positive action. The most 
constructive act which the State 
government can do this year would 
be to spend less, so people can have 
more of their own money to spend 
on themselves. 

2. House-clean state services. 
The people approved the appropria- 
tion of money to bring in new busi- 
ness to the Port of Boston and to 
the Logan Airport. They expect 
them to be run for this purpose 
and not be used to freeze life ten- 
ure jolts for professional politicians. 
Public funds are raised to care for 
the afflicted and not to pack de- 
partments with unnecessary tem- 
porary and permanent employees. 

Faithful state employees are los- 
ing morale, career experts arc quit- 
ting in disgust and public anger 
is boiling over because politicians 
are constantly interfering with ad- 
ministration, wasting funds and 
weakening our nationally famous 
state institutions. 

3. Watch the MTA. The public 
is fed up with promised magic and 
buck-passing. The people of the 
district deserve better treatment 
than they are receiving. The rest 
of the state must not again be 
asked to shoulder MTA deficits. 
Able administration, wise planning 
and plain talk are badly needed. 

4. Give labor confidence in the 
justice of our laws. Enact legisla- 
tion for this purpose. Labor is en- 
titled to fair compensation for its 
productive capacity. Business is 
entitled to a fair return on its 
investment. Without production, 
labor does not earn its wages. 
Without, production, industry can- 
not flourish. We should recognize 
the rights of both and legislate 
in fairness to each. 

5. Do more for small independent 
enterprises - - the gas station, the 
corner store, the little businessmen, 
who in these high-tax times can 
barely keep his head above water. 
We can help him by maintaining 
vigilant opposition to all mono- 
polistic activities and practices in 
restraint of trade, which tend to 
wipe out competition and stifle the 
expansion of small business. 

i*>. Keep industries from leaving 
the state. We have recently wit- 
nessed the shameful removal of one 
of our most important greater Bos- 
ton industries to New York, with- 
out a voice raised in government 
to prevent it. We have seen a huge 
national drug concern move lock, 
stock and barrel to the west coast. 
And many of our textile mills and 
shoe factories have gone or are 
going. 

Their exodus is an irreparable 
financial loss. But their depar- 
ture is an even greater human 
tragedy - - plunging faithful work- 
ers into the worry and hardship of 
unemployment. We should correct 
conditions which prompt the flight 
of industry. 

7. Get the steel plant for Massa- 
chusetts. We should employ every 
sound effort to encourage its build- 
ing here. It may be the key to a 
most promising future for this 
Commonwealth. 

We should stimulate an influx 
of other manufacturing and busi- 
ness concerns, to take up employ- 
ment slacks and offer new jobs 
for youth. We should also increase 
our recreational facilities for our 
own people and for developing our 
tourist industry. 

The future of Bay State industry 
is one of the most serious prob- 
lems facing the Commonwealth. 
The jobs of more than two million 
workers are at stake. Our duty is 
to protect these jobs and to help 
create more jobs. 

8. Search lor cheaper power. We 



should do all we can to bring na- 
tural gas to Massachusetts. The 
prospect of less expensive power 
through hydro-electric facilities 
also should not be ignored. If a dif- 
ferential in costs can be obtained 
through more and cheaper elec- 
tricity, we want to know how it 
can be done. We should investi- 
gate not only the obstacles but 
also the possibilities of success. 

9. Fight to make Washington 
give Massachusetts a better deal. 
The General Court should let the 
President and the Congress know- 
that Massachusetts demands a fair 
share of the funds accumulated 
from the tax money our people 
pour into the Federal Treasury. 

Massachusetts taxpayers will pay 
this year in Federal taxes the huge 
sum of $1,583,748,000. Washington 
will give us grants-in-aid amount- 
ing to $41,060,000. 

Washington will send some of 
out money to subsidize several 
state governments, so they can ex- 
empt their industries from taxa- 
tion. Then these industries will 
compete against ours. We should 
in particular, protest against this 
policy in Puerto Rico, which is di- 
rectly under the Federal govern- 
ment. 

As long as the present system 
lasts, we demand in fairness a big- 
ger slice of the Federal pie. But 
we would be better off in decentral- 
ization, 

We demand a return to this 
state and other states of many of 
the powers taken from us by the 
Federal government. Washington 
now gets 75 cents of every dollar 
raised by taxation. The remain- 
ing qUarter goes to states, coun- 
ties and municipalities. 

Washington should surrender to 
the states its right to collect gaso- 
line, amusement and some other 
levies and let us handle our own 
money ourselves. We, better than 
distant bureaucrats, know our 
needs. We can guard against in- 
efficiency, waste and corruption, if 
our money is under our own eyes, 
rule sv 
of tht 
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We demand the immediat 
ing of federal excise taxes, 
are destroying jobs in Bay 
jewelry, leather and othei 
factoring. By dilly-dallying on 
this, the national Administration is 
hurting trade and endangering jobs 
in our stores which sell these pro- 
ducts, 

10, Make economic security our 
objective. The American people 
today are demanding reasonable 
security against the hazards of 
life, including unemployment, in- 
jury, sickness and old age. 

We betray their hopes, if we re- 
ject the principle. We ruin their 
chances, if we go too far, too soon. 

We can meet the challenge of 
our times, if we wisely use the 
combined resources of private en- 
terprise and controlled govern- 
ment, in providing a safe and sane 
program of security on 
and state levels. 

Such cooperation gave 
the production to win tht 
war in history. It would require 
only a portion of this mutual effort 
to solve the problem of reasonable 
security. But it must be done 
without costing more than we can 
afford and without destroying in- 
dividual responsibility, initiative 
and freedom. 

The entrance of Federal and 
state governments into the realm 
of modern social welfare requires 
a fresh definition of the limits 
within which government should 
operate, lest we confuse good so- 
cial welfare with bad social prac- 
tices and worse Socialism. 

We will support the principles of 
social services, to which various 
segments of society, including gov- 
ernment, contribute their part.

But we demand fairness, efficiency, 
economy and common sense in 
their administration. Employers, 
workers or taxpayers should not 
have their contributions raised be- 
cause of reckless liberality in 
payments, fraudulent lay-offs, ma- 
lingerers or fakers on the rolls. 

Moreover, I firmly believe that 
the majority of the people of Mass- 
achusetts recoil from the socialis- 
tic features, which radicals seek to 
scramble into the so-called Welfare 
State, along with proper social ser- 
vices. 

.Massachusetts people will con- 
tribute to reasonable security. But 
they will not take Socialism. They 
balk at socialized medicine, so- 
cialized farming, socialized price- 
tixing and socialized wages. They 
oppose any socialistic state mono- 
poly in insurance or any other 
field. They are against the state 
meddling in any field of business 
heretofore reserved for private en- 
terprise. So are we. The differ- 
ences m present day attitudes to- 
ward government's role in the 
economic sphere can be summed up 
in three words: never - - always - - 
only. 

The reactionary would NEVER 
have government interfere in an 
economic problem, even though 
private enterprise cannot solve it. 

The Socialist would ALWAYS 
have government rival business, 
inn business and ruin business. 

The progressive would have gov- 
ernment ONLY provide required 
services beyond the present reach 
of private enterprise, 

In this progressive course I be- 
lieve is our best hope to preserve 
our American way of life. 

The two great popular demands 
of the year are for security and 
economy. We can never have the '• 
lii st, unless we practice the last. 

Government aid, at best, is a 
poor substitute for the fullness of 
life, which can result in Massachu- 
setts from a prosperous enterprise 
system. The surest job security 
which the worker can have is the 
security in knowing that he works 
for a successful firm. 

Hence, we should endeavor to re- 
lease the maximum energies of our 
economic system by removing ob- 
stacles to progress found in unwise 
legislation and job-destroying 
taxes. 

We stand in 1950 at the half-way 
mark of the crisis-ridden L'llth Cen- 
tury. We also stand at the prom- 
ising entrance to the atomic age. j 
More inventions, higher wages, 
greater profits, lasting security, j 
and untold opportunities can be 
ours - - within our life-time - - if 
we do not kill the goose that lavs > 
the golden eggs. 

In closing, may I add this per- 
sonal note? I desire to express my j 
sincere thanks for the great honor ' 
you have given me for the second I 
time. I shall try to continue in the j 
spirit of fairness so well main- 
tained by my able predecessor, i 
Senator Chester A. Dolan. Jr.

Florida Motor Accident

Walter S. Dickson of 117 Water 
street, Boston, a prominent Boston 
food broker and former resident of 
Winchester, was killed late Friday, 
January 0, when his automobile 
struck a soft shoulder on the 
Tamiami Trail in Florida and over- 
turned 10 miles south of Fort 
Myers. 

Mr. Dickson, who was president 
and treasurer of the Walter S. 
Dickson Company, with offices at 
131 State street in Boston, was 
spending the winter with Mrs. 
Dickson in Miami. Leaving his 
wife there, he had gone to Tampa 
on one of the many business trips 
he made while in Florida, In 
Tampa he hired Thomas Fisher, 
20, to drive him back to Miami, and 
it was on the return trip that the 
accident occurred.

Mr. Dickson was 5.'! years old, 
having been born July 5, 18%, in 
Somerville, the son of David and 
Mary Jane (McNutt) Dickson. He 
was graduated from Somerville 
High School, and during W r orld 
War I served as a petty officer in 
the Navy, 

He and his family lived in Win- 
chester for more than 15 years at 
60 Oxford street, Mr. Dickson 
being active in the old Calumet 
Club during its latter years and he 
and his family being widely 
known. He left Winchester in 1945, 
taking up residence in Boston. 

Mr. Dickson was long identified 
with the food brokerage business, 
having his own business for many 
years. He was past president of 
the Boston Food Brokers' Associ- 
ation, and a member of the New 
England Manufacturer's Grocery 
Representatives. He was also a 
member of the Crosscup-Pishon 
Post, American Legion of Boston, 
and of the Hamiltonian Club of 
New York.

The Winchestei Art Association is 
sponsoring an unusual exhibition at 
the art gallery of the Public Li- 
brary this month, showing through 
the courtesy of its fellow towns- 
man, Ernest Dudley Chase, a group 
of original paintings and draw- 
ings used on Rust Craft Greeting 
Cards. Augmenting the paintings 
are interesting old valentines and 
greeting cards, with examples of 
lettering, 

There are both oils and water- 
colors in the paintings shown, many 
of which could grace shows in any 
gallery. There is, for example, a 
fine oil by Frank Vining Smith, 
showing one of the square riggers 
he paints so well, heeling to a heavy 
breeze and plowing through blue 
water with tops'ls furled. 

Farm scenes are depicted in 
two nostalgic watercolors, one of a 
pair of husky drafthorses with a 
man at their head, drinking from 
a snow-girt outdoor water-tub, 
from which the ice has been broken. 
The other shows a man taking a 
horse from the shafts of a pung 
into a square red barn. Both are 1 
snow pictures, as^are two oils by' 
.1. Greenleaf, one of a road winding 
between trees on steep banks to- 
ward a little dump of frame bouses 
in the distance. Two boys, one very 
small, plodding along the road, add 
interest as do several sleighs and 
pungs in the second study, which 
shows a village street with a red 
general store and a modest little 
white steepled church. 

There is another fine large oil, 
Showing a country house amidst 

some trees, seen across color-tinged 

water with two fine large trees in 
the right foreground. 

Fine di nftmanship and apprecia- 
tion of color are shown in the 
watercolor of the two-horse hitch 
hauling a log through the snow 
with its red-coated driver, and 
there is action aplenty in the study 
of the skaters, with its deep red 
buildings on the bluff across the 
river and its colorful group around 
a fire in the foreground. As in 
many of the paintings, no bint of 
the artist's identity is apparent in 
these fine pictures. 

There is a large snow scene with 
a vague highland seen between 
birches and other hard woods, all 
done in soft blues. Smaller, but 
very charming, are two oils by 
Marion Gray Travel, one of u 

peaceful hamlet in winter which is 
distinguished by its fine aqua sky 
with gray and gold tinged clouds. 
The other shows a two-horse pung 
coming out of the woods on a i utt \ 
road that winds past small bouses. 

There are two fine religious 
studies, one of the Nativity and the 
other of the angel announcing- the 
Lord's birth to the shepherds. There 
is another arresting picture of a 
top-hatted group of gentlemen 
urrotindinga prettj bonnetted girl, 
singing Christmas carols under a 
street-lantern. Paintings for birth 
announcements, marriages and en- 
gagements are shown, and there 
oe -everal beautiful flower studies 
with intriguing little sketches of 
kiddies, cupids, clogs and birds. All 
in all the -how is one well worth 
the seeing and studying.

The fourth of the ancient Dead 
Sea Scrolls, found in 1947 in Judah. 
and believed by scholars to be one 
of the "Lost Books" of the Bible, 
was shown for the first time yester- 
day afternoon, (Tuesday) at the 
Zion Research Library. Brookline, 
to about 200 guests including Bible 
scholars, college presidents and 
deans, editors, and board members 
of the Zion Research Foundation. 

The scroll, which was probably 
written in the first century B. C. 
was shown by its owner. Athan- 
asius Yeshue Samuel, Syrian or- 
thodox Archbishop of Jerusalem 
and Jordan. It is one of four manu- 
scripts purchased by His Grace 
from the Beduoin goatherd who, 
while seeking a lost goat, dis- 
covered them in a cave high in the 
rocky, desolate wilderness of Judah, 
or. the north shore of the Dead 
Sea. 

It is believed that the manu- 
scripts were placed in tall clay 
jars, sealed and stored in the cave 
for safekeeping during some period 
of strife in Palestine. Their re- 
markable preservation is attri- 
buted to the dryness of the cave. 

The Archbishop's other three 
manuscripts, all written in Heb- 
rew, comprise the complete book of 
Isaiah, a Commentary on the Book 
of Habakkuk. and a book of dis- 
cipline of an unknown Jewish sect. 

Because of its fragile condition, 
the fourth scroll has not yet been 
unrolled, but a fragment broken 
off the scroll reveals it to be 
written in Aramaic, the language 
Jesus spoke. Scholars believe it 
is the lost Apochryphal Book of 
Lamech - - Lamech, the father of 
Noah and the son of Methuselah. 
While in this country the Arch- 
bishop hopes to sell all four manu- 
scripts for the benefit of his needy 
people. 

The Hebrew University at Jeru- 
salem bought other manuscripts 
: found by the Beduoin. A collection 
j of fragments of broken jars and 
! scrolls found by the excavators is 
owned by the Department of Anti- 
quities of the Hasemite Kingdom of 
Jordan. 

Also present yesterday was Dr. 
Carl H. Kraeling, of Yale Univer- 
sity, president of the American 
Schools of Oriental Research in 
Jerusalem and Baghdad, which is 
publishing the Archishop's manu- 
scripts. As the Zion Research 
Foundation is helping finance the 
unrolling of the ancient fourth 
scroll, it was granted the oppor- 
tunity of showing a portion of what 
has been called "the most import- 
ant discovery ever made in Old 
Testament manuscripts." 

Jews, Roman Catholics and Pro- 
testants are among the readers of 
the Zion Research Library, a Pro- 
: testant, non-sectarian library for 
, the study of the Bible and the his- 
• tory of the Christian Church. 
Founded in 1920 by Mr. and Mrs. 
John Munro Longyear, it has for 
! years been lending books by mail to 
i individuals all over the world. Mrs. 
! Mary Brooks Tredennick, of 8 Shef- 
| field West, Winchester, is president 
of the board of trustees of the 
Foundation, C. Lawrence Bond, 
Topsfield, treasurer, and Wilfred B. 
j Wells, Chestnut Hill, secretary, 
i Other hoard members are Miss 
Emma C. Shipman, Brookline, and 
Miss Marguerite Smith, Boston, 
librarian, who represents the Zion 
Research Foundation which is a 
corporation member of the Ameri- 
can Schools of Oriental Research.

Mr. Samuel on World Politics 

Mr. Frank T. Samuel, a forceful 
and outspoken exponent of Geopol- 
itics or as he explained, 'Politics 
of the Earth', gave a brilliant 
analysis of this tremendous sub- 
ject, which includes the study of 
the physical, moral, economic' and 
miltiary forces which motivate men 
in their daily affairs, embraces the 
history of countries, the effect of 
their climate, resources, type of 
people, personality of their leading 
citizens and contacts with other 
nations. 

It was apparent from his various 
remarks during the course of his 
lectin.- that Mr. Samuel would 
rouse the American people to more 
positive action to preserve our 
heritage of freedom. 

Among his many stiring state- 
ments were these: "Postponements 
that are taking place by our 
leaders are adding to the danger to 
this country." "Great nations are 
declining while smaller nations are 
climbing to the ascendency." "In 
losing China, we are losing Asia, 
in losing Asia, we an- losing the 
world." While to., manv women 
are idling at bridge tables and too 
many men whiling away their time 
at poker, the destiny of our child- 
ren is being sold down the river. 
"Had we taken the forthright steps 

two years ago recognized our 
interests in China and gambled on 
war at that time, we would not 
now be in the precarious position 
in which we now stand." "Policies 
of Christian peoples should be 

brought mto consonance — t he 
barriers to social intercourse 
should be removed." "Am I doing 
my duty as a child of God, meeting 
my obligations as a citizen and 
parent."

Miss Gertrude Kimball's 
paper on Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow recalled to us m a n y 
pleasant details about his home in 
Portland, his parents, his love of 
reading, especially poetry. As his 
father was a trustee of Bowdoin 
College, it was natural that young 
Henry I he was only 14 1 should go 
to Bowdoin, There he made many 
friends, for he was genial and 
sunny in disposition. Hawthorne 
was a classmate. In his last year 
at college he decided that he 
wanted to make literature his life 
work. 

His father thought that 
would be better, as there wa 
money in writing. The young man 
persisted, had an occasional poem 
published, took for his Commence- 
ment oration subject "Our Native 
Writers", As a result of desire 
and effort, he was offered the ap- 
pointment to a new chair of 
Modern Languages at Bowdoin.

After living in various refuges for 
mothers with young children, Mine 
Vinuales and Zeika were able to 
settle in Lezingnan (Aude) where 
the mother earned some money 
teaching Spanish in the local 
school, and more doing sewing at 
home, but this work is ill paid in 
France.

January 2nd, 1050 
Editor of the Star: 

Last Sunday afternoon 1 took 
my children for a walk in the 
woods neai Carlisle, Mass. We 
followed the backbone of ridg* 1 
having the shape and outline of a 
railroad embankment which ran 
almost straight ahead for nearly 
a mile through a heavy stand of 
pine and oak trees. 1 suspect that 
tins formation was something left 
behind by the glacier, hut just what 
it was was beyond my meager 
knowledge of geology. It has the 
general contour <>f an esker, re< 
- 'inbling as I have said, a railroad 
embankment. There were several 
breaks m the continuity of this 
embankment, as though bridges 
had om e been laid across and had 
rotted away. Little streams vis- 
ible undo) thin ice ran through 
these breaks, and I wondered if 
they might not once have been 
much bigger streams, large enough 
to have caused the breaks in the 
first place many years ago. 

At its widest and highest point, 
which, incidentally, was not far 
from the middle, the embankment 
was perhaps a hundred feet 
through at the base line, with the 
sides sloping sharply upward to 
culminate at tin' apex in a narrow, 
rounded crown resembling the 
ridge-pole of a house. At this 
point, tiie crown was about fifty 
feet above the base line on the 
west, and about seventy feet above 
it on the east. Here at the highest 
and widest point, the formation 
contained innumerable rocks and 
boulders, mostly granite and of all 
sues lying with their top surfaces 
exposed to view, all the way 
from the bottom to the top of 
the ridge. It looked to me as 
though the whole ridge was mostly 
made of boulders at this point, 
further on. toward either end, the 
proportion of rock seemed to be 
less. Where the streams had cut 
through. I noticed that the gravel 
bad left only a few small stones 
behind when it was washed away. 
The query arises, if this were an 
esker, how come all the boulders to 
be in the middle section? If it 
v ere a murrain'*, how come the 
u lativc absence of boulders at the 
i mis? It was over n.y head, and 
I left it there for someone else to 
answer. 

As v. e walked along, I pointed 
out to the children some of the 
things 1 thought might be of in- 
terest to them. I showed them the 
holes drilled in the bark by wood- 
peckers searching for grubs; 1 
pointed out the spot where a larger 
animal, perhaps a fox, or skunk, 
bad made his burrow, and the 
scratchings in the wet leaves which 
showed that he had recently been 
abroad and looking for food; I 
showed them how certain leaves. 



head of a small gray squirrel. He 
must have been as startled as we 
Were, because he ducked back in 
again faster than he came out, I 
set my daughter down and then 
my little boy wanted to get into 
the act. Nothing would do hut he 
must have a look, too. so up he 
went. I was more careful this 
time, keeping his face some dis- 
tance from the hole, but nothing 
happened Still holding him up in 
front of the hide, I reached out 
with my foot and tapped the trunk 
vith the side of my foot. At the 
sound, out popped a small gray 
squirrel, the smallest gray squirrel 
I have ever seen. He was no big- 
ger than our common red squirrels 
land I think he did have just the 
slightest sheen of red in his fur 
as he scampered away at top 
-peed i. I'p the stub of a trunk 
he went to the broken top, then 
leaped through the air to another 
tree several feet away. I'p this 
tree he scrambled until he reached 
the top, some twenty feet up from 
the ground. Here he leaped clear 
of the twig and dove straight down, 
falling with increasing speed head 
first toward the ground. I thought 
he would break his little neck this 
time, but just as he came within 
a foot of the ground he flattened 
out the course of his fall and went 
skimming along like a glider, half 
(lying and half running, with an 
amazing display of agilitv and 
speed. Yet for all his ability to 
get around, his actions, in the brief 
second or two that I had to observe 
them, seemed somehow clumsy and 
awkward to me He seemed to 
ripple all over, as though his skin 
were too big and loose for his body, 
reminding me somewhat of a child 
trying to crawl with its fathers 
raccoon coat on. 

1 had never seen a squirrel just 
'ike this one before, and I wanted 
to Bret a better look at him if 
oossihle. He had landed on the 
base of an oak tree some twenty- 
feet away, and I was afraid he 
might have disappeared for good 
before I could work my way 
down to it. When I got there and 
'ooked up, there he was, clinging 
the trunk for dear life about 
twenty feet above the ground and 
m the side away from where we 
had been standing. I wanted him 
'o move, so I rapped the trunk with I 
nv foot. He scampered another 
'en feet and was again motion- 
'ess. I rapped again and again 
md each time he climbed further 
until at last he was at the top. 
-"me fiftv or sixty feet above my ' 
''col One more kick and awav ' 
he 'lent, leaping off as before and 
■onting down head first, gathering 
sived as he came. This time I saw 
for certain that he was a rUini* 
squirrel, the first of his kind th«* 
I have seen for all my fortv-od' 1 
years of walking in the woods, I 
"onld plainly see the membrane ■ 
stretched tight between his out- 
stretched legs es he aai'ed oast me 
like a tinv glider. Just before he 
•eached the ground at the base of 
'he tree he curved his flight sligbt- 
'v outward, SHih"g do" n nnrnRed 
to the s'ovte of the ridge until be 
reached the marshland at the bot- 
tom many feet below. Here lie 
•uped his flight shandy uoWP»*d ! 
and continued on to 'and on the i 
opposite slone some hundred ami i 
*i ft y feet below and outward from ! 
the point at which he started, i 
From start to finish, his course had 
taken the shaoe of a giant hockey ; 
stick, or fish hook. At first 
straight down, no doubt to gain 
sneed, then flattening out at the I 
bottom, and finally looping up at 
the end as lie slowed down and 
•ame to rest on the opposite slope. ! 
1 noticed that he managed several ! 
minor banks and turns along his ! 
course, as well. Watching him. I 
got the impulse to spread my over- 
eat wide and jump head first after I 
him. hut I suiu'essed it in time 
What if it didn't work, and I 
crashed up in the rocks? Some 
other time, perhaps, when nobody 
's around to distract me, I might 
try it and get away with it 

I wonder if any of your readers 
could tell me if these squirrels are 
common to this neighborhood? If 
so. I wonder how it is that I have 
never seen one until last Sunday?

It takes three names to label the 
main stream of North America's 
second greatest river system. 
Melting snows from the Columbia 
Ice Field feed the Athabaska River. 
Mowing 750 m ilea northward 
through Canada to Atnabaska 
Lake. From there it becomes the 
Slave River for juo miles to Great 
Slave Lake, and then the Mac- 
kenzie for its long, cold, tinal tour 
to the Arctic Ocean. 

Main Streams Evaded 
Discoverers 

Waters tilted eastward from this 
same ice field on the Continental 
Divide feed the Saskatchewan 
River. Half way along its 1,700- 
mile eastward course to Hudson 
Bay, the stream drops its Indian 
name in big Lake Winnipeg, from 
which it continues as the Nelson 
River. 

Nut far south of the Columbia 
Ice Field, the Missouri begins its 
long meander to the Gulf of 
Mexico. Because early explorers 
of America moved from east to 
west they named the Mississippi 
River before recognizing the chief 
tributary of the continent's No. 1 
river system. Consequently, two 
names - - Mississippi - Missouri - - 
must be bracketed in referring to 
the system now. 

The same thing happened to 
Australia's principal river system, 
the Murray-Darling, Early set- 
tlers named the Murray, flowing 
from near Melbourne ti> the sea 
near Adelaide. The name Darling 
was later given to the system's far 
longer, inland branch. It also hap- 
pened in Russia, where Cossacks 
approached and explored the Yeni- 
sei from tile west. Later discov- 
erers observed the greater length 
and volume of its Angara-Selenga 
tributary, 

In the southeastern United 
States, tricks are played with river 
names. In North Carolina, the 
Yadkin drains the central part of 
the state, only to become the Pee 
Dee shortly before entering South 
Carolina. The Pee Dee is said to 
have been the river of Stephen 
Foster's song until he decided the 
name Swanee sounded better set 
to music. 

Also rising in North Carolina, 
the scenic New River flows north- 
ward to central West Virginia, 
where, joined by the tiny Gauley, 
it becomes the Kanawha foi' its 
final 100 miles past Charleston to 
join the Ohio. Georgia's Ocmulgee 
River becomes the Altamaha for 
the tinal loo miles of its course to 
the Atlantic.

Marianas -- Saipan, Guam, Rota 
and Tinian - - are dotted with pre- 
historic burial sites, believed to 
have been erected centuries he- 
fore the discovery of the islands in ; 
l'Sgl by Ferdinand Magellan. 

Usually marked by double rows 
of Uptight stone pillars, these 
staves until recently were re- 
uarded with suspicion and even 
tear by the Chamorros, who were 
native to the islands when the 
white man first came.

Sicily's celebrated Mount Ktna. 
which has just served explosive 
notice that it stili shuns inactive 
status, is prohably the world's 
hardest working volcano. 

Experts balk at the flat state- 
ment that Etna has been active 
longer than any other volcano, 
notes the National Geographic So- 
ciety. They concede, however, that 
the only possible rivals are a few 
restless peaks in Central Ameri- 
ca, and these cannot make a >ri>od 
case because records of their early 
eruptions arc meager op non-exist- 
ent. 

Thucydides, the Greek historian, 
tells of Etna eruptions as far back 
as the 8th and 5th centuries B, C. 
And many present-day volcano 
loirists believe the ancient mountain 
was spewinjr out molten rock, ash 
and cinder at intervals for cen- 
turies, perhaps, before its activity 
was fust chronicled. 

The Village Procession 
The 10,741-foot peak, which 
ranks as Europe's highest and 
larirest volcano, has erupted vio- 
lently some SO times within the 
limits of written history. Many of 
these sudden convulsions have 
spread appalling destruction, tak- 
ing thousands of lives and wiping 
out many towns and villages. 

In 1 1 •'>;•, for example, Etna's mas- ' 
sive lava streams overwhelmed the I 
whole city of Catania at the south- 
eastern foot of the mountain, and 
itiried about 15,000 people under 1 
steaming rocks and ruins. Five hun- 
dred years later, its explosions 
raged for 40 days, while hissing 
lava almost filled up Catania 
harbor. 

One of the most storied eruptions j 
occurred in 1880, Preceded by a 1 
violent earthquake, it poured lava i 
from a new crater toward the vil- I 
lage of Nicolosi, nestled in a pocket 
on Etna's southern slopes. Terror- 
stricken, the villagers flocked to a i 
near-by chapel, where they fee- 1 
vently besought Saint Agatha, the 
region's patron saint, to save their 
town. After days of anxious pray- 
er, the relentlessly advancing lava 
abruptly halted just 360 yards from j 
Nicolosi's first houses, and the vil- 
lagers acclaimed a miracle. 
Slopes Densely Copulated 

Although Etna's latest perform- 
ance early this December is re- 
ported to have involved its main 
crater, eruptions of this kind now 
are rare. Yolcanologists say the 
mountain is so high that explosions 
seldom gather sufficient energy to 
shower lava from the summit. ' 

Instead, the molten rivers of 
rock usually issue from the sub- 
sidiary craters and cones which 
have formed on the mountain's 
Hanks. These are now so numerous 
(about 200) that Etna is actually 
a cluster of volcanoes rather than 
a single volcanic cone. 

Even in its most awesome fury, 
however, the explosive peak has 
never cowed the thousands of Sici- 
lians living on its lower reaches 
into giving up their homes. En- 
riched by volcanic dust, the soil 
on these slopes supports many 
large farms and vineyards, and is 
said to rank with the most fertile 
on earth. Etna farmers sometimes 
harvest their crops five times a 
year.

One half that increase has 
cured in one year, October, 1 
to October, 1949, an Increai 
three hundred and nineteen child- 
ren under sixteen years of age, 

Winchester has a total of 5,106 
minors (0-20 years of age) ac- 
cording to the latest census. Of 
that number 2,562 are at present 
in the public schools, 359 are at- 
tending St. Mary's school, 29 are in 
St. Charles school in Woburn, 16 in 
Belmont Day School, 20 in Belmont 
Hill School, 68 are in other private 
schools, and the remainder are 
either of pre-school age or have 
completed their elementary and 
secondary schooling 1 . 

The number of pre-school aire 
children (0-4 years) is 1,186 or 
29 r > more than in 1940. There are 
2(17 more children in the 5 - 6 age 
group than in 1940. There are 137 
more in the 7- 13 age group than 
in 1940. Of the 14 - 15 year olds 
there were 483 in 1949 and 1940. 
The only decrease is in the 16-20 
year group which had 1,231 in 1940 
and 1,083 in 1919. 

The foregoing figures are reflec- 
ted in the public school enroll- 
ment which shows large elemen- 
tary school classes, about average 
junior high school classes, large 
freshman and sophomore classes 
and smaller junior and senior 
classes at the high school.

His clothing was dried and about 
six o'clock Edward was taken home, 
apparently none the worse for his 
thrilling experience. 

His rescuer made light of his 
own part in the drama and return- 
ing to his car, drove off with his 
family. Witnesses, however, high- 
ly praised Orsillo's promptness and 
courage.

ROTARY NEWS 

The guest speaker at Rotary 
last week was Winchester's own 
Representative at the State House - 
Harrison Chadvvick. It was a large 
meeting that listened with great in- 
terest to Mr. Chadwick's very il- 
luminating and educational talk on 
"Observations and Public Think- 
ing. 

The crux of his talk was a brief 
but complete resume of socialism 
today and how it has been slowly 
creeping: into public thinking and 
government action. He cautioned 
that we should be very careful to 
express our views to our Repre- 
sentatives on the various devious 
ways that socialism is becoming a 
larger part of government at all 
levels. Dividing socialism into its 
two natural headings of economic 
socialism and welfare socialism he 
showed how our present welfare 
state can and is being changed into 
the undesired economic socialism. 

As for the individual thinker he 
divided into four divisions as fol- 
lows: Far to the left is the pure 
socialist who believes that the 
government should control every- 
thing and the individual nothing. 
This is the position of England to- 
day. The next individual is just a 
little left of center who believes 
that socialism should embrace all 
the welfare care, unemployment, 
old age, etc. - - in other words the 
socialism of adversity. This last is 
dominant thinking here in America 
today. Then the next division 
is the one a little to the rig-ht 
of center or the so-called con- 
servative who believes that the 
government should only be called 
in when private industry has failed. 
As an example he cited the M. T. 
A. which was in such a financial 
condition that no one in his right 
mind would invest in it so the 
State had to take it over. The last 
division and also the smallest is 
the reactionary that always wishes 
for the return of the "Good Old 
Hays" which naturally in a chang- 
ing world can never lie. 

Mi Ohadwick touched briefly 
also on taxation giving some very 
interesting and startling figures. 
He said that 75' '. id' all taxes were 
being spent by the Federal Govern- 
ment and the other 25' ', equally 
divided between State and local 
governments. He pointed out that 
in 1948 the governments at all 
levels collected in taxes an equal 
amount of money as that which the 
entire nation spent on food that 
year. He further spoke briefly of 
the loss of usefulness of the county 
offices and the replacement of these 
by so-called districts which can and 
will control such things as fire, 
police or education and even recrea- 
tion. Another trend of economic 
socialism is the creation of these 
Authorities such as the Mystic 
Bridge Authority which is as much 
an instrument of government as 
our own town of Winchester. Such 
things as these authorities and dis- 
tricts should be carefully examined 
before they are allowed to be 
passed in the State House. This 
is the sort of action that Mr. Chad- 
wick wants from the voters - - 
making their wishes known to their 
representatives and senators be- 
fore bills become law. 

In the space of time allotted him 
Mr. Chadvvick did a masterful job 
of presenting his case and in doing 
so arousing the Rotarians to not 
sit hack and do nothing about this 
menace of economic socialism. We 
in Winchester have wisely used our 
franchise in voting for such a man 
as Mr. Chadwick to represent us at 
the State House. His alertness to 
the dangers to our individual free- 
dom that are threatening us every 
day is a bright spot in this fast 
changing world we live in today.

It is good to know that the mat- 
ter of compensation for extra-cur- 
ricular work done by the town's 
school teachers is being kept open 
and studied by a joint committee 
of the teachers and school commit- 
tee. The value of this committee 
will of course depend upon whether 
the School Committee is really of 
an open mind about extra pay for 
extra work by the teachers and is 
interested more in the amount that 
can be cut from the budget than in 
the service the town is getting for : 
the money paid teachers for work 
in addition to their teaching. That 
should he the yardstick, and it is 
hard to see how the matter of extra 
pay for extra work can, 01 should 
be settled on an "across the board" 
basis It was a decision by the 
School Committee a few weeks ago 
to grant no increases at all for 
extra-curricular work that brought 
to a head dissatisfaction which 
certain of their teachers have felt 
for some time with respect to the 
remuneration they have been get- 
ting for extra-curricular activities. 
At the time the School Committee 
made its decision public the Star 
expressed the hope that the Com- 
mittee would considci the matter 
further and not permit service of 
value to the School Department, 
town, and, especially, the school- 
children, to be hist for the lack of 
adequate remuneration; or put an- 
other way, because the committee 
does not recognize merit, or length 
of service, in extra work done by 
the teachers. In the matter of pay

At its meeting Monday evening 
the School Committee, after listen- 
ing to Edward A. Bartlett and John 
I). Stevens of the high school 
faculty, agreed to the formation of 
a committee to study the matter of 
compensation for teachers doing 
extra-curricular work. One mem- 
ber of the committee is to be a 
member of the School Committee, 
chosen by the Committee. Daniel 
T. Chane, Jr., is this member. 
Other committee members will be 
chosen by the teachers from their 
group. 

The matter of pay for teachers 
doing extra-curricular work, has 
from the teachers' angle at least, 
been the subject of dissatisfaction 
for some time. It came to a head 
Several weeks ago when the School 
Committee announced that no in- 
creases would be granted, but. that 
assistants would be hired in certain 
of the athletic fields. It is under- 
stood that the Superintendent of 
Schools had recommended in- 
creases for some of the teachers 
doing extra-curricular work, on a 
merit basis. The School Commit- 
tee, however, turned down all 
raises for extra work, which some 
of the teachers feel works an 
especial hardship in their particular 
cases. It was primarily to present 
their individual arguments to the 
Board that Messrs. Bartlett and 
Stevens appeared before the School 
Committee Monday evening.

A special orientation meeting of 
the local Red Cross Blood program 
was held last Friday ni^rht in the 
Town Clerk's office, Town Hall, 
with Mrs. James Coon presiding, 
and Dr. Dominic Runci, Dr. Roger 
M. Burgoyne, Rod Cross staff, and 
volunteers from each precinct pre- 
sent. The meeting was planned to 
answer questions about the blood 
program, how it worked to benefit 
Winchester, how its residents could 
give more blood - - to help precinct 
Workers in their drive to obtain 
donor- for the March 1") Mobile 
Unit visit hen-. 

Mrs. Mortimer Downey, who has 
worked closely with this blood pro- 
gram since its organisation, out- 
lined the program on a national, 
state and local basis, from war 
days to today's needs, when Red 
Cross blood and by-products are 
available without charge to all who 
need them. It is estimated that in 
every hospital. 5 pints of blood per 

bed are needed during the year - - 
Winchester has M8 beds, s,, the need 
is over 400 pints per year. The 
mobile unit visits here font times 
a year, hoping to collect 100 pints 
each time. By not quite meeting 
this local quota of the hundred 
pints, Winchester- does not obtain 
enough blood to take care of the ; 
needs of its own people. I.oeal Red 
Cross workers and volunteers are 
concerned over this lack, and are 
hoping that the plan to have over 
100 donors at the unit on Match 
15 will do much towards setting 
a better goal in 1950, 

Dr. Runci explained that his 
blood bank at the Winchester Hos- 
pital keeps about 15 pints on hand 
all the time, for- patients. Doctors 
here, as well as in all other hos- 
pitals, thoroughly approve of this 
blood program, for whole blood is 
used widely now in operations and 
treatments -- in fact. r>(>'; more 
blood is used today than before the 
war. 

Dr. Burgoyne pointed out that 
when a donor gives blood, that 
amount is replaced in his system 
within 40 to 72 hours. Because the 
donor is carefully examined at the 
unit before any blood is taken from 
him. there is no danger to the pa- 
tient. If there is anemia, the doc- 
tors tell the donor, and he is re- 
fused. Most people who have ever 
had anemia - - and it is a common 
occurrence - - thing that the condi- 
tion lasts a lifetime. In most 
cases, the condition is remedied, 
and the patient can give blood with- 
out any harm. But most volunteers 
in the precincts, making phone calls 
for donors each time, find that 
"anemia" is offered as the most 
common evasion for giving. 

"This blood program is a very 
personal one," Mrs. Coon explained 
Friday night. "It is the one gi 1 1 one 
human being can give another."

FIREMEN TEST LIFE-GIN 

Members of the Fire Department 
have been busy this week prac- 
ticing with their Costen Life-gun, 
a device which throws a rope to 
persons in danger- of drowning, 
either- from breaking through thin 
ice or other- accidents around the 
water 

The gun is a cut-down Spring- 
field -I" - 70 rifle, which shoots a 
cartridge from which the projectile 
has been removed, A long- brass 
pin is fired instead of the slug and 
to the oin is attached some 400 feet 
of light rope, coiled in a can at- 
tached to the gun by clips. 

The range of the gun is between 
200 and 300 feet and consider- 
able accuracy can be developed in 
hitting a given point with the pin 
and attached line. 

State law requires Fire Depart- 
ments to be equipped with these 
life-guns. The entire outfit costs 
$190, and the chief difficulty in the 
entire process is the rewinding of 
the line. Even professional sailors 
of long standing didn't want to 
tackle it at the station after this 
week's trials.

The annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Winchester Nation- 
al Bank was held on Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 17th.

BOARD OF \PPEAL GRANTED 
DOW NFS PETITION 

The Board of Appeal, comprising 
Walter A. Redding, Frank W. How- 
ard and Edward V. French, has 
granted the petition of Richard 
Jownes of ^5 Peterborough street. 
Boston, for a permit to build a 
house on Lot 5 on Oneida road, con- 
taining less than the 10,000 sq. ft. 
required by the Zoning Law in that 
district. 

Mr. Downes bought the land No- 
vember 1. 11*49, from his mother, 
Mrs. Mary E. Downes. When the 
Zoning Law prescribing 10,000 sq. 
ft. for lots in that neighborhood was 
accepted March 22. 1934, Mrs. 
Downes owned Lot 5 and several 
acres abutting it, which she sub- ' 
sequently sold. 

Because the owner of Lot 5 at 
the time the Zoning Law was ac- 
cepted had the necessary land to 
Increase this lot to the requisite ! 
lo.ooo S q, ft., and did not do so. 
the lot fell into the doubtful clas< ' 
and Building Commissioner- Wil- 
liam B. MacDonald refused to grant 
Mr. Dowries a permit to build a 
house upon it. 

Mr. Dowries appealed from Mr. 
MacDonald's decision and a hearing 
was held by the Board of Appeal 
January 10, at which a number of 
property holders on Oneida road 
were present. 

Mr. Downes was represented by 
Attorney Leo F. Garvoy who 
argued that the appelant 's lot is 
as large as most of the lots in the 
neighborhood in which he wishes to 
build and larger than some. He 
further argued that the character 
of the neighborhood has been estab- 
lished with areas of less than 10,- 
000 sq. ft. for- bits and that the 
building of another house on a lot 
of about the same size as others 
in the neighborhood is not going to 
affect the character of the neigh- 
borhood or damage property there 
Several of those who objected to 
granting M r. Downes' appeal 
admitted when questioned by Mr. 
Garvey that their lots were either 
smaller than the appelant's or less 
than the 1(1,000 sq. ft. required by 
the Zoning -Law. 

In addition to having less than 
the required lot size Mr. Downes 
also had to appeal from the require- 
ment of the Building Laws that 
houses be 15 feet from lot lines. 
The long narrow character of his 
lot made it impossible to place his 
house on the lot to conform with 
the setback of others on the street 
and have 15 feet on either side of 
it unless he tinned the building 
sideways on the lot. This several 
of those living in the neighborhood 
opposed. 

In finding for Mr. Dowries the 
Board of Appeal stated that a 
study of the Assessor s plans shows 
that most of the houses in the 
neighborhood in which he wishes to I

The Board of Appeal, comprising

Although the Town has a bor- 
rowing- capacity of $1,889,000.00 
and a debt of about $10.0(10.0(1 the 
total cost of scheduled capital im- 
provements, both school and non- 
school, is estimated to exceed the 
Town's present debt limit.

The first books she reviewed 
were two historical novels, "The 
King's Cavalier" by Samuel Shel- 
labarger and "Red Cloak Flving" 
by Margaret Widdemer. '"The 
Kind's Cavalier" is a French his- 
torical novel through which runs 
a strong romantic interest. Mr. 
Shellabarger has written it with 
a great deal of care and much re- 
search. The scene of "Red Cloak 
Flying" is laid in Switzerland, 
London, and America. This hook 



t is quite melodramatic and is really 
absorbing reading. It is a book 
that the reader will find very dif- 
ficult to put down once she has 
started it. 

"The Parasites" by Daphne du- 
Maurier is quite different from her 
usual type of books. It has no 
plot, but is a character study of 
various members of a family "who 
live in a theatrical world and lead 
a professional life. It is a world 
Daphne du Maurier knows much 
about and she has portrayed it 
most vividly and realistically. 

"Home Town" by Cleveland 
Amory is a book of fiction. It is 

, a story of publishers, authors, and 
publicity directors. Its scene is 
laid in the world of contemporary 

literature. 

Without a doubt Mrs. Rudkin's 
most outstanding review was "Lit- 
tie Boy Lost" by Marghanita 
. Laski. Mrs. Rudkin told the audi- 
i ence that this is one of her favorite 
books. It is the story of a child 
: and she portrayed the deep emo- 
| tional crises both of the little boy 
j and of his father with a great deal 
I of insight, understanding, and 
j sympathy. 

Mrs. Rudkin recommended to the 
club "Abe Lincoln of Pigeon Creek" 
by William E. Wilson. This OOOK 
can best be described as biographic- 
al fiction. It gives the reader a 
new insight into Lincoln's youth. 
She also spoke of "The Egyptian" 
by Mika Waltari. In this book, life 
in ancient Egypt is portrayed most 
vividly. "The Prince of Egypt" by 
Dorothy Clarke Wilson is the story 
of Moses and is well worth read- 
ing. 



Next, Mrs. Rudkin offered three 
books of light reading to tired 
housewives: "Kate Fuller, M. D." 
by Dorothy Pierce Walker, "Far- 
away Haven" by Lida Larrimore. 
"Melody Unheard" by Frances 
Shelley Wees. 

For a challenging book. Mrs. 
Rudkin suggested "The Mature 
Mind" by H. A. Overstreet. Mr. 
Overstreet defines what is meant 
by the mature mind. He gives 
behaviour patterns and case his- 
tories. It is a hook well worth, 
reading. Louise Hall Tharp's "Pea- 
body Sisters of Salem" is a book 
that should he put on the "must" 
list of every club member. It is 
the biography of the three Peabody 
sisters and Mrs. Rudkin recom- 
mended it most highly. "My Three 
Years in Moscow" by Walter Rid- 
dell Smith is another book that 
should he read by everyone. The 
chapters on Soviet culture, the 
purge, the foreigners in Moscow, 
and the last two chapters in the 
book are ones that are particularly 
worth while reading. Mr. Smith 
says that the United States must 
stand firm in dealing with Russia 
as strength and courage are the 
attitudes Russia understands. 



Lastly. Mrs. Rudkin recom- 
mended "The Story of the Trapp 
Family Singers" bv Baroness 
Trapp, "Three Minutes a Dav" by 
Father Janus Keller. "Mr. Jones, 
Meet the Master" by Dr °eter 
Marshall, and "In the Name of 
Common Sense" by Dr. Matthew 
« happel!. This last book gives de- 
finite instructions to help a per- 
son to stop worrying. 

Mrs. Rudkin closed her talk with 
her usual little poem which alwavs 
leaves the audience with an inspira- 
tional thought and a challenge for 
better living.

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KIRWAN PROMISING MILER 

(Special to Star from Ed Hunter at 
University of Pennsylvania) 



"Tommy is really not in good 
shape; I expect him to do much, 
much better." 

These words were spoken by a 
highly elated Coach Ken Doherty, 
seated in his chair in the eye de- 
partment of the University of 
Pennsylvania Hospital where he 
had undergone successful surgery 
for a displaced retina of the left 
eye. The object of his comment 
was Thomas Kirwan, co-captain of 
the Pennsylvania track team and 
numbered as one of the best milers 
in college circles today. 

Tom ran an excellent mile and 
finished second to George Wade of 
Yale at Boston last Saturday night. 
His time was 4:14.1 and that is 
the reason for Coach Doherty's ex- 
citement. In all his years of coach- 
ing, both at Michigan and Penn- 
sylvania, Doherty has been fol- 
lowed by a jinx. It is a time fig- 
ure and it is 4:14.6. He has had 
several great milers. but that is 
the best time any one of them ever 
ran the mile. 

Ralph Schwarzkopf, captain of 
Doherty's first Michigan team, ran 
his best mile indoors in 4:14.t!. 
Several years later, the Hulme 
twins, Bob and Ross, ran the fastest 
mile of the season for Michigan and 



crossed the line, hand in hand in 
4:14.6. In 1948, Doherty coached 
his last team at Michigan and 
Herb Barten ran his mile in - you 
guessed it - 4:14.6. 

Doherty felt that he had shaken 
this jinx when he arrived at Penn- 
sylvania. He had a lad named 
Kirwan who could run the mile in 
4:34, Through diligent running on 
the cross-country team Kirwan de- 
veloped into a much better distance 
runner, finally running the half- 
mile in 1:54.4 and the mile in 4:17. 
When Kirwan finished third in the 
mile during the Heptagonal Games 
and showed a terrific sprint 
th-ough the last lap. Coach Do- 
herty stated that Kirwan would 
probably be the man to break his 
4:14.6 jinx. He envisioned a good 
cross-country season for the lad, 
but it was not to be. Kirwan in- 
jured his knee and did not show 
the promise of the year before. He 
was unable to train regularly and 
that is the reason for Doherty's 
statement that Kirwan is really 
not in good shape. 

"If Kirwan's knee had not both- 
ered him so much, I feel certain he 
would be farther advanced in his 
training and would have been 
tuned up for his race in Boston. 
His time there was a revelation to 
me and I have high hopes that he 
will improve. The chances are 
good that Kirwan will face Wade 
of Yale and other top milers three 



or four times during the indoor 
season, and probably several times 
in the outdoor season. He will run 
in New York in the Wanamaker 
Mile at the Millrose Games this 
Saturday night, and will run in 
Boston again in the Boston A. A. 
Meet. As soon as I get out of this 
hospital, which I expect to do in a 
few days, we will take up intensive 
work for Captain Kirwan." 

Kirwan, who is anchor man of the 
two-mile relay team, is co-captain 
with Ben Kreitzberg, Pennsyl- 
vania's fine 220 and 440 yard dash 
expert, Kreitzberg is the anchor 
man of the mile relay team which 
defeated Michigan and Princeton 
in the Inquirer Meet at Convention 
Hall this year. 

Coach Doherty is particularly 
pleased that Kirwan could make 
such a good Impression in Boston 
because he hails from Winchester, 
Mass. He is 21 years old and a 
senior at Pennsylvania. 



W. Lewis Parsons of Winches- 
ter attended the annual mid-winter 
meeting of the Board of Trustees 
at Bates College, Lewiston, Maine, 
January 21. Mr. Parsons is a per- 
manent member of the Board of 
Fellows and while on campus was 
shown the new memorial Men's 
Commons construction.

Apropos of President Harris 
Richardson's charge to the State 
Senate that economy should have 
top priority on Beacon Hill during 
the coming year, it is interesting 
to note that Mr. Richardson was 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, whose recommendations in the 
tield of workmen's compensation 
made in 1929 has resulted in sub- 
stantial savings to Winchester 
in workmen's compensation insur- 
ance. 

Legislation enacted by the Gen- 
eral Court in 1914 made it neces- 
sary for cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth to carry workmen's 
compensation insurance of some 
sort. From 1915 until 1924 Win- 
chester carried its own insurance 
at an average cost for the nine 
years of $1,308.60. This policy was 
changed in 1921 and from that 
year through 192H the town insured 
with outside agencies at an aver- 
age cost per year of $4,762.21. 

It was in 1929 that Mr. Richard 
son and the Finance Committee he 
headed recommended that the town 
should not carry workmen's com- 
pensation insurance with outside 
leeiuies but should place with 
mutual companies such insurance 
as the Town Insurance Committee 
believed necessary. This recom- 
mendation was accepted by the 
voters and commencing in 1929 the 
town returned to its old policy of 
.arising its own insurance, at an 
average cost of $3,150.27 for the 
ensuing years, showing a substan- 
tial average saving, despite the 
continued increase of workmen's 
compensation claims.

or $6!S,086.25 more than the town 
paid out handling its own insur- 
ance. That's an insignificant sum 
of course in Fair Deal expendi- 
tures, but it isn't hay in Winches- 
ter, and it shows that as fat back 
as 1929 at least Harris Richardson 
was practicing economy.

Behind the tray, massive walls 
of lonely St. Catherine's Monas- 
tery, at the foot of Mount Sinai, 
one of the World's richest original 
sources (f f Biblical and medieval- 
Arab history is about to jrive up its 
secrets. 

A scientific expedition sent out 
by the American Foundation for 
the Study of Man, in collaboration 
with the Washington Library of 
Congress, is beginning the huge 
task of microfilming the Monas- 
tery's store of more than half a 
million pages of priceless manu- 
scripts. 

It has long I n realized that a 

unique treasure trove of infor- 
mation exists at St. Catherine's, 
notes the National Geographic So- 
ciety. But the current expedition 
has the first opportunity for com- 
plete cataloguing and study. 
1 An important factor in the 
i Monastery's age-long isolation has 
been its bleak and forbidding 
location, about 200 air miles south - 
I east of Cairo, deep in the desert 
wilderness of the Sinai Peninsula. 

Occasional visitors, coming from 
distant corners of the earth to see 
its famous buildings and library, 
have found a small group of 
Greek Orthodox monks leading a 
frugal, pious life, apparently little 
changed from that of more than 
1,400 years earlier. 

Each morning at four-thirty, the 
monks assemble in their Bvzantine- 
style church, where they worship 
--chanting in Greek-- without 
break for hours. Afterward, neigh- 
boring Bedouins are fed. For those 
who wish food a daily supply of 
hard bread is lowered by windlass 
from the monastery's battlements. 
The ration: three loaves for a man. 
two for his wife, and one for each 
child. 

During nondevotional hours the 
monks are busy as gardeners, 
millers, shoemakers, carpenters or 
electricians, for their home is vir- 
tually a self-contained little world. 
Monastery servants are the Jebe- 
liyeh, "Men of the Mountains," who 
claim to be direct descendants of 
the original Wallachian and Bos- 
nian seifs sent by the Byzantine 
Emperor Justinian I to protect the 
convent. 

St. Catherine's is believed to be 
the world's oldest Christian Monas- 
tery. Legend says a church was 
built on its site as early as the 
fourth century, through the aid of 
Queen Helena, mother of Constan- 
tine the Great. Erected as a 
refuge for early Christians, it rose 
at the traditional site of the Burn- 
ing Bush, from which the 
says the angel of the Lord 
to Moses. 

But the little retreat so 
came the target of periodic 
by wandering Bedouin tribes. In 
the sixth century the bearded 
monks asked for protection from 
Justinian, whose fume as a church 
builder had spread to their remote 
mitnost. As a result of this a p, 
neal, Justinian oHered construc- 
tion of' a huge fortified stronghold 
around the existing church.

St. Catherine's - - following tin

King Cotton has migrated west 
but many of his subjects in Dixie 
do not mourn his departure. 

Since World War I, when the 
high price of cotton first put a wel- 
coming gleam in western eyes, the 
great crop has risen in popularity 
in the West while simultaneously 
losing favor in the Old South, notes 
the National Geographic Society. 

This year finds western cotton 
production so vastly increased that 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and 
California will account for almost 
half of the estimated I94!» crop of 
15,524,000 bales, latest forecasts re- 
veal. 

Dixie farmers, meanwhile, are 
planting less than half as much 
cotton as they did two decades ago. 
Many former cotton farms have 
shifted entirely to other crops. It 
took World War II and the global 
need for foodstuffs to bring about 
the final break between the South 
and the traditional one-crop system 
that long tied the region and its 
welfare to the rise and fall of cot- 
ton prices. 
Cotton Gin Brought Plantations 

Though cotton has been raised in 
the South since early Colonial days, 
it was not until after Eli Whitney's 
invention of the cotton gin in ITItL' 
that the great cotton plantation 
emerged to dominate southern life. 
Dixie became the cotton capital of 
the world, unchallenged until the 
havoc of Civil War and Reconstruc- 
tion cost her many markets abroad. 

This year, in state after state 
across the cotton country, southern 
farmers are telling the same story 
- - smaller cotton fields, more 
grains, more bogs, 
more poultry. Whilt 
■ the Smith's biggest 
growers there are 
other crops besides 
money-makers. 

The Louisiana sweet potato, for 
example, has climbed since i «».•;:< to 
third place among the state's 
money- making crops. Arkansas, 
although still .me of the three top 
cotton-producing states in the 
nation, is concentrating her cot- 
ton in the rich bottomlands of the 
Mississippi River, and giving over 
other lands to fruits, vegetables, 
hay, oats and dairy herds. Ami 

Mississippi's beef .-attle ,,„ her 
Western-named ranches bring 
memories of sagebrush ami cow- 
boys. 

W est | scn Irrigation and 
Machines 

Western cotton growers, with 
their machines and scientifically ir- 
rigate,! cotton pat.-hes, think they 
have a chance to yet more out of 
cotton than the Old Smith did. In 
the flat, dry regions of America's 
west and southwest some growers 
are producing from four to five 
bales of cotton per ai re against the 
not uncommon southern yield of 
from one quarter to one bale per 
acre. 

By using machines for every- 
thing from planting to picking, 
western farmers are finding they 
need only seven hours of labor for 
each acre producing cotton, com- 
pared to the 22 hours required 
when work is done by hand. This 
means increased production at con- 
siderably reduced cost. 

Western land, free from the boll 
weevil and relatively new and re- 
freshed by crop rotation, thus could 
conceivably change the first line of 
the familiar old song to lead.

At the ruins of legendary Erdiu, 
Iraqi archeologists are renewing 
excavations which they hope will 
yield additional evidence to sup. 

' port the theory that this ancient 
site is the world's oldest city. 

Buried beneath dun-colored sand 
mounds about t,'{0 miles northwest 
of the Persian Gulf, Eridu already 
has been identified as tne first 
settlement in prehistoric Mesopot- 
amia, notes the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Work there over 
the past three years establishes 
that its beginnings date back to 
perhaps 5,000 B. C. 

Primitive Market Place? 

Beside the promise of archeo- 
logical findings thus far, there is 
considerable tradition to suggest 
that Eridu was truly the world's 
first eity. The Babylonian story 
of creation states: "All the lands 
were sea; then Eridu was made.'' 



This early 
interpreted as 

time when the Persian Gulf m fact I 
did cover the land on which the 
eity was later built. The Iraqi 
scientists now believe that the first I 
settlers in Sumeria (southern 
Babylonia i established a primitive 
market place at Kridu early in the ! 
fifth millennium B, C.. and lived off 
the fertile marshlands [eft by the 
receding Persian Gulf. 

To date, excavations have gone a 
long way toward supporting this 
idea. In delving through IS ' 
successive layers of ruins, the sci- j 
elitists have found traces of a pre- 
Sumerian culture which antedates 
the so-called AIT'baid period 
(about l.iHip B. C.i, once considered 
the region's oldest. It was this .lis- ; 
eovery that certified the city's 
claim to be Mesopotamia's oldest, i 
Vm-ient Cetneterj 
(downed by the eroded remains 
of a large Sunierian temple of 
about 2,000 B. C, the ruins of Kridu j 
were first discovered in 1855 by 
.1. K. Taylor, then British consul 
at Basra. But early attempts to i 
explore the site were always 
frustrated by shifting desert sands, 
pool- communications, and hostile 
native tribes. 

Since early in 1947, however, ; 
Itaqi ai cheologists have succeeded 
in penetrating the virgin sand to 
where Kridu's founders raised the ! 
first temple to their patron god. 
Knki. Kach time the city was re- 
built down through the centuries 
the scientists found, its inhabitants 
bad erected a new and larger shrine 
to this deity. 

They also discovered that these 
early urbanites had developed ad- 
vanced skill in caring for their 
dead. At the sixth level down, a 
prehistoric cemetery of almost 
l.l'OO graves was unearthed. The I 
tombs studied so far have contained I 
such archeological treasures as 
early Sumerian pottery, bead orna- 
ments and figurines, and the model 
of an ancient boat,

\SKS AID IN STATE 
PROBLEM 



TAX 



The Massachusetts Special Com- 
mission studying the problem of 
taxation in the Bay State is asking 
anyone interested to assist in the 
effort to arrive at a just and equit- 
able system of taxation by send- 
ing in to any member of the com- 
mission suggestions for improve- 
ment in the present system, or by 
acquainting its members with any 
phases of the system as it now 
operates which are objectionable. 

There are 22 important state and 
local taxes collected in Massa- 
chusetts, the State collecting 18 of 
them and the cities and towns, 
four. In all these taxes yield about 
$567,000,000 yearly, and of this 
amount taxes on property contri- 
bute $342,000,000. Next in order 
are taxes on business, $92,000,000; 
taxes on commodities sold, $t>8,000,- 
000; taxes on personal income, 
$41,000,000; taxes on inheritance 
transfer, $10,000,000 with miscel- 
laneous taxes accounting; for $11,- 
000,000. These are round figures. 
Exact totals in the various brackets 
are higher. 

The major portion of the tax 
on property is contributed by real 
estate, $298,000,000 of the total 
$567,000,000 being contributed by 
real estate alone. Big items under 
taxes on business and privileges 
are the tax on income and capital 
which amounts to $68,000,000 and 
motor vehicle license fees amount- 
ing to $11,000,000. The insurance 
tax is next in line with a yield of 
$8.000,000., and others in the busi- 
ness bracket yielding over the mil- 
lion mark are the utilities franchise 
tax. $4,000,000; and the tax on 
commercial banks and trust com- 
panies, which yields $1,500,000. | 
Taxes on personal property bring 
in $29,000,000 and excise taxes 
on automobiles, $13,000,000. 

Gasoline taxes bring in nearly 
$24,000,000, and the tax on intoxi- | 
eating liquors, $18,500,000. Cigar- 
ette buyers pay in $21,000,000 and 
buyers of meals over a dollar. $5,- 
000.000. This last item brings in I 
more than the poll tax, which yields ■ 
just short of $3,000,000. 

The commission studying taxa- : 
tion in Massachusetts is asking 
everyone where they fit in the tax 
picture partially outlined above. 
How does it affect YOU. Are you as 
an owner of real estate being 
squeezed, as a business man being 
hampered by heavy taxes, or as a 
consumer paying too much of your 
daily living dollar in taxes.

WINCHESTER SOCIAL 
SECURITY BENEFITS 
$131,235 IN 1919 

James T. Phelan, manager of 
the Cambridge office of the Social 
Security Administration, serving 
Arlington, Bedford, Belmont, Bur- 
lington, Cambridge, Lexington, 
Newton, Somerville, Watertown, 
Winchester and Woburn, has an- 
nounced that about $4,050,000 in 
benefits were paid in 1949 under 
j the Old Age and Survivors Insur- 
1 ance program in this area. A total 
I of 11,844 persons benefited. 
'< In the Town of Winchester, ac- 
j cording to Mr. Phelan, total pay- 
ments under the Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance program for 1949 
were $134,235. 

During December, 1949, in Win- 
chester, 191 retired workers 65 or 
, over were paid $6,110.; 65 wives of 
retired workers 65 years or older 
received $1,100.; 85 children under 
i 18 of retired or deceased wage 
earners got $1,360.; 61 aged 
widows 65 years or older received 
; $1,585.; and 40 widows under 65 
j with children under 18 in their 
care were paid $995. Where no 
persons were entitled to monthly 
benefits lump sum death payments 
were made to 26 persons or estates 
amounting to $5,660. 

These payments are made pos- 
sible under the Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance provisions of the 
Social Security Act to persons, or 
their survivors, who were engaged 
in employment subject to the So- 
cial Security tax, which, until De- 
cember 31, 1949, was 1 percent 
levied on the employer and 1 per- 
cent deducted from the pay of the 
employee. Commencing January 
1, 1950, that tax has been increased 
to 1% percent for both employer 
and employee. 

Mr. Phelan further stated that 
his office, located at 2 Trowbridge 
street, Cambridge, on the second 
door of the Putnam Furniture 
Building, is open rive days a week, 
Monday through Friday, from 8:30 
a. m. to 5:00 p. m. for the purpose 
of assisting people in filing claims 
for benefits, furnishing of infor- 
mation pertaining to the program 
itself, and for the issuance of social 
security account numbers and 
these account numbers are neces- 
sary in employment subject to the 
Social Security tax. A person 
should have but one number, Mr. 
Phelan cautioned, and should a 
number be lost application should 
be made promptly for a duplicate 
card. In the event of a change of 
name because of marriage or for 
some other reason, application 
should be made for a correction in 
the records in order to insure the 
proper crediting of wages for 
benefit purposes,

LEAGUE DISCI SSED 
NATION \L BUDGET 

The League of Women Voters 
held the 2nd of 1 meetings on the 
Federal Budget in the Art Gallery 
of the Library on January 19th at 
10:15 a. m. Mrs. Horace Abbott, 
chairman, introduced Dr. Carle 
Zimmerman, husband of the Lea- 
gue's able membership chairman, 

and the well-known professor of So- 
ciology at Harvard and author of 
two outstanding books, The Family 
and Civilization (1917) and The 
Family of Tomorrow (1949), and 
she told how keenly the League 
appreciated his giving some of his 
time and how fortunate the League 
was to hear a speaker of such 
authority. He spoke most inter- 
estingly on the Agricultural As- 
pects of the Federal Budget; an 
agricultural, as well as an indus- 
trial and social, revolution is going 
on and many measures, such as 
subsidies, put forward by the Bud- 
get hinder instead of help this 
revolution. An outstanding ex- 
ample is the support of butter and 
the taxation of oleo; the price of 
butter has removed it from the 
reach of the average family's poc- 
ketbook and oleo, as healthful as 
butter should replace it. Women 
consumers can be a strong force to 
help this situation; they should 
protest to their representatives. 

Mrs. Guy Livingstone then told 
what the Hoover Report recom- 
mends for the Post Office Depart- 
ment. It now operates at a deficit, 
a situation which is not new, but 
the Report points out how it car. be 
streamlined so that it will be self- 
supporting. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral, in reply to a letter of Mrs. 
j Livingstone's said that he was in 
, favor of most everything the Re- 
port recommended. 

The next 2 meetings on the 
Federal Budget, to be held at the 
same place and time, will deal with 
Taxes and Expenditures, February 
I 2nd, and the reports of the dif- 
ferent Economy Blocs, February 
9th. 



The home of the Winchester Hos- 
pital Library is on the third floor 
i of the hospital and is furnished 
with two bookcases and a large 
book truck. The two bookcases 
house about two hundred books 
, which stay at the hospital perman- 
ently. These are supplemented fre- 
quently by books from the Win- 
chester Public Library, so that the 
collection changes constantly, With 
funds provided by the En Ka So- 
ciety the librarian in charge of the 
, hospital service purchases about 
j eighty new books each year. As the 
j books become worn by use or dated 
j they are weeded out because, as 
with anything else, the phvsical 
appearance of the library is an im- 
portant item. 

An average of about 1.200 books 
' are circulated each year. This fig- 
ure, however, seems unimportant 
compared with the grateful thanks 
received by patients who very often 
say; "I have been waiting for the 
library to come all day - - reading 
makes the hours go by more quick- 
ly." With the help of several En Ka 
members, the hospital librarian is 
, able to carry on the library ser- 
vice twice a week rather than just 
once a week. This schedule has 
proved very successful, as a patient 
may not feel up to reading on a 
particular day, but will welcome 
books in a few days. 

Plastic book covers to go over 
the book jackets of books are now 
in use at the hospital. These not 
only keep the books looking fresh 
and new, but also should prove 
valuable in keeping the books from 
being stained by water glasses, etc. 

This library service is one of the 
many fine services of your Public 
Library, Reading Is one of the 
therapeutic measures approved by 
doctors for a more rapid and satis- 
factory recovery of patients. With 
this in mind, we feel that it is an 
extremely worthy project which we 
hope to improve and enlarge each 
i year.

For several months architects 
and engineers have figuratively 
been taking Winchester Hospital 
apart, from ridgepole to foundation 
stones, to discover what it is really 
made of, and how much of it can 
he put into the enlarged and moder- 
nized hospital. Some of its parts 
can be incorporated into the new 
building with little change, other 
parts are worn out or ill-adapted to 
be combined with the new units and 
must be changed or replaced. As 
would be expected, much of the 
piping and wiring falls into this 
latter category. 

All this study and appraisal has 
led us to think beyond the ma- 
terials of the hospital to its human 
elements - its employees who are 
as truly a part of the hospital as 
the stones, pipes and wires. With- 
out these men and women, the hos- 
pital would be useless to the doe- 
tors, nurses, and their patients 
whom it serves in tin- treatment of 
disease. On making a few in- 
quiries, we have come upon the 
astonishing fact that there are 
several employees who have served 
the hospital from eighteen to 
twenty-five years, and who are still 
vigorously at work in important 
positions. Thumbnail sketches of 
these employees reveal something 
of the loyalty which they repre- 
sent, and reflect credit on the hos- 
pital which has held them so long. 

On November JI!, 1925, Head En- 
gineer Edward F. Hart entered 
upon his duties, and two days later 
turned the steam heat into the 
pipes of the Nurses' Home which 
had been moved down the hill from 
Highland avenue. Since that time 
he has remained in charge of the 
supply of power, heat, hot water, 
and electricity to the constantly 
enlarging hospital, with a staff 



which now includes three daytime 
senior appointees, one junior, and 
a night engineer. 

When Mr. Hart became hospital 
engineer, Miss Leah Mcintosh 
I now Mrs. Crimes > was already in 
the hospital office, where she has 
carried capably a variety of office 
responsibility, including that of 
medical librarian, admitting officer, 
and assistant treasurer. She has a 
wealth of information about the 
hospital's past, even while she is 
an active part of its busy present. 

In March of licj!», Miss Kath- 
arine Lynch joined the housekeep- 
ing corps, and has been in charge 
of the linen supply for these twen- 
ty years. Within that period the 
yearly admissions of patients has 
increased from 1,200 to more than 
three times as many, and the an- 
nual total of linen pieces used has 
reached the astonishing figure of 
415,000 (i. e., a daily issue of ap- 
proximately 1,140 pieces l. 

A mainstay of the care of build- 
ings and grounds since August, 
1930, has been Ernest Fitzsimmons. 
whose abilities range from garden 
ing to painting and cabinet mak- 
ing, and who has a tine sense of 
persona) responsibility for the hos- 
pital's material welfare. 

Basic in the Hospital's reputa- 
tion for k'ood food is the long-time 
service of Mrs. Annie Gaynor, head 
cook, whose service began in 1931. 
(What brighter crown is there than 
that worn by a good cook?) Near 
this same date, Annie Gillespie 
joined the ward maids corps, where 
she is still one of those workers so 
likely to be overlooked when ap- 
preciation is being expressed. 

This glance at the Hospital's past 
and its present is limited to the 
non-professional employees. They 



' are a very important part of the 
Hospital's resources, and without 
them it could not function satisfac- 
torily. When we realize that there 
are a number of other employees 
who have been at the Hospital for 
ten to sixteen years, our confidence 
in its stability is strengthened.

valent belief it does not progress to 
a bitter end. It does heal, although 
it may take years and years. 

"Arthritis comes in cycles, each 
one less severe," Dr. Ropes went on 
to say. cautioning patients not to 
be "too quick to try every cure 
friends might recommend." The 
many "cures" of today, such as 
sulphur in shoes, copper bracelets, 
snake venom etc., are only myths. 
Treatments w ith gold have not been 
wholly disproved, but they are ex- 
pensive, often dangerous. 

"Conservative treatment for ar- 
thritis includes bed rest, emotional 
rest, exercises in bed to flex the 
glue in the joint. Deformities in 
arthritis are due to a tightening of 
one group of muscles, relaxing of 
the others. 

"As to diet - - no food is harmful 
to an arthritis patient if that 
food agrees with him generally. 
Nor is any food especially bene- 
ficial, other than it helps him as a 
whole." 

Dr. Ropes expressed the fervent 
hope that one day soon, there would 
be decent facilities in hospitals for 
arthritis patients, for bed rest is 
a first and vital step in the treat- 
ment. Today, there are no facilities 
for this treatment, no beds avail- 
able except occasional ones here 
and there. There are no facilities 
for experiment in the disease, and 
no funds for it. Nor are there 
any provisions for rehabilitation 
of arthritis patients who should 
be using their muscles and 
learning while recuperating. She 
looked forward to the possibility 
of a new state hospital, which would 
have about 20(1 beds for arthritis 
patients. 

Hormones - - much discussed in 
magazines these days - - as treat- 
ments in arthritis cases, were ex- 
plained by Dr. Ropes, particularly 
cortisone and ACTH. She stated 
that after an injection of the hor- 
mones a patient felt and acted 
better, but that he was not cured. 
"We hope that the discovery of the 
hormones may lead to a cure, and 
medical science feels that these 
drugs are valuable. But they are 
not the whole story, and if the 
treatment is stopped, the effect 
they produce does not last. We 
feel" it will be months, years before 
a real cure for arthritis is dis- 
covered." 

Dr. Ropes was introduced by Mrs. 
Raymond Holdsworth, who led the 
question period.

TB, 12 times more common than 
cancer. It causes more loss of 
work than any other disease - - 
yet it does not cause death. It 
varies from slight stiffness in the 
joints to actual crippling. It -tarts 
slowly - - first becoming evident 
in loss of weight and fatigue, then 
stiffness, and it comes upon one at 
a time of lowest resistance. Arth- 
ritis may involve the eyes, heart

I think the law relating to shade 
trees and the tutting of the same 
is covered by Chapter 87 of the 
General Laws, and particularly do 
I refer to Section 3 which provides 
as follows: 

Tar. 3. CUTTING OF 
PUBLIC SHADE TREES; 
HEARING. - Except as pro- 
vided by section live, public 
shade trees shall not be cut, 
trimmed or removed, in whole 
or in part, by any persons other 
than the tree warden or his 
deputy, even if he be the owner 
of the fee in the land on which 
such tree is situated, except 
upon a permit in writing from 
said tree warden, nor shall they 
he cut down or removed by 
the tree warden or his deputy 
or other person without a 
public hearing at a suitable 
lime and place, after notice 
thereof posted in two or mine 
public places in the town and 
upon the tree at least seven 
days before such hearing, and 
after authority granted by the 
tree warden therefor. Any 
person injured in his property 
by the action of the officers in 
charge of the public shade 
tiees as to the trimming, cut 
ting, removal or retention of 
any such tree, or as to the 
amount awarded to him for the 
same, may recover the dam 
ages, if any, which he has sus- 
tained, from the town undei 
chapter seventy-nine." 
The same chapter provides a 
penalty of $500.00 for each ofl'ense. 

You will note in this quoted sec- 
tion that the tree warden may not 
cut down trees without a public 
hearing.

In the Winehestei Hospital Nur- 
sery has been installed an auto- 
matic camera like those already in 
use at Mt. Auburn Hospital, Cam- 
bridge, and other hospitals in our 
area, mule!' an arrangement with 
the Hospital Picture Service of 
Massachusetts. The picture of each 
baby is taken by his nurse, who 
wheels bis bassinet under the 
camera and steps on the lever 
operating the shutter. Thus, the 
new citizen, in a completely nat- 
ural position, does himself as much 
justice as his youth permits. As 
a matter of fact, the pictures as 
taken with this equipment in other 
hospitals have been remarkably 
satisfactory and pleasing to the 
mothers and other relatives and 
friends. A finished print is offered 
for purchase to the mother, who 
may accept or refuse it, as she 
wishes. Pictures are available in 

either enlarged or small size. Full 
details are given to all mothers 
when they are admitted to the 
Winchester Hospital Maternity 
Service. 

This new facility at the Win- 
chester Hospital has been made 
available through the Kn Ka So- 
ciety's special committee on the 
Baby Photo Service: Mrs. George 
I.. Connor (Chairman I, Mrs. Paul 
II l omins, Mrs. Edward T. Pea 
body, and Mrs. Herbert T. Wads- 
worth. This Committee* will set- 
that a print of the photograph 
reaches the mother promptly, and 
that her requests for any additional 
prints are properly routed to re- 
ceive immediate attention. En Ka 
is adding the Baby Photo Service 
to what it is already doing for the 
Hospital after careful study of 
similar services in operation else- 
where — because it believes that 
parents will he delighted to receive 
pictures of the new shoots on the

On January 25th and 26th, many 
members of the Winchester League 
of Women Voters attended the 28th 
School of International Relations 
conducted by the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters in co- 
operation with Radcliffe College. 
They found it very much worth 
their while and agreed that it was a 
rare opportunity to hear an ex- 
position of U. S. Foreign Policy by 
an outstanding panel of 13 experts. 
Out of a wealth of material, the 
comments they listened to most at- 
tentively were those on China and 
Jugoslavia perhaps because there 
is a great deal of concern about 
these ateas right now.

A- a chaplain in the 31st Infan- 
try, Philippine Division, Colonel 
Taylor took part in the Rataan 
Death March, and remained with 
the contingent through the years 
of imprisonment that followed*. En 
route to Japan, two prison ships on 
which he was traveling were sunk. 
He finally reached Japan aboard a 
third ship along with the remain- 
ing- one-fourth of the contingent 
who were still alive. He was one 
of 16 chaplains who started from 
the Philippines with the detach- 
ment; he and only one other chap- 
lain reached Japan alive. 

Colonel Taylor was born in Hen- 
derson, Texas. He was graduated 
from Baylor University, Waco, 
Texas, and attended the South- 
western Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary at Fort Worth, receiving his 
degree of Doctor of Theology in 
June, |93f>, He entered on active 
duty as a chaplain in the l'nited 
States Army, September 1. 1940, 
with duty at Barksdale Air Force 
Base, Shreveport. La. He was 
transferred to the Philippines in 
May. 1941, and served with the Hist 
Infantry until Pearl Harbor. 

He was in the Mukden Prison, in 
Manchuria, at the time of liber- 
ation, in 1945, 

Since returning to the l'nited 
States in November, 1945, he has 

held assignments as Air Chaplain 
with the Air Training Command. 
Barksdale AF Base ami Mather Air 
Force Base, and Headquarters Air 
Material Command. Dayton. Ohio.

That risk I will gladly take in the 
j name of common sense, obligation 
to our children and a sincere desire 
to see in this town adequate school 
facilities with the least possible 
I effect on our tax rate. 
I We taxpayers have a Schoo' 
Building Program ahead, the m-ce-- 
sity ior which we cannot question. 
Our facilities must become adequate 
and we must insist they be rlnnp 
economically as they are done in 
other towns because WE are go- 
! inif to nay the hil' 

My association with construction 
work is continuous and my ac- 
quaintance with architects, en 
gineers and contractors is wide 
Spread. I believe there is room on 
our school committee for a mem- 
ber acquainted with the practical 
phases of planning and construc- 
tion as their representative on the 
Building Committee. His greatest 
service to the school program and 
the taxpayers would be the pre- . 
vention of costly monumental con- 
struction ;n the future and the in- 
surance that Winchester Schools 
will reflect a full dollar's worth of

As a 
child of eight, Miss Cather had 
moved with her parents from the 
conservative life on a farm in 
Virginia to the exciting life on a 
ranch in Nebraska. It was there, 
as a young girl growing up in a 
new land among patient, hopeful 
pioneers from France, Central 
Europe anil the Scandinavian 
Countries that she gained the ex- 
periences used later in books that 
made her famous. She graduated 
from the University of Nebraska 
at the age of nineteen ami was em- 
ployed for a while on McClure's 
Magazine, Within a few years 
Miss Cather had decided to devote 
her time wholly to the aid of 
writing. Mrs. Morton also spoke of 
Miss father's great novel. "Death 
Comes for tile Archbishop" a 
novel based on the problems and 



experiences of pioneer days of the i 
southwest. 

Miss Cather passed on at *.he 
age of 74 on April 24, lf»47 and 
was buried in the old burying 
ground of Jaffrey. N. H. 

Miss Hall spoke on the char- 
acter of Miss Cather's writings, 
her sympathetic understanding of 
homestead life in the middle west 
and the southwest in pioneer days, 
illustrated in her novels, "O Pion- 
eer". "The Song of the Lark" and 
"My Antonia". Miss Hal! spoke of 
the author's precise economy of 
detail in the building up of char- 
acter and background, of the sim- 
plicity and charm of the presen- 
tation of the high quality of her 
craftsmanship and her integrity 
of purpose.

School, Mis. James Sever, Director 
of Public Relations at Children s 
Hospital and the Children's Med- 
ical Centre spoKe on Psychological 
Problems of Children of the Miudle 
) ears. 

Mis. Sever held the rapt atten- 
tion of the mothers and teachers 
wmle she, herseil a mother of five 
and a granumother, spoke of the 
problems facing parents to-Uay — 
problems not met with in an earlier 
generation winch lacked the pseu- 
uosopnistication of today. She de- 
plored tne lack of comparative 
stuuy of children's problems by 
parents and pointed out that, ai- 
uiougn being a parent is one of 
the most important professions in 
tne world, it is the one tor which 
We train least. 

Mis. Sever talked on The Great 
Xeeus in Bringing up Children. 
I he .>eed lor Standards and Con- 
\ id ions: 

Many parents insist op a child 
following a traditional pattern, 
often merely to satisfy a whim of 
the parent, with utter disregard for 
tne ability or choice of the child. 
Hence many children, she tinds, are 
railroaded into careers to such an 
extent that you very often end up 
with mentai and physical break- 
down. To produce a child who has 
a special social adaptation is much 
Deuel than merely producing a 
genius. And above all Mrs. Sever 
stressed that we find a child's in- 
nerent qualities and disclose and 
cultivate them. 
Discipline: 

Mrs, Sever prefaced her talk on 
discipline by saying that the child- 
ren of to-day are bringing up the 
parents, instead of the other way 
around. The children, she rinds, do 
not know how to conform and aie 
not being taught proper respect for 
law and order, particularly respect 
for "old age". 

From her observation and study 
of European children, Mrs. Sever 
thinks we might well learn a great 
aeai from European parents in 
their bringing up of the children. 

Answering the question "Why 
are our children negligent?" she 
hotly placed the blame on the 
parents, citing as a specific exam- 
ple the time it took men each morn- 
ing to clean up debris thrown care- 
lessly about OUl beautiful Public 
Harden by no less than the parents 
themselves. This utter lack of 
conformity to law and order is 
evidenced in the staggering figures 
on juvenile ( rime and they are 
increasing. 

Solutions foi Problems of Discip- 
line : 

lai Find ways of enforcing dis- 
cipline not necessarily by punish- 
ment . 

(b) Have consistency in punish- 
.uent i. e. what is wrong to-day is 
wrong tomorrow and requires the 
same punishment. 

(c) Decide what discipline is worth 
enforcing and stick to it. Elimi- 
nate so many "don'ts". 

(d) Punishment to be effective 
must be given when the crime is 
committed — not saved for "when 
your father comes home". 

(e) Commend child legitimately 
for things well aone. 

(f) Children need more outward 
signs of affection with the insecur- 
ity he feels in the world to-day. 

Summarizing her talk on dis- 
cipline Mrs. Sever advised a maxi- 
mum of authority in infancy and 
a minimum in adolescence. 
Responsibility : 

Explain the hazard.-, of a wrong 
choice of action to child — but let 
him make his own choice. 
UOrries: 

Children's worries, particularly 
those of report cards, popularity, 
and sex are the worries of the peo- 
ple who brought them up. 

Mrs. Sever closed her unusually 
thorough ond interesting talk by 
naming — 

The Most Dangerous Types of 
Parents: i. e. 

(a) The Domineering — the one 
who knows all the answers. 

[(b) The nagger, 
tel The Over-solicitous parent who 

j can produce a hypochondriac right 
in the home. 

The rearing of children Mrs. 
Sever classes as Life's biggest and 
most difficult job, in which we win 

j the approbation of our children

FEDERAL BUDGET 



The League of Women Voters 
held the 3rd of 4 meetings on the 
Federal Budget in the Art Gallery | 
of the Library on Thursday, Jan- 
uary 26, at IU:15 a. m. After an 
introduction by the able chairman, 
Mrs. Horace Abbott. Mrs, William 
Spaulding spoke on Social Security 
and Conservation; she demonstra- 
ted that Social Security benefits 
have become inadequate because of 
the present-day high cost of living 
with the result that recipients are 
turning instead to Old Age Assis- 
tance. The Hoover Report believes 
that this agency is of such impor- 
tance that a post should be created 

combining Social Security and 
Education and the man heading it 
made a cabinet member. On the 
subject of Conservation, she was j 
most interesting; three different 
departments. Internal Affairs, the 
Army Engineers and the Bureau 
of Reclamation, now handle con- 
servation which results in wasteful 
competition and great duplication i 
of effort. The Hoover Report here j 
recommends complete revision but 
this would be difficult to do because < 
these :f agencies combine to make 
the biggest pork barrel in the 
country. Miss Helen Monroe spoke 
on the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
po ration and pointed out the Vet- j 
erans are proving good risks. In 
a short talk on Military Expen- 
ditures, Mrs. Harold Hall explained 
why they are higher this year and 
last. Mrs. Robert Baylies briefly 
explained Excise Taxes and that 
the general consensus of opinion ; 
is that there will be no reduction j 
on them this year. 

The last meeting of this series, 
held at the same time and place, 
on February !», dealt with the 
proposed budgets of different 
Economy Blocs.

On Wednesday, February 1, at 
the home of Mrs. Thomas M. Hen- 
nessey, HI Cabot street, members 
of the League of Women Voters \ 
heard a most illuminating talk on 
International Trade by Dr. John B. 
Rae, associate professor of history 
at M. 1. T. After a brief business 
meeting and introduction by Mrs. 
Harold Hall, president, Dr. Rae 
spoke in considerable detail on the 
many phases of the subject. He 
stressed the fact that many and 
varied pressures keep the United 
States from realizing the ideal of 
free trade and yet the United 
States would benefit by free trade 
because it produces more than it 
needs and because it is impossible 
to have a free domestic economy, 
which we want, without free world 
trade. The International Trade 
Organization, an expression of this 
ideal of free trade under the United 
Nations was drawn up in 1946 but 
has been ratified by only the small 
nations; it has been shelved by 
the U, S. Senate for the last two 
years. Free trade is difficult to 
accomplish but worth it because 
peace has a bettei chance in a 
prosperous and well-fed world. 
Afterwards, Mrs. Frank Hawkins 
and her able committee served de- 
licious refreshments.

PROF. LAMBERT AT 
EPIPHANY MEN'S CLUB 

Thomas F. Lambert, Jr.. Pro- 
fessor of Law at Boston Universi- 
ty since 1946, will speak at the 
Men's Club, Church of the Epipha- 
ny, at s : (Ki p. ni.. Tuesday. Febru- 
ary 14. His subject will be: 'The 
Nurnberg Trials." 

Prof, Lambert was a Rhodes 
Scholar, from 1836 to 1939. at the 
University of Oxford, England, 
and traveled extensively in pre- j 
war Germany. He was commission- 
ed a Lieutenant in the U. S. Navy, 
in 1943, and after a course in Mill- 
tary Government and Naval Ad- ; 
ministration at Columbia Universi- 
ty, in 1944 he proceeded overseas I 
and was assigned to the staff of 
General Omar Bradley, then Com- j 
mander of the 12th Army Group, 
as a planner for liberated and 
enemy - occupied countries. His 
principal duties were in France 
and Germany. 

In June, 1945, Prof Lamberi 
joined the staff of Assocfate 
Justice Robert H. Jackson. U. S. 
Chief of Counsel at the Nurnberg 
Trials of major Nazi war crimi- 
nals. His fli'st assignment was tin- 
preparation of the American ease 
against the Nazi party, and, sec- 
ond, presentation to the tribunal 
of the American case against 
Martin Bormann, chief of Nazi 
party under Hitler and the execu- 
tor of Hitler's will. In February 
1946, Prof. Lambert returned to 
| naval duties in thi~ country. 

It will be recalled that the Nurn- 
I berg Trials resulted in the hang- 
ing of principal Nazi war crimi- 
nals, including Goering, Ribben- 
: trop and Keitel. in October 194<!.

Rep Harrison Chadwick an- 
nounced this week that the Com* 
' mittee on Town- of the State Legis- 
I lature has postponed the hearing on 
(the petition, tilled by Arthur .1. 
Hewis, Jr. for permission to adopt 
the Town Manager form of govern- 
ment in Winchester, until some 
: tune after the March town meeting. 
At town meeting a committee 
which has been studying the Town 
Manager form as a possibility for 
adoption by the town will report 
with recommendations. 

.Mr. Hewis filed his petition with 
the General Court late in the vear 
of 1949. The Committee on Towns 
first scheduled a hearing for Janu- 
ary, but this was postponed at the 
request of Rep. Chadwick, who was 
also responsible for postponing the 
second hearing scheduled by the 
Committee on Towns for Tuesday 
of this week. A number of town of- 
ficers and interested citizens were 
going to attend the hearing to op- 
pose positive action on the petition, 
at least until after the local com- 
mittee on Town Manager can re- 
port in March. 

Mr. Hewis told the Star he had 
no objection to such postponement, 
in fact he favored it. There is some 
misconception of the nature of his 
petition, which is for enabling 
legislation only. The General 
Court does nut decide whether a 
town or city shall adopt this or that 
form of government. It merely 
votes whether to give them the 
right to adopt the Town Manager 
or any other plan if they so desire. 

If the Winchester Town Meeting 
Committee reports favorably on the 
town's adoption of the manager 
form of government in March, and 
tiu- town meeting supports its rec- 
ommendation, subject to referen- 
dum, the Legislative Committee on 
Towns would then hold a hearing, 
at which any one for or against the 
plan, could appear. 

In the event the preponderance of 

argument at the hearing turned out 
to be favorable, the matter would 
go to the Legislature which then 
could pass permissive legislation, 
that informed persons say would 
also provide for a ballot vote of 
the entire town before the Town

Veteran Town Official Succumbed 
To Heart Attack 

Charles Atherton Gleason of !• 
Fletcher street, veteran Cemetery 
Commissioner and chairman of the 
Board for nearly to years, died 
suddenly at his home Tuesday 
afternoon, February If, following 
an acute attack of Heart disease 
He had complained of feeling ill 
only a short time before his death 
and had summoned a physician but 
died before the latter could arrive. 
He had been troubled with a heart 
ailment for several months, but had 
seemed in good health this week, 
and attended a meeting of the 
Cemetery Commissioners at the 
town hall Monday evening. Sever- 
al of his friends had chatted with 
him during Tuesday, his sudden 
passing coming as a shock to the 
entile community. 

Mr. (Ileason was the son of Lur- 
ing W.. and Georgianna ( White i 
Gleason. He was born March 18, 
I 1867, in Wohurn and commenced 
his education in the Woburn 
schools, later attending the old 
Carter School in Chelsea when his 
parents moved from Woburn to 
that city while he was still a boy. 
Following a few years' residence 
in Everett, he came to Winchester 
in 1901, making his home here since 
that time on the West Side of 
town and for many years on 
Fletcher street. 

_ In 1890 Mr. Gleason joined the 
K. T. Harrington Company, (level 
opers and dealers in real estate. He 
was a partner in the firm until the 
death of Edward T. Harrington in 
1010 when Mr. (ileason became the 
head of the company. During the 20 
years that followed the E. T. Har- 
rington Company became one of the 
largest developers of real estate 
in Massachusetts, having large de- 
velopments in Belmont, Winches- 
ter. Lexington and on Cape Cod. 
When the Harrington Company 
; was dissolved some years ago Mr. 
Gleason as an expert in the real 
estate field became an appraisor of 
real estate for both the State of 
Massachusetts and the Federal 
i Government. He was widely known 
j to the trade and his opinion held in 
esteem by informed realtors. 

Mr. Gleason was a member of the 
Boston and Massachusetts Real 
Estate Kxehanges. A 32nd Degree 
Mason, he was a member of Wil- 
: Ham Parkman Lodge of Winches- 
ter and a fifty year member of 
Palestine Lodge of Everett. He 
was also a member of the Royal 
Arch Chapter and a former mem 
| her of Aleppo Temple of the Mystic 
Shrine, Prominent. socially in 
Winchester, he was a former presi- 
dent of the Winchester Boat Club 
and formerly a member of the 
Winchester Country Club. He was 
a member and director of the old 
Calumet Club and for 43 years a di- 
rector and member of the Security 
Committee of the Winchester Co- 
operative Bank. The diversity of 
bis activities brought him in con- 
tact with large numbers of per- 
sons and he was widely known in 
Winchester among people from all 
walks in life. 

In the local political arena Mr. 
(ileason was well known. He served 
on the old Appropriations Commit- 
tee, which preceded the Finance 
Committee, from 1908 to 1907, and 
in the latter year was elected to 
the Board of Cemetery Commis- 
sioners. He served continuously 
since that year and had been chair- 
man of the Board since May 2, 1910, 
He was the dean of town officers 
and had been a member of the 
Limited Town Meeting. eX-officio. 
since the inception of this form of 
Government, often participating in 
the debates on the floor of the 
Town Hall. 

Sixty years ago Mr. (ileason 
married Mabel E. Walton of 
Everett, who died April 28, 1041. 
He leaves two sons. Luring P. (ilea- 
son of Winchester and Charles A. 
ileason, .Jr., of Billerica; ten grand- 
children and five Kreat-grandchiL 
dren. 

Funeral services were held on 
Thursday afternoon at Ripley 
Memorial Chapel of the First Con- 
gregational Church with the Rev. 
Donald B. Tan officiating. Inter- 
ment was in Wildwood Cemetery.

Whether or not you liked "To- 
morrow the World" you had to 
admit that the Players did a 
thoroughly good job with this re- 
vealing play which has been rec- 
ommended by the Panel on Drama- 
tic Arts of the United States Na- 
tional Commission for UNESCO. 

The plot deals with the efforts 
of Michael Frame, a college pro- 
fessor, and his fiancee, Leona Rich- 
ards, a Jewish teacher, to purge the 
mind of Michael's nephew, Emil 
Bruckner, a war orphan come to 
live with his uncle, from the 
poisonous teachings of the Nazis. 
The play is well written, gripping 
in spots, with several well drawn 
characters and little touches of 
humor to relieve the tension. 

No amateur group will get far 
with this play unless they have the 
right boy in the part of the trans- 
planted young Nazi. He must be 
convincing, without overplaying or 
burlesquing the exaggerated be- 
haviour of the regimented youth of 
the Third Reich. If he can't con- 
vince the audience of the necessity 
for his complete regeneration, the 
whole play falls rather flat, with 
only the love interest of Michael 
and Leona to hold it together. 

In Marshall Pihl, Jr., the Players 
had a corking Emil who played the 
part with a lot of depth, whose 
Nazi stiffness and superiority were 
beautifully assumed and who was 
very successful in getting across 
his complete acceptance of the Nazi 
principles inculcated during his 
youthful indoctrination. His car- 
riage and pantomime were both ef- 
fective, and so beautifully was he 
oriented that no one laughed at 
his mannerisms which with less 
sincere handling could easily have 
been ludicrous. 

His brief breakdown before his 
final capitulation and the expres- 
sion of bewilderment which grad- 
ually broke through his attempted 
repetition of his father's implied 
disgrace were mighty well done, 
for anyone, let alone an inexperi- 
enced boy! How effectively be did 
his final bit id' stage business with 
the picture! Orchids to a director 
who can get such a response from 
a boy! 

Equally fine was the playing of 
Pat Frame, the Professor's daugh- 
ter, by the youthful Brenda Bowe. 
Here was a performance full of 
candor, entirely without the affec- 
tation which children so often un- 
consciously assume upon the stage. 
The audience took her to its heart 
at onoe and it is hard to see how 
anyone could have improved on 
her handling of her role. With no 
character shield to hide behind she 
did a line bit id' straight-forward I 
acting with no touch of self con- I 
sciousness. 

The play was invariably well \ 
cast. We mention the more youth- 
ful members first because seldom j 
w ill you find youngsters playing 
with such poise as Marshall and 
Uremia. 

Dr. Pollard turned in a very con- 
vincing portrayal of the harassed 
professor, interjecting those little 
dryly humorous cracks that are 
peculiarly his own. yet handling 
| the deeply emotional scenes at the 
lend of the play with a sincerity 
: that was most effective. The good 
\ doctor still needs to remember that 
'all the audience does not sit in the 
front rows, but this criticism does 
1 not apply only to him. Mrs. M auger 
! dropped her voice a bit too far at 
: times and occasionally the youthful 
Mr. Pihl quite understandably per- 
l mitted his lines to run away with 
j him. 

Aside from the very occasional 
: difficulty in hearing her. Mrs. 
■ Mauger was a real delight in the 
part of Michael's Jewish fiancee. 
, Her's was a very sensitive handl- 
ing <>f the nde and she showed her- 
self entirely capable of poitray- 
l ing all the varying emotional facets 
written into the part. Few have 
made a more auspicious debut in 
I the Little Theatre. 

Mrs. Fernald as Frieda, the Ger- 
' man maid, was responsible feu 
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: much of the comedy relief and did 
j a very finished job. 

Mrs. Gamage was a very satis- 
factory Jessie Frame, the slightly 
jealous Professor's sister; and Mr. 
Blake was equally good as the tier- 
man janitor, though to be sure ht»- 
might have been a bit more sinister. 
Daniel Blanchard, Peter Gamage 
and Terry Tallman as the hired 
guests at the birthday party were 
quite all right.

WINCHESTER MAN STUDIES 
RADIOISOTOPES 

Dr. Frederick T. Hatch, assis- 
tant in medicine on Columbia Uni- 
versity's Division, Goldwater Hos- 
pital, New York City, is in Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, studying the 
techniques of using radioisotopes | 
in research. 

He is among :!2 scientists en- 
rolled in the thirteenth in a series 
of one-month courses in radioiso- j 
tope techniques offered by the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Studies 

The Institute, comprised of 'J4 
Southern universities, conducts a 
broad program of research, train 
ing, and education in the nuclear 
sciences through a contract with 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
The present course brings the total 
number of research workers to 432 j 
who have attended the radioisotope 
school. The courses are under the 
direction of Dr. Ralph T. Overman, 
Chairman of the Special Training 
1 livision, 

"The Special Training Division," 
Dr. Overman said, "is intended as 
a service to universities and indus- 
trial laboratories, agricultural ex- 
periment .stations, medical schools, 
and other organizations planning 
to use radioisotopes in their re- 
search programs. " 

Radioisotopes are atoms which 
give otf radiation and thus enable 

scientists, using a Oeiger counter, 
in trace them through complicated 
chemical and biological processes. 
As a result radioisotopes have been 
called the most important research 
tool to be developed since the in- 
vention of the microscope. 

The laboratories and facilities 
available to scientists in the pro 
grain are among the finest of their 
kind to the world, Oak Ridge 
the center of radioisotope produc 
lion and training in this country. 
The most economical method foi 
producing radioisotopes is to sub- 
ject small quantities of an element 
in neutron bombardment in the 
uranium chain- reacting pile present 
at Oak Ridge National Laboratory. 

Dr. Hatch plans to use radioiso- 
topes m the investigation of inet- 
aiioiism of cholesterol in relation 
to arteriosclerosis. He received 
his A. B. degree from Dartmouth 
College and is a graduate of Har- 
vard University Medical School.

Starting 
with a piece of new white linen 
she first removed the starch-sizing 
by rinsing in water, then carried 
her audience step by step through 
the process of mixing colored dyes, 
applying each color to a block piate 
and then imprinting the cloth to 
create a new wall hanging. 

Block Printing, Miss Darb ex- 
plained, originated in India with 
the use of hand cut wooden blocks 
and vegetable dyes, but now the 
block patterns are cut into lino- 
leum and then glued to heavy 
cardboard. Colors must be thor- 
oughly mixed to assure even tones 
and applied to the blocks with a 
small rubber roller. Then as the 
blocks were stamped on the cloth 
by Miss Darb, the familiar pattern 
of led brick walls, small paned 



windows, and colonial doorways 
became a charming replica of 
Louisberg Square.

He finished his 
high school course at night, while 
Working days, and then furthered 
his education while continuing in 
business by attending the first 
evening classes of the Boston Di- 
versity School of Business Admini- 
stration.

Belmont had 
previously beaten the locals four 
weeks ago at Winchester by a score 
of 3<i - 2S and it was almost too 
much to expect the Red and Black 
to turn the tables away from home. 
This present Winchester team has 
plenty of courage, however, and a 
knack of rising to the oeasslon and 
they canu- through with flying 
col ,, s i n the tense overtime period. 

The game started very slowly 
as both teams were covering close- 
ly but Winchester pulled away to an 
8 - 3 lead at the end of the first 
quarter.

Editor of the Star: 

The Truth&n* Labor socialist gov- 
ernment, up to the end of Novem- 
ber 1949, had taken $15,370,190,000. 
of the people's money to maintain 
high prices of farm crops through 
federal loans and outright pur- 
chase. I. "tins outstanding on farm 
crops as of that date totaled $1, 
fi.)8,094,000, according to the Com- 
modity Credit Corp., and crops ac- 
tually owned and in the hands of 
the C. C. C. were valued at $1,712,- 
i 95,000. 

Edward Hughes and Kenneth 
Scheibel, correspondents of the 
Wall Street Journal, write in the 
February 2 issue of that paper, 
"Imagine one long freight train, 
Riled with wheat and corn, stretch- 
ing from Miami to Seattle; a pile 
of eggs big enough to furnish 
breakfast for everyone in Chicago 
for more than a year and a mass 
of butter sufficient to fill New York 
City's needs for the same period." 

The C. C. C. holds in inventory 
or pledged under loan, nearly 475 
million bushels of wheat, states the 
Journal, about as much as is eaten 
by this nation of 150 million 
citizens in a year. Tobacco, cotton, 
wool, linseed oil, dry milk, flaxseed, 
turpentine and other products are 
each supported by government 
subsidies from 25 to more than 400 
million dollars. 

Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan, told a news conference 
according to the Boston Herald of 
February 4, that the potato prob- 
lem has cost the government $500,- 
000,000 in the past several years. 
Potatoes that cost the government, 
that means the people, $1.25 per 
bushel, the Secretary is selling 
back to the farmer for one cent a 
hundred pounds. He favored 
dumping the surplus of some 40,- 
000.000 bushels, because it is 
cheaper to do that, he said, than 
to pay for transporting them, 
which cost the government $25,- 
000,000 last year. He said he 
would dye the potatoes blue so 
people would not eat them and they 
could be used by the farmer as cat- 
tle fodder. Well, suppose the cows 
ate the blue potatoes, wouldn't they 
give blue milk? If some of the 
dye soaked into the earth, wouldn't 
the earthworms turn blue, and 
would that spoil the trout and sal- 
mon fishing for the farmer's boys? 
May I suggest that some of the 
potatoes be dyed red and sent to 
President Truman for his "red 
herring" communists. 

The government is spending 
millions of dollars to keep the 
price of potatoes high for the 
farmer's sake with no thought for 
the poor housewife who must pay 
for a peck of potatoes to be thrown 
away every time she buys one for 
home consumption. Senate major- 
ity leader, Scott Lucas, Democrat, 
of Illinois, Senator Thomas, also a 
Democrat, demand removal of all 
price props for the potato growers, 
and so do all clear-thinking pa- 
triots.

American slave states generally 
! specified that the masters must 
provide their slaves with adequate 
housing, food, medical care and 
old-age benefits. The Mississippi 
Constitution contained this addi- 
tional sentence; 

"The legislature shall have no 
; power to pass laws for the eman- 
cipations of slaves . . . (except* 
where the slave shall have ren- j 
j derd the State some distinguished i 
i service;" 

The highest honor that Missis- 
sippi could offer a man for distin- 
I guished service to his country was 
personal responsibility for his own 
welfare! II is reward was freedom 
to rind his own job and to have his 
own earnings, freedom to be res- 
ponsible for his own housing, free- 
dom to arrange for his own 
medical care, freedom to save for 
his own old age. In short, his re- 
ward was the individual opportu- 
nities — and the personal respon- 
sibilities — that have always dis- 
tinguished a free man from a de- 
pendent. 

What higher honor can any gov- 
ernment offer? 

The Rights of a Slave 
Rut many present-day Amer- 
icans are trying to avoid this per- 
sonal responsibility that is free- 
dom. They are voting for men 
who promise to install a system of 
compulsory, government - guaran- 
i teed "security" — a partial return 
j to the old slave laws of Georgia 
I that guaranteed to all slaves "the 
right to food and raiment, to kind 
attention when sick, to main- 
tenance in old age. ..." And the 
arguments used to defend this 
present-day trend toward the bond- 
age of a Welfare State are essen- 
tially the same arguments that 
were formerly used to defend the 
bondage of outright slavery. 

For example, many of the slave- 
holders claimed that they knew 
what was "best for the slaves." 
After all, hadn't the masters "res- 
cued" the slaves from a life of 
savagery? The advocates of gov- 
ernment-guaranteed "security" al- 
so claim that they know what is 
best for the people. Many of them 
argue in this fashion: "After all, 
haven't the American people con- 
clusively shown that they are in- 
capable of handling the respon- 
sibility for their own welfare?" 

Many of the slave holders sin- 
cerely believed that the "dumb, 
ignorant slaves" would starve to 
death unless their welfare was 
guaranteed by the masters. And 
the advocates of compulsory "secu- 
rity" frequently say: "Are you in 
favor of letting people starve?" 
Most Precious Of All 
But as proof of the fact that 
personal responsibility for one's 
own welfare brings increased 
material well-being, consider the 
emancipated slaves. Among them, 
there were old and crippled and 
sick people. They had no homes, 
no jobs, and little education. But 
most precious of all — the for- 
mer slaves were responsible for 
their own welfare. They were free. 
They had the privilege of rinding 
their own security. 

Now compare the remarkable 
progress of those former slaves to 
the lack of progress of the Amer- 
ican Indians who were made wards 
of the government; who were given 
state-guaranteed "security" in- 
stead of freedom with responsibil- 
ity. In 1862, most American Ne- 
groes were slaves. Today they 
are about as self-supporting and 
responsible as other American 
citizens. Meanwhile the Indians as 
a group have become less self-sup- 
porting and more dependent on 
government aid. It has been 
claimed that many thousands of 
Indians will actually die of star-

Instead of calico and 
blankets, we may be promised a 
hundred dollars every month. But 
since the principle is the same in 
both cases, the results will also 
eventually be the same. 

A Return To Bondage 
The Advocates of this compul- 
sory "security" honestly seem to 
believe that most Americans — in- 
cluding the Indians — are too 



ignorant, or lazy, or worthless to 
be trusted with their own destiny; 
that they will literally starve in the 
streets unless their welfare is 
guaranteed by a "benevolent" gov- 
ernment. However good their in- 
tentions may be, these disciples of 
a Relief State are demanding that 
they be given the power to force i 
mankind to follow their plans. In | 
the name of liberty they advocate j 
bondage! 

This is true because the persons | 
who receive support from the state 
are thereby led to expect — and 
then to demand — more support 
from the state. They become de- 
pendents. Thus they enter into a 
form of bondage. They lose their 
individual freedom of choice to 
whntever extent the state assumes 
responsibility for their personal 
welfare, In time, as is now the 
case in the Welfare State of Rus- 
sia, the people become completely 
subservient to the state. In effect, 
they become slaves of the "bene- 
volent" government that has prom- 
ised to solve all of their personal 
problems for them! 

Admittedly, this is not the in- 
tent of the planners. Apparently, 
most of the advocates of govern- 
ment paternalism really believe 
that they are able to know and to 
do what is "best" for all of the 
people. Most of them may honestly 
desire to help the people. But their 
efforts always result in some form 
of bondage. For example, the 
leaders of the Labor government in 
Britain probably never even 
dreamed of bringing compulsory 
labor to its supporters. Yet that 
is what they did. In England to- 
day the democratically elected 
leaders can and do — force 
persons to work where the govern- 
ment decrees they are most needed. 
And if the person objects to his 
government's decision, force is 
used to make him conform. 
The Road To Hell . . . 

In Russia we find another ex- 
ample of the fact that good inten- 
tions are no guarantee of freedom. 
For instance, in the beginning 
Lenin and Stalin probably had no 
desire whatever to bring slavery 
to Russia. Their announced plan 
was to free the Russian people 
from the slavery of an all-powerful 
government. Rut look what hap- 
pened! 

We Americans of today are fol- 
lowing this same path toward the 
bondage of a Welfare or Slave 
State. Just as the law once guaran- 
teed "adequate" medical care for 
American slaves, so a law to 
guarantee adequate medical care 
for all Americans is being de- 
manded today. And who will de- 
termine what is adequate medical 
care for a person? Not the person, 
but the government official who has 
the authority. 

And jobs? Of course the gov- 
ernment can guarantee every man 
a job — just as every slave was 
"guaranteed" a job; just as every 
Russian is "guaranteed" a job. 
Rut it is impossible, of course, for 
the government to guarantee 
everyone a job of his own choosing. 
Some persons must be guaranteed 
the scanvenger jobs. They may 
not like it, but dependents have 
little choice. 

The Only Hope 
It is true that many citizens in 
this country are old and crippled 
and sick and homeless. Possibly 
some of them are jobless through 
no fault of their own. The same 
conditions existed during our 
Revolutionary War. But our an- 
cestors' knew that their only hope 
for permanent security lay in their 
own individual efforts. They knew 
that the main purpose of gover- 
ment should l>e to protect what- 
ever security the people were able 
to attain individually or involun- 
tary cooperation. They knew that 
electing or appointing a man to 
public office cannot endow him with 
wisdom; it can endow him only 
with power. Thus they took no 
chances on this power of govern- 
ment being used to encroach upon 
their individual liberties and their 
personal responsibilities. In ad- 
vance, they put positive restric- 
tions on all office-holders. And as 
a final guarantee of freedom, they 
specified that any powers not ex- 
pressly given to the federal offi- 
cials were to remain with the in- 
dividual citizens and their local 
governments. 

The Use Of Force 
The American Constitution nat- 
urally did not list virtues — such 
as compassion, charity, and respect 
for one's fellow man — as func- 
tions of government. The states- 
men who founded our government 
knew that all virtues are purely 
personal and voluntary. It is utter 
nonsence to imagine that a person 
■ in be forced to be good. Govern- 
ment can and should use force to 
punish a person who commits a 
'••rime. But this same force cannot 
be used to create kindness and 
■ompassion within the mind and 
compassion within the mind and 
heart of any person. 

Thus the authors of our Consti- 
tution left compassion and charity 
-aid to the unfortunate — on a 
strletly voluntary basis. They de- 
signed a form of government based 
on individual freedom, personal 
responsibility, and equality before 
the law for all citizens. Wisely, 
they made no attempt whatever to 
separate freedom of choice from 
the resulting reward or punish- 
i ment, success or failure. Since 
j they recognized the absurdity of 
i passing laws to protect a person 
from himself, they left all citizens 
I free to make their own decisions 
I concerning their own personal 
welfare. From all viewpoints, in- 
j eluding that of material security 
for the so-called common man, 
those decisions concerning the 
proper functions of government

Bread And Circus 

If this state-guaranteed 'V.ecti- I 
rity" idea were new, it might help 
explain why so many people insist j 
on trying it. But it is not new. It ' 
was written into the Code of Ham- 
murabi over 4,000 years ago. In : 
one form or another, it has been j 
tried time and again throughout 
history — always with the same 
result* In the Roman Empire it j 
was called "bread and circus." j 
More recently, Karl Marx called it | 
socialism. He believed that the 
state should take "from each ac- 
cording to his abilities" and give 
"to each according to his needs." 

Marx said that it was the duty 
of government to provide all people j 
with adequate housing, medical 1 
care, jobs and social security. • 
Word for word, the advocates of 
government "security" in this 
country are saying the same thing 
today. 

And just as the Russians are 
enslaved to a Welfare State, so 
this country is being carried into 
bondage by accepting the same 
false principle. Just as force is 
used in Russia to make the people 
conform to the security laws de- 
signed "for their own good," so we 
also are now forced to submit to 
American security laws designed 
"for our own good." And just as 
the Russian state punishes any 
objector, so the American state 
will now imprison us if we refuse 
to conform. 

Enemy Of The State 

If you doubt that compulsory 
socialism has gone to that extreme 
in this country, just test it, for 
instance, by refusing to pay the 
social security tax that is taken 
from your salary. The government 
will do the same thing to you that 
it did to the owner of a small 
battery shop in Pennsylvania who 
balked at the idea of compulsory 
social security. First, the state 
confiscated his property. Still he 
refused to obey. Then the state 
preferred criminal charges against 
him. And in January of 1943, the 
government gave him the choice of 
conforming or going to prison as 
| a criminal — and enemy of the 
state because be refused to pay- 
social security! He paid. And his 
six-months prison sentence was 
suspended. 

Xext may come total govern- 
ment housing — "for our own 
good," of course. Then the state 
will assign us so many square feet 
of "adequate" living space. This 
is true because, under complete 
state ownership of housing, there 
is no other way that government 
can do it. We may ask for more 
space, a different location, better 
service, or a choice of neighbors. 
But we already know the govern- 
ment's answer. Even today, a per- 



son has no real choice when he lives 
in government housing. 

Xext may come full enployment 
with government-guaranteed jobs 
for everyone. A person will say: 
"I don't want this job." And as 
happened under England's program 
of government-guaranteed full em- 
ployment, the American Welfare 
State will also answer: "We will 
put you in jail as a criminal unless 
you work at your assigned task." 

Along about then, the advocates 
of government-guaranteed "seeu- 
ity" may begin to understand the 
ine- : tabie results of their ideas. 
They may realize that it is power 
that makes a dictator, and not 
what he's called or how he's 
elected. When that fact has be- 
come obvious to everyone, the ad- 
vocates of compulsory "security" 
will then exclaim: "But we didn't 
mean this!" It will be too late to 
turn back at that point. Just as 
the night follows the day, so gov- 
ernment aid to the individual is 
followed by government control of 
the individual, which necessarily 
means government force against 
individual. 

No Easy Way 
Fortunately, it is not yet too late 
for America to turn away from 
the evil that is a Welfare State; a 
Slave State. But, unfortunately, 
there is no simple or easy way to 
do it. Both major political par- 
ties along with the smaller ones 
— seem to tie trying to outbid each 
other by promising more govern- 
ment housing, more social security, 
more "free" medical care, more 
government "welfare" projects, 
and more special privileges to 
various groups and interests. 

Most of our movies, magazines, 
newspapers and radio programs 
generally endorse — directly or in- 
directly — the idea of some fun of 
1 government-guaranteed "security." 
Even the few objections seem to be 
aimed mostly at poor administra- 
tion instead of a recognition that 
the theory is wrong in principle. 

And, whether we like it or not, 
many of the instructors in our 
schools and colleges are teaching 
the desirability of the Relief State, 
the "planned economy" and gover- 
nment ownership in general. 
Golden Rule Rejected 
Finally, even some of our church 
leaders are teaching that the force 
of government should he used to 
make people charitable and good. 
I Some of these Christian leaders 
1 seem to have forgotten that the 
principles of the Good Samaritan 
and each individual doing unto 
others as he would have others do 
unto him are voluntary principles. 
In many cases, these principles have 
now been discarded for this evil 
slogan: "It is the duty of govern- 
! ment to care for the sick, to feed 
the hungry, to aid the unfortunate,

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CHAPIN IN ON PATENT HOSPITAL CONTRACT SIGNED , ERNST M AKECHNTE HONORED 



On February 7, 1950, the United 
States Patent Office granted pat- 
ent number 2,496,578 on a "Knife 
Sharpener" to Bernard L. Chapin, 

Winchester; Noble L. Davis, Mel- 
rose; and Thomas H. Cabot, Jr., 
Bostqn, Mass. 

As is generally known, numerous 
types of hand-manipulated knife 
sharpeners have been devised dur- 
ing the course of years. For ex- 
ample, in some models, the back and 
forth movement of the blade be- 
tween a guide and a rotatable 
grinding wheel causes the latter to 
turn and effect the desired sharp- 
ening action. In other instances, the 
blade is reciprocated with respect 
to a stationary abrasive member or 
vice-versa, to accomplish the de- 
sired result) 

This invention of Mr. Chapin and 
his associates pertains to sharpen- 
ers of the latter class and, as such, 
it constitutes an improvement over 
a prior construction for which a 
patent application was filed by then 
and later abandoned. In this 
earlier arrangement, two sharpen- 
ing elements were disposed in V- 
shaped relation with respect to 
each other and were secured to a 
frame by means of a welding, 
soldering, brazing or similar opera- 
tion. Although the contrivance was 
satisfactory for its intended pur- 
pose, nevertheless, it obviously did 
not permit the ready replacement 
of worn-out or otherwise unsuit- 
able sharpening units. 

Thus, in their present device, Mr. 
Chapin and his co-inventors over- 
come this limitation by the simple 
expedient of mounting the abrasive 
parts in a frame-piece so that they 
still set up the aforementioned V- 
shuped aperture, and then slipping 
B casing or cover snugly over the 
assembly thus formed. It should 
be noted that this cover is of such 
material and design that it holds 
both the frame-piece and the 
sharpening m e m b e r s firmly 
against relative movement. 

As an additional feature, the cas- 
ing may be provided with a so- 
called "striker-plate" having a 
groove with convex edges of soft 
material along which the blade of 
the knife travels after completing 
its sharpening stroke. As a con- 
sequence, it does not lose its fine 
edge. 

This patent has been assigned to 
New England Carbide Tool Com- 
pany, Inc., Cambridge, Mass.

For the Daniel Cun- 
ningham Construction Company, 
the signature was that of Herrick 
O. Tappan, Treasurer. This con- 
struction company is at present 
building the General Motors Parts 
Warehouse in Woburn, and also a 
large addition to the General 
Motors Assembly Plant in Fram- 
ingham. The same company has 
just completed seven new buildings 
for the University of Massachu- 
setts in Amherst: an engineering 
laboratory, a home economics 
laboratory and classroom building, 
an apartment house for married 
students, and three dormitories. 

The Hospital has received ap- 
proval from the Division of Hos- 
pital Survey and Construction, 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, of Part Four of the 
application for Federal funds.

They believe 
in private enterprise but the gov- 
ernment must help not only until 
more wealth has been created but 
also to protect all business from I 
ruthless leaders.

budget.

Ernst Makechnie of Burlington, 
former teacher of music in the Win- 
chester schools and first president 
of the Massachusetts Teachers' 
Federation, was guest of honor last 
Saturday at the luncheon marking 
the Federation's 39th anniversary 
at the Hotel Somerset.

The- Committee on the West Side 
Fire Station Site, authorized at the 
last March meeting, comprising 
Vincent Farnsworth, Jr., John J. 
Gorman, Kenneth P. Pond, Morris 
8, Keir and J. Joseph Tansey, will 
report to the town at the coming 
meeting next month with the rec- 
ommendation that the town pur- 
chase, or take by eminent domain, 
a plot of gruund near the corner of 
High street, Manomet road and 
Squanto road, containing approxi- 
mately ":{,285 square feet for the 
site of a new West Side tire station. 

The committee, of which Mr. 
Kerr is chairman, is unanimous in 
its choice of this site and in addi- 
tion recommends that the town ac- 
quire the selected site this year, 
also recommending that the town 
appoint a building committee with 
instructions to secure plans for a 
new station and cost estimates for 
consideration at next year's town 
meeting. 

In its discussion of the problem 
of a West Side tire station the 
Committee, before stating its se- 
lection of a site for such a station, 
goes into at some length the need, 
as the committee sees it, for a fire 
house situated west of the railroad 
tracks. 

The Star reprints herewith its 
statement, which will also appear 
in the town report: 

Expediency 

Examination of a map of Win- 
chester shews approximately one 
third of mil total land area is 
found west of Cambridge street, 
and nearly three quarters of the 
total lies west of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. 

The delaying of fire apparatus 
by trains passing through the cen- 
ter continues to present a very real 
threat to the safety of persons and 
property west of these tracks. 

Among the danger spots of this 
area are Marycliff Academy, Park- 
hurst, Wyman and N'oonan Schools; 
Episcopal, Methodist and Congre- 
gational Churches and Winchester 
Country Club. To these may be 
added tillinu stations, apartment 
houses and a large segment of our 
central business zone. The as- 
sessed valuation of residences and 
Other buildings exceeds $l8,oo(i,ooo. 
Fifty-one new building permits 
wen- granted in precincts 4, 5 and 
'i durin.tr the year 1919. 

A previous committee investigat- 
ing fire protection for the west side 
and reporting to the town fifteen 
years ago m 1935 emphasized 
the danger of the obstructed grade 
crossing and pointed to the future 
development of house lots on An- 
drews Hill, which has now become 
an actuality. 

A combination of heavy snows, 
automobile traffic and a* blocked 
grade crossing can easily result in 
a disastrous tire and loss of life, 
which only good fortune seems to 
have thus far prevented. 

Fire department records disclose 
an average of 230 alarms each 
year are received from precincts 1, 
5 and '!. While the Bacon street 
and Swanton street bridges af- 
ford alternate routes to the west 
of the tracks, considerable delay 
invariably results 

Of particular interest to the 
committee, however, is the distance 
and time consumed in responding 
to alarms from the Andrews Hill 
section. Test runs were, therefore, 
made from the central tire station 
to Dunstei Lane and to homes at 
the Winchester, Woburn and Lex- 
ington lines. Under favorable 
weather conditions and with un- 
obstructed grade crossing, it was 
found to require from six to seven 
minutes to receive an alarm and 
complete these runs of approxim- 
ately three miles. Tlje fact no town 



water is available on Ridge street 
northwest of High street further 
emphasizes the need for additional 
protection in that vicinity. 

The committee took into consid- 
eration our mutual aid system with 
both Arlington and Woburn de- 
partments, which affords some 
additional protection, but may not 
be relied upon in the event then- 
apparatus is involved with local 
fires.

In view of the foregoing, your 
committee unanimously voted that 
immediate need exists for a tire 
station on the west side of Win- 
chester, and that rapid develop- 
ment of home building on Andrews 
Hill and adjacent areas requires 
favorable action on the subject at 
the annual town meeting this vear. 
Site 

In selecting a site for the pro- 
posed fire station, the committee 
carefully examined the entire west 
side area in the light of both 
present and future development of 
the town. In this they were as- 
sisted by Mr. Percy Bugbee, Win- 
chester, General Manager of the 
National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, and Mr. Percy Charnock, 
Medford, Manager New England 
Fire insurance Hating Association. 

Bearing in mind that apparatus 
housed in the proposed station 
would be called upon to answer 
alarms from much of the west side, 
it became necessary to select a lo- 
cation suitable geographically for 
the territory to he served arid, at 
the same time, to give consider- 
ation to both winter driving con- 
ditions and the hilly terrain en- 
countered. 

Several pieces of property on 
Church street, Johnson road, West- 
land avenue and High street were 
considered by the committee, but 
eliminated for various reasons. 

The committee unanimously rec- 
ommends the town purchase, or 
take bv eminent domain, a plot of 
ground near the corner of High 
street, Manomet road and Squanto 

road, containing approximately 

thirty-three thousand, two-hundred 
and eighty-five (33,285) square 
feet, being lots 33, 34 and parts of 
lots 8, 9, 10 and 11, for the site 
of a new west side fire station. 

The site selected offers a cen- 
tral location on a main artery with 
a network of radiating streets af 
fording easy access to the entire 
western bill section of the town. 

j The taking of this particular plot 
should not interfere with the nor- 

. mal and orderly development into 

| house lots of large tracts of land in 
the immediate vicinity. 

The type of building to be con- 
structed does not concern this com 
mittee, hut sufficient space is avail- 
able here to erect a fire station 
i rchitecturally in keeping with 
surrounding homes and with pro- 
vision for suitable landscaping. 

The selected site meets with the 
approval of Chief James F. Cal- 
lahan, Winchester Fire Depart- 
ment, and is recommended by 

; Messrs, Bugbee and Charnock, tire 
prevention consultants. 

The Fire Department was called 
to the home of Mr. Harold Beebe, 
at 27 Everett avenue Monday 
morning at 5:35 when a defective 
oil burner filled the cellar with 
smoke. The men had to use gas 
j masks and the smoke ejector before 
i they were able to correct the 
1 trouble.

"Mother is a Freshman", a 
comedy in three acts by Raphael 
David Blau, was most enthusias- 
tically received last Friday and 
Saturday evenings at the Winches- 
ter High School Auditorium. 

Presented by a cast chosen from 
the junior and senior classes, and 
under the direction of Mr. Thomas 
Morse of the faculty, this year's 
production has a better than even 
chance to make history. Staged 
under the watchful cameras of Mr. 
Yale Joel of LIFE magazine, 
"Mother is a Freshman" has been 
an experience not easily side- 
tracked by the young cast. Every- 
one at school shures the earnest 
hope that this play may be placed 
"on the record" by having its pic- 
ture on several pages of LIFE in 
a few weeks' time. 

Credit for LIFE'S coverage is 
also due Director Morse, for it was 
he who started the reels rolling. 
Probably no other group of ama- 
teur thespians has done and re- 
done the details of "stage business" 
so painstakingly, for one never 
knew that he wasn't being "shot". 
Constant drill under the flood lights 
gave the cast an assurance that 
was reflected in their finished per- 
formance and also provided suffi- 
cient illumination for the candid 
photograph. 

Briefly the story is that of a 
widowed mother and her daughter 
who are forced to accept a scholar- 
ship for mother so that the liberal 
allowance included therewith will 
keep daughter in college. Con- 
siderable fun is associated with the 
name of the scholarship donor, 
Abigail Fortitude, also Mrs. Ab- 
bott's maiden name, and which is 
the only qualification necessary 
for the applicant. 

Freshman Mother, thirty-five, is 
easily the star performer.' Marcia 
Kraft as Abigail Fortitude Ab- 
bott left little to be desired in her 
role. She carried herself all the 
time, didn't try to make thirty-live 
a ridiculous age, and enriched 
every scene. Even her slapping 
Professor Michael's face smacked 
of authority. 

Daughter, a sophomore at Poin- 
ter College, as played by Charlotte 
Anne Farquhar was a violent, self- 
willed contrast to Mother. Her 
storming and raging, thoughtless 
of the necessity for mother's matri- 
culation was what cynics definitely 
do not applaud in a teen-ager, but 
which "splits the ear- of the 
groundlings." 

As Dean Gillinghutti, John lio- 
cray was a Charles Laughton in 
provoking the retort discourteous. 
His suavity remained unruffled as 
he probed the reasons for Mother's 
accepting tie scholarship, a per- 
fect example of the "foolish con 
sistency (that) is the hobgoblin of 
little minds ..;*■" 

He who g ( .ts slapped, Professor 
Michaels, played by John Power 
wa- the other nearly normal role. 
Here again the somewhat exper- 
ienced actor gave a good account 
of himself. Cast as a young adult 
and forced to act like a somewhat 
old adolescent Professor Michaels, 
zoology professor responsible for 
Mrs. Abbott's major subject, served 
as one-third of the chief love in- 
Iciest in the play. 

With Mother as one. third also, 
daughter Susan Abbott (Anne 
Farquhar) completed the whole 
number with her "crush" on the 
professor who had unwittingly 
autographed a volume of bis poems 
bo- the youngster in the mistaken 
belief it was a zoology text. When 
daughter saw Mother's copy the 
plot was thinned with her tears, 

Aiding and abetting were the 
other dormitory characters: Diane 
Gulacker as Sylvia, Diantha Lamb 
as Runny, Fay Carroll as Mother's 
roommate Helen. Felicia Mezza- 
cappa as Carrie, Susan Graves as 
Clara, Dorothy Parker as Marge, 
and Louise Kugler as housemother 
Mrs. Miller. Dates for the younger 
girls, much impressed by Abbie as 
they called her and her constant 
hangers-on, were Tom Dee as Bobo, 
David Archibald as Jack, John Bor- 
den as Howie, and Richard J oslin 
as Bill. 

Lest these boys and girls feel 
themselves condemned with faint 



praise, one hastens to add that, 
except for Louise, theirs was the 
unenviable chore of being them- 
selves, exaggerated sevenfold. Tom 
Dee as Bobo had wonderful scenes 
with Miss Abbott and Mrs. Abbott 
as well as with Professor Michaels. 
Susan Graves as Clara was at her 
best as confidant for Susan Abbott.

PARKHURST SCHOOL 
FEATURED AGAIN 



Winchester's Lewis Parkhurst 
School is the subject of an illus- 
trated article in the Februarv issue 
of the SCHOOL BOARD JOUR-

Fourteen Protestant denomina- 
tions are supporting the campaign 
for the educational project for 
which more than one-half million 
dollars already has been raised by 
non-Christian Japanese including 
the Emperor and Empress, who 
made their tirst contribution to a 
Christian enterprise. 

The clergymen agreed that the 
Winchester quota for the educa- 
tional project should be raised on 
a proportionate basis according to 
church and membership. 

The ministers and churches com- 
prise tiie Kev. Dr. Howard J. 
Chidley, F ir S t Congregational 
Church, at which the meeting was 
held; the Kev.

John Snook, Jr., Crawford Mem- 
orial Church; the Rev. Walter Lee 
Bailey, First Baptist; the Rev.

The campaign will officially open 
on Faster Sunday and continue for 
several weeks.

and to build houses for those who 
need them." Probably one of the 
main reasons for the declining in- 
fluence of the church is that the 
church is defaulting on many of 
its own responsibilities by turning 
them over to government. Many 
of our church leaders are rendering 
unto Caesar that which does not 
belong to Caesar. 

But the politicians, periodicals, 
schools and churches generally re- 
flect the opinions of the persons 
who support them. Thus the final 
decision rests on the attitude of 
each individual American. If enough 
of us accept the degrading idea of a 
Welfare State — a Relief State, a 
Slave State — the process will soon 
be completed. But if enough in- 
dividual Americans desire a return 
to the personal responsibility that 
is freedom, we can have that too. 
The Choice Is Ours 

Before choosing, however, con- 
sider this: When one chooses free- 
dom - that is, personal respon- 
sibility he should understand 
that his decision will not meet with 
popular aproval, It is almost cer- 
tain that he will be called vile 
names when he tries to explain that \ 
compulsory government "security" 

— jobs, medicine, housing, and all 
the rest - is bad in principle and 
in its total effect; it saps character ' 
and strength by encouraging greed 
and weakness: it destroys the in- 
dividual's Cod-given responsibility: 
for self-help, respect, compassion 1 
and charity; in some degree, it 
automatically turns all who accept 
it into wards of the government; it ! 
will eventually turn a proud and 
responsible people into cringing 
dependence upon the whims of an 
all-powerful state: it is the prim- 
rose path of serfdom. 

No, the choice is not an easy one. 
But then, the choice of freedom 
never has been easy. It never will 
be easy. Since this capacity for 
personal responsibility — freedom 

— is God's most precious gift to 1 
mankind, it requires the highest 
form of understanding and com- 
age.

Captain Rogers, horn in Galway 
Bay, Ireland in March 1885 came to 
this country as a young hoy and 
started work with the Boston and 
Maine Railroad where he rose to 
head of the outbound baggage 
room. In 1007 he married Eliza- 
beth Byrne of Somerville and later 
their home was blessed with two 
fine suns. Walter and James, Jr. 

He was appointed a patrolman 
in August 1011 when the M. D. <". 
was the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission and was promoted in suc- 
cession to Sergeant, Lieutenant and 
Captain. Captain Rogers is in 
charge of the Middlesex Fells Sta- 
tion of the M. D. C. and is also 
superintendent of the maintenance 
for the whole reservation. Former- 
ly a resident of Everett and .Mod- 
ford, since 1935 lie has resided on 
Pond street, Stoneham in the house 
adjoining the M. D, C. Zoo and 
nursery. He is probably the only 
p. .lice captain in the 1'nited States 
who is in charge of a zoo.

Di Van Waters has won a world- 
v. ide reputation for conducting an 
institution in which the forces of 
science and religion have been 
fused by humanity into an agency 
for rehabilitation rather than of 
blind punishment. Her beliefs and 
policies were vividly brought to 
light last winter when, after being 
summarily removed from office by 
State Commissioner of Correction 
McDowell, she was restored to 
office and completely vindicated by 
the commission appointed by Gov. 
Dever to review the case. 

Dr. Van Waters earned her M. A. 
at the University of Oregon, and 
received a Ph. D. in anthropology 
at ('lark University, Worcester, 
Mass. in 1913. Returning to 
Oregon in 1914, she established a 
unique camp for delinquent boys 
and girls. Shortly afterward, siie 
became Superintendent of the Los 
Angeles Juvenile Detention Home, 
resigning from this post in 1930 to 
become consultant to the Wicker- 
sham Commission on juvenile delin- 
quency. 

She has served as director of the 
juvenile delinquency section of the 
II n \ ai d Law School crime survey, 
working for ten years with Dean 
Rosen Pound and Justice Felix 
Frankfurter. For a number of 
years, she has contributed yearly 
articles to the Encyclopaedia Brit* 
t'inica dealing with juvenile delin- 
quency and its treatment. Dr. Van 
Waters has the distinction of being 
the only woman member of the 
United Nations Committee on 
penitentiaries, headed by Stanford 
I'ates. She is the author of two 
well-known books "Youth in Con- 
flict" and "Parents on Probation." 

She was appointed superinten- 
dent of Reformatory for Women, 
Framingham in 1932 and has 
served with great distinction for 
seventeen years. The extraordi- 
narily successful results of her 
policies have made Framingham 
unique, Clinical and pastoral; 
work is done there by students 
from various schools and semi- 
naries, including Harvard Univer- ; 
sity.

The auction was 
one of Mrs. Sidney A. Burr's en- 
terprises foi the Club House Fund,' 
and .-tie was warmly congratulated 
on its success. The spirit of 
friendly gaiety continued through- . 
out the day, though serious atten- ! 
tion was given to the important 
addresses at each session. 

At 11:30 the president, Mrs. 
Harold H. Given, presented Mrs. 
Alfred W, Drew, Chairman of 
Legislation, who with brief felicity 
introduced the guest of honor and 
speaker of the morning, Mrs. War- 
ren ('. Whitman, State Federation 
t 'hatrman of Legislation, 

Mrs, Whitman's subject was, 
"Legislation: Shackles or a Shield." 
She considers that it is necessarily 
one or the other, To preserve our 
rights as individuals we must 
. atch legislation, study to know its 
effects, and participate by letting 
our studied opinion be known to 
our legislators, both State and 
Xationa'. To our accustomed way 
of life she sees great peril in the 
present government with its ever 
increasing restrictions which would 
eventually lead to regimentation, 
its appalling tax increases, and its 
neroachnients upon State and 
private rights. The trend of pro- 
fligacy with the public funds in- 
stead of efforts toward economic 
ulministration must be stopped 
lest our nation come to disaster. 
Mrs. Whitman reminded us that 
throughout the ages peoples have 
had to struggle against tyranny, 
and democracies have perished 
hen politicians gained a strang- 
ling hold. 

We were told that the Hoover 
Commission's recommendations are 
only one-fifth accepted and made 
law, that Mr. Saltonstall and Mr. 
Lodge support them in full, but 
that Mis. Rogers has not gone on 
record a< favoring them. The 
Commission proposes extensive 
changes in the handling of vet- 
erans' services, a coordination of 
the present multiplicity of agencies 
which overlap and duplicate with 
great waste of funds. An instance 
eited was that of a certain city 
having thirteen government hos- 
pitals which are only fifty percent 
occupied and only twenty percent 
by veterans suffering from war-in- 
curred disabilities. The Govern, 
rent now proposes to close the 
thirteen and construct seven new 
hospitals there. Mis. Whitman re- 
minded us that Murphy General 
Hospital is to close, and that there 
an bids for a new veterans' hos- 
;tal in Roslindale for $2(1,01)0.(10(1. 
While she warmly advocates that 
everything rightly needful be done 
for our veterans, she deplores that 
of those now in hospitals eighty 
percent are there for disabilities in 
no way caused by their war ex- 
periences. 

Socialized medicine she consid- 
ers definitely undesirable, calling- 
attention to Mr. Stassen's articles 
in the January and February 
READER'S DIGEST, and she 
quotes the head of the Blue Cross 
as saying that in his opinion Amer- 
ica has the highest standard of 
health because of the indepen- 
dence and intelligence of its people 
in selecting their own medical and 
surgical assistance, and that it is 
better for eighty percent of the 
people to have one hundred percent 
"elp than for all the people to have 
fifty percent. 

The Brannon Farm Plan and the 
paradoxes of the Government's 
price support methods were refer- 
red to. Communism in this country 
Mrs. Whitman considers serious, 
but did not discuss. She urges that 
we make our influence effective by 
discussion with neighbors, open 
letters to newspapers, to legisla- 
tors, and even to President Tru- 
man, since if he does not read 
them at least someone will, and 
enough of them is bound tt. n ■ ke 
an impression. 

Mrs. Whitman spoke apprecia- 
tively of the high character of our 
Massachusetts representatives in 
Congress, commented on the dif- 
ficulties they have to contend with 
in their efforts for good govern- 
ment, and asked us to give them 
the encouragement of letters com- 
mending them. Specifically she 
said to support Senator Lodge in 
his efforts for a commission to 
study Massachusetts electric and 
water power. A bill with this in- 



tent he has introduced and it has 
passed the House. It would check 
the Federal Government's move 
toward control of our water power. 

Pending in Congress now are two 
identical bills, Senate 238 and 
House R 378, concerning railroads, 
which would bring unprecedented 
extension of government regula- 
tion. Under the guise of "safety", 
the bills are really feather-bedding, 
make-work measures and would 
i educe efficiency and increase 
costs. They should be blocked if 
possible, we are told. Against 
these, and fof the full implement- 
ing of the Hoover recommenda- 
tions, Mrs. Whitman urges that we 
write at once to Senators Salton- 
stall and Lodge and to our repre- 
sentative, Mrs. Rogers. 

Concerning the present extra- 
vagance and waste of our Mass- 
achusetts government Mrs, Whit- 
man gave explicit examples 
the legislators voting themselves 
increase of salary, with the ten- 
dency to make their position a 
career instead of a public service: 
si", bills to furnish life tenure to 
employees of the State; always 
efforts to find more revenue in- 
stead of concei ted attention tow ard 
discovering ways of economising. 
This refers to the majority. Of our 
own representatives, Senator Rich- 
ardson and Representative Chad- 
wick, Mrs. Whitman spoke highly. 
Their ability and judgment are 
used for right measures. Mr. 
Chadwick, she told us, is trying to 
prevent further tax on real estate 
and personal property. Good as 
well as had measures are continu- 
ally being presented to the Legis- 
lature, and Mrs. Whitman urges all 
Who can, and women especially, to 
attend the bearings and become 
acquainted with the nature and 
purpose of proposed legislation. 
Elsewhere in THE STAR she for 
oui convenience has listed certain 
bills to be presented in March.

The tramp of pioneers will echo 
once more in the nation's imagina- 
tion when Kentucky holds its state- 
wide celebration, in April, of the 
200th anniversary of the opening 
of historic Cumberland (lap. 
Cut through mountain-laurel and 

1 rhododendron-crowned hills at the 
point where modem boundaries of 
Kentucky, Virginia, and Tennessee 
meet, the Cumberland (iap offered 
early west-bound travelers the 
easiest route across the great 

I mountain wall of the Appalachians, 
notes the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

The first American colonist to 
file written claim to discovery of 
the Gap was Dr. Thomas Walker, 
a Virginia physician and trained 
woodsman who, in the spring of 
lT"it>. led a pioneer land venture in- 
to the Appalachian wilderness. 

Rut long before Walker's time, 
an adventurous and unlettered 
youth named Gabriel Arthur had 
reached this same spot by another 
. route. 

Gap on Indian Trail 

Arthur, formerly an indentured 
servant, was a member of an ex- 
pedition, sent out back in 1673, to 
find a path across the mountains 
of southwest Virginia into the un- 
explored land beyond. After vari- 
ous adventures with friendly and 
hostile Indians, the expedition's 
i leader was killed, and Arthur lived 
for a time with the friendly Cher- 
okee tribe of Tomahitan. 

Forced to accompany the Toma- 
hitan braves on the wrapath. he 
was captured by the Shawnee in 
Ohio. It was after the young 
man's release, and on his south- 
ward trip down the Indians' old 
"Warrior Path" across Kentucky, 
west of the Appalachians, that lie 
came to the Cumberland Gap, 

Unable to write the story him- 
self, Arthur entrusted the account 
of his exploits to others. Rut the 
point of the tale was missed, since 
the (lap's significance as a gateway 
for westward expansion was still 
unrecoirni/ed. Not until the Walker 
trip 7i! years later did the pass 
come into prominence. And even 
then years of Indian warfare con- 
tinued to hold back extensive move- 
ment into Kentucky and settle- 
ment around the Gap. 

Boone Hacked Way 

In 1775, the blazing of the Wild- 
erness Road by Daniel Boone and 
his axmen finally opened the way 
to mass migration. In one season, 
some 20,000 pioneers were counted 
pushing through Cumberland Gap, 
afoot, on horseback or behind ox- 
teams. 

Boone's trail was eventually 
ecliped by less mountainous routes 
to the VVest. But this strategic 
pass was still to play a dramatic 
military role and to witness a 
fantastic boom. 

During the Civil War it was a 
hotly contested prize between Con- 
federate and Union troops. In the 
late 18X0's. the surrounding region 
was the scene of a spectacular 
British-financed attempt to estab- 
lish an industrial empire based on 
local coal, iron and timber, on fac- 
tory and railway development. Then 
the scheme collapsed as a result of 
London bank failures and rising 
panic at home, leaving only the 
hoom-and-bust town of Middles- 
boro. 

Today, after a slow general re- 
vival, the Gap country of southeast 
Kentucky finds economic support 
again in the coal industry, of which 
Middlesboro is the center and chief 
city. The surrounding farm and 
hill folk lead frugal but independ- 
ent lives, making the most of a 
rugwed terrain whose bounty grow s 
less as the ground rises.

Philip Ghitel, veteran merchant 
tailor and proprietor of the Philip 
Chitel Men's Shop on Mt. Vernon 
street, died early Tuesday after- 
noon, February 28. at the Pratt 
Diagnostic Hospital in Boston, of a 
Mood ailment that had bothered 
him for several months. He had 
been seriously ill since the first of 
the year, entering the Winchester 
Hospital on January 6, and later 
being transferred to the Pratt 
CHnic. 

Mr. Chitel was born March 15, 
1 885, in Odessa, Russia. He learned 
the tailor's trade in the shops of his 
native land and grew up and mar- 
ried Ida Sherman while livinir in 
the vicinity of the Black Sea. Their 
first child. Hairy, was born there 
and came as a baby with his par- 
ents to Boston about 1905. In Bos- 
ton Mr. Chitel was one of the mas- 
ter tailors in the old Macullar, 
Parker tailoring firm, now Rogers. 
Peet, liefore coming to Winchester 
to establish his own business in 
August, 1911. 

Mr. Chitel's first tailor shop was 
at the corner of Thompson street 
and Waterfield road in the location 
of the present Vernon Shoe Clinic. 
Later be was on Main street in the 
-toi e now occupied by Colonial Per- 
fumers before moving across the 
Street into the building which was 
torn down for the erection of the 
present Locatelli Building. At that 
time he moved to the Mt. Vernon 
street address where he had been 
for some years and where he had in 
recent years the assistance of his 
son. Jack. 

For a time Mr. Chitel conducted 
strictly a tailoring business, mak- 
ing men's custom clothing, many 
prominent in the social and civic 
life of the community being long 
numbered among his regular pa- 
trons. While located on Main 
street he enlarged his business to 
include ready-to-wear clothing and 
•n recent years had added a com- 
plete line of haberdashery, offer- 
ing his merchandise to the public in 
an attractive modernized shop. He 
was a member of the Merchant 
Tailors' and Designers' Association 
if Boston and of Winchester Lodge 
of Elks. 

Mr. Chitel first lived in Win- 
chester on Elmwood avenue, later 
living on Thompson street and at 
the time he left Winchester for 
Brookline in 1934 he was living at 
the corner of Washington and 
Eaton streets. He had recently been 
living at 12 Blaisdell road in Med- 
ford. His friends in Winchester 
were numbered among persons of 
all walks in life. 

Mr. Chitel's first wife, widely 
known in Winchester, died in 1938. 
He is survived by his second wife. 
Bertha; by a daughter, Mrs. Ann 
Rohbins of Dorchester; three sons, 
Harry and Benjamin of Brookline, 
and Jack Chitel of Brighton, all by 
his first marriage; a son. Fredley 
Chitel of Medford, by his second 
marriage; a brother, Nathan, of 
Los Angeles, Cal.. a sister. Mrs. 
Ann Smith of New York City; and 
seven grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held Wed 
nesday afternoon at the Solomon 
Funeral Home in Brookline with 
Rabbi Samuel Sherman of Newton 
officiating. Interment was in the 
Pride of Boston Cemetery in 
Mont vale. The Chitel Men's Shop 
was closed all day Wednesday and 
for the remainder of the week. 
Friends who wish to do so may- 
send contributions in Mr. Chitel's 
memory to the Pratt Diagnostic 
Hospital, Cancer Clinic, in Bos- 
ton.

Jesse Gould, who made his home

By unanimous vote of the last 
town meeting (adjourned session, 
i March 24.) a committee was voted 
j to investigate the Town Manager 
Plan or other form of reorganiza- 
; tion of the town. For the record, I 
'j was the only town meeting mem- 
ber to speak for the motion along 
with the original petitioner. 

The committee did not organize 
until June 24, a loss of three valu- 
able months, and we find in their 
interim report that they claim not 
to have had sufficient time to com- 
plete their study. A point that will 
be enlarged on later. 

From my observations in town 
meetings and in a general way of 
town government activity through 
the past ten years it appeared that 
there could be improvement and 
efficient administration to the 
benefit of the taxpayers, without 
the loss of the invaluable service 
rendered by the many outstanding 
citizens over the years.

Of what type construction were 
the ten buildings for which the 
costs were presented? Our obser- 
vation is that they were not of fire 
safe construction in all floors and 
walls, which the candidate says he 
shall work for in future school ex- 
pansion if elected, but were of 
varying degrees of fire safe con- 
struction. One building is of a 
type of construction that the voters

In political advertisements ap- 

\ pearing in your paper a candidate 
for school committee has drawn 
certain cost comparisons between 
the Parkhurst School and schools 

j in certain other towns. 

As members of the building com- 
mittee who were responsible for 

1 the construction of the Parkhurst 
School we feel we must defend our- 
selves against such irresponsible 
and ill-founded criticism. 

The town will recall that this job 
was advertised for bid. had a long 
list of bidders, and the low bid was 
accepted. 

We believe any attempt to com- 
pare school building costs on a 
"cost per classroom basis," is fal- 
lacious. For example, the eighteen 
room school the candidate men- 
tioned in Reading at a per class- 

' room cost of $20,500 obviously 
carries a lower classroom cost than 

j the Parkhurst School with seven 

I classrooms. This is simply because 
the more rooms you add to neces- 
sary basic facilities such as a heat- 
ing plant, toilets, office space, 
stairways, etc., naturally will re- 
sult in a lower per room cost. Proof 
of this is made certain by the fact 
that we took bids on three addi- 
tional classrooms for the Parkhurst 
School and our contract price for 

' these three additional rooms was 
$57,087. This is a per classroom 

'cost of $19,029 against a $40,000 
room cost computed by the candi- 
date. 

In the same vein, it is very pos- 
sible to add classrooms to an exist- 
ing building such as was done in 
the Hardy School in Arlington at 
a low classroom cost. Our critic 
mentions this Hardy School addi- 
tion in Arlington, but neglected to 
include the new Mysticside School 
in the same town, which is some- 
what comparable with the Park- 
hurst School. The reason for the 
ommission was obvious, for when 
we applied the candidates method 
of per classroom cost computa- 
tion, we found that the figure 
would be $52,000. 

i However, just to make the record 
clear, we are breaking down below 
the classroom cost of the Parkhurst 
School on a proper allocation basis 
as to room size.

and the Manager for a term of five ten buildings have? What is the 

efficiency of the heating plant 
used? How adequate and what 
type of toilet facilities are used? 
These and many more facts must 
be known in order to compute an 
accurate cost of a building. 

The Superintendent of our 
schools requests and shows why he 
feels we should have large size 
rooms. In the addition to the Mys- 
tic School we complied with this 
request as best we could. It was 
also necessary for us to remove 
the old boiler and replace it with a 
new modern boiler adequate for the 
old building as well as the new. 
We also found it necessary to fur- 
nish additional toilets to adjust a 
deficiency that existed. 

If one will study the facts as 
given in the Star two weeks ago 
he will see that all the facts are 
not presented. It is impossible to 
compare buildings of different 
types of construction and varying 
sizes. Neither is it fair to com- 
pare an addition such as the Mys- 
tic School to new const rutt ion. It 
is not fair to the architect involved, 
the Town interested in the con- 
struction or the contractor. A fair 
price comparison cannot be made 
by omitting the area or the volume 
of the toilets, storage space, prin- 
cipal's office, teacher's room, etc. 

Cost alone can not be the prim- 
ary factor in the construction of a 



years. They may also remove the 
Manager. Six School Committee 
Members elected for a term of two 
years. 

School Committee continues to 
have statutory powers and duties, 
except Building and Maintenance 
and Purchases other than text- 
books. 

Election of the Finance Commit- 
tee, Fifteen Members. Two elected 
by and from each precinct, and 
three elected bv the town at-large. 

Under Chapter 167 Acts of 1928 
the Election of a Moderator and 
Representative Town Meeting 
Members the same as at present. 

The Manager appoints all oth- 
er boards, commissions, officers, 
and employees, subject to Civil Ser- 
vice where applicable. 

Provision is made to keep the 
Town Collector and Treasurer 
separate individuals, in line with 
town vote. 

Town election would be on the 
Third Monday in January, and the 
Town Meeting on the Third Monday 
of March. 

This bill can become operative in 
1951 if accepted by a majority vote, 
at a special election held for that 
purpose. 

There are seven articles in the 
warrant that would change in 
whole or in part, some section of 
the present government. They are

(We will consider the auditori- 
um to be 1 classroom as the 
candidate suggests, in spite of 
the fact that this particular 
auditorium is designed to ac- 
commodate a future addition 
of 3 classrooms. ) 

As you will note this method of 
computation gives you a total of 13 
classrooms and using the proper 
building costs for the school of 
$305,407., as shown in the town re- 
port, the per room cost is $23,400. 

There is no sure way of compar- 
ing costs of different schools. It is, 
however, generally conceded that a 
cost per cubic foot is the best rule 
of thumb for roughly comparing 
comparable buildings. Based upon 
our architects computation of the 
cubic foot content, the Parkhurst 
School costs approximately $.69 
1 per cublic foot. We have checked 
this figure against many other 
comparable schools built in 1947 
and 1948 and can say that in every 
case our cost per cublic foot was 
found to be lower. 

In one of his political advertise- 
ments the candidate has gone so 
far as to imply that the type of 
construction used in the Parkhurst 
School has exposed our children to 
a fire hazard. Has he seen 
the Parkhurst School? With 
every classroom having an exit at 
grade, it is certainly irresponsible 
j to imply that there is any hazard to 
the safety of the children. 

We firmly believe that in the 
Parkhurst School the town has a 
building of which it may well be 
proud, affording excellent although 
not extravagant accommodations, 
and that the building was con- 
structed at extremely low costs. 
We are prepared to defend its cost 
on any fair basis of comparison.

She felt that PR might 
not be effective in Winchester un 
der its present elective system be 
cause only a small number of can 
didates run for any one position at 
any one time. As a newly ap- 
pointed member of Boston's Re- 
creation Committee, she was very 
interesting on that city's recrea 
tion problems. 

Because the committee appointed 
to study the Town Manager Plan 
is reporting at Town Meeting and 
thus new subject matter may be 
offered for study, the last gather- 
ing of this group will he postponed 
until after Town Meeting.

WHAT TRUMAN HAS 
GIVEN US 



At a time when most Americans 
are busy making out their income 
tax returns, the scope of the pre- 
sent tax problem looms large in the 
public eye. People realize, or if 
they don't they ought to realize, 
that they are paying the highest 
peacetime taxes in all history. Yet 
the Truman administration, which 
is responsible for the present heavy 
tax load, would pile on more taxes 
if this were possible. 

But what is harder for people to 
realize is that the taxes they pay 
directly to the tax collector are only 
part of what the government take's 
out of their income. For a large 
part of this take doesn't meet the 
eye. It is in the form of hidden 
taxes on the necessities of life and 
is included in the prices we pay 
for these commodities. 

That fact would seem to justify 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine in centering her address at 
the Lincoln Day dinner at Portland 
on the question: What has the 
Democratic administration given 
the American people? and then 
focussing attention on the one item, 
taxes. 

Mrs. Smith then cited some ex- 
amples of hidden taxes which ought 
to bring home to the people exactly 
what the process of federal appro- 
priation of their living income real- 
ly means. Here are some of these 
examples: 

Were it not for bidden taxes, a 
quart of milk for which you pay 21 
cents could be bought for 14 cents, 
because now you pay 7 cents in hid- 
den taxes. 

A 47-cent can of baby powder 



could be bought for 29 cents. 

A $2,100 car could be bought for 
$1,400. 

A $10,000 house could be bought 
for $7,000. 

A 15-cent loaf of bread for 10 
cents; a 10-cent candy bar for 7 
cents; a 25-cent gallon of gas for 
14 cents; and a 50-cent movie tick- 
et for 30 cents. 

This list might be lengthened out 
ad infinitum. But these examples 
are enough to show the steadv 
stream of dollars that are flowing 
daily out of your pocket into the 
federal coffers in everything you 
buy. When this stream is added to 
what you pay in direct taxes, the 
total toll is almost 30 cents on 
every dollar you earn. Think about 
that, will you. How long do you 
want this to go on '.'

dent of the United States and all 
the officials of his administration 
whose business it is to enforce the 
laws. Tickets, we are told, were 
not sold but given to all persons 
who contributed $100 to the party 
treasury.

Fine going if yc.n can get away 
with it, and since the whole law en- 
forcement agency of the govern- 
ment was involved in the deception, 
no one else's interpretation counts 
t'oi anything, it doesn't smell very 
good, however, to the people who 
have to pay taxes, and who are 
hounded on every corner to see that 
they cough up every penny, to see 
the party in power in the admini- 
stration that levies and collects 
those taxes use a ruse to escape 
paying a legitimate tax itself. 

One other fact that will not 
escape public attention is the glar- 
ing discrepancy between this $100 
a plate party gathering that pulled 
in 5,: 300 persons, and the preten- 
sions of a group that poses as the 
party of the underprivileged.

man's repeated boast at the din-

RED CROSS DRIVE STARTS 
NEXT WEEK 



Winchester's citizens will, next 
week, be asked to contribute $15,- 
072 to provide the 1950 quota for 
the town in support of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. 

This means that if every one of 
the 4500 families in Winchester 
gave $3.50 towards the support of 
this all-important organization the 
quota would be met. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, as members of the Red 
Cross Campaign pointed out. many 
of Winchester's families do not 
contribute. This means that far 
larger contributions will be needed 
to insure the meeting of the quota. 

Winchester has always held a 
most enviable reputation in quick- 
ly meeting necessary demands from 
civic enterprises. The local Red 
Cross Campaign Committee, ac- 
cording to Mr. Raymond C, Straw- 
bridge of 17 Myrtle terrace, Win- 
chester Red Cross Chapter Chair- 
man, who is also directing this 
year's fund activities, is confident 
that this year will be no exception 

Winchester's Red Cross Chapter 
will conduct its 1050 campaign by 
mail. Early next week each Win- 
chester family will receive a letter 
asking for a contribution to the 
Red Cross. Assisting Mr. Straw- 
bridge in the active direction of the 
campaign this year are Mr. Martin 
S. Swanson of 47 Cambridge street 
and Mr. Lewis K. Moore of 1 Penn 
road. 

Chairman Strawbridge explained 
to a Star reporter this week 
that the Winchester quota of 
$1 5,072 is s o m e w hat larger 
than last year. Of the money 
received in the Campaign 
Fund drives 55:7' , is kept in 
Winchester for carrying out the 
various activities which the local 
Chapter conducts 52 weeks of every 
year. The balance goes into the 
national fund which, as almost 
everyone knows, is ready for any 
emergency anywhere in the coun- 
try when disaster strikes. 

A considerable number of people, 
Mr. Strawbridge pointed out, do not 
realize that the Red Cross is far 
more than just an organization 
which goes into action when there 
is a disaster such as a fire, flood, 
explosion, etc. For instance the 
local chapter services, which go on 
every week all year include: 

Blood Donor Program. T h e 
Rloodmobile made three trips to 
Winchester last year with 300 per- 
sons volunteering a pint of their 
blood to save a life. The Winches- 
ter chapter also furnished walking 
donors to different hospitals in 
emergencies. In many cases the 
local motor service rushed blood to 
the Winchester Hospital when a 
negative type was needed for new- 
born babies. 

Canteen. More than 25 different 
workers from Winchester contri- 
buted 200 hours of service during 
the past year for hospitalized vet- 
erans, blood donor day refresh- 
ments and teas. 

First Aid. Three standard and 
2 advance courses have been con- 
ducted, as well as a course for in- 
structors. Training was directed 
toward instruction of fire, police, 
scouting and skiing groups.

thing for him in return. 

"Then you realize that the donor 
must remain forever anonymous .

BRADLEY GRANTED PATENT 

On February 14, 1050, the United 
States Patent' Office granted pat- 
ent number iM!»7..">7S on a "Film 
Spreader" to John J, Bradley. Jr. 
Of Vale street. Winchester. 

In the manufacture of paints, 
I varnishes, lacquers and the like, it 
| is common practice to test such 
j materials for various character- 
j i sties such as fastness to light, 
| weather resistance, particle size of 
the color or pigment, etc. For this 
j purpose, it is customary to make up 
; test panels coated with the films of 
l the compositions to he investigated, 
j Obviously, it is essential that these 
j films be uniform in thickness with- 
i in exceedingly close tolerance 
j limits, for otherwise the results or 
! findings obtained therefrom will 
J not be accurate. 

According to Mr. Bradley, the 
i ordinary procedures for applying 
paint, lacquer and varnish are en- 
tirely inadequate for the testing 
| purposes. F o r example, films 
formed with a brush will vary 
greatly in thickness over then- 
area, depending upon the -kill of 
the operator; and the same situa- 
tion holds true in the case of spray- 
ing, roll coating and other methods 
of application. Moreover, it is prac- 
tically impossible even for a skilled 
workman to lay films at different 
limes which are the same in thick- 
ness even if the paints are identical 
•n makeup. 

It is therefore the object of bis 
invention to present a solution to 
this problem, and thus lie has de- 
vised a contrivance comprising 
fundamentally a rectangular block 
secured at each of its ends to a 
supporting leg. It should be noted 
that the bottom surfaces of these 
supporting legs are somewhat be- 
low the base of the block: and to 
complete the assembly, the latter 
member is provided with a vertical- 
ly adjustable blade. 

In use, a shim corresponding to 
the desired film thickness, is posi- 
tioned under and in uniform con- 
tact with the bottom surface of the 
blade. After being tightened in 
this setting, Mr. Bradley's ap- 
pliance is lifted off the shim and 
placed upon a surface containing a 
supply of the material to be 
spread. Thereupon, the simple act 
of firmly moving or drawing the 
device will transform the material 
into a uniform layer that is equal I 
in thickness to the adjusted height 
of the blade or, in other words, to 
the thickness of the shim.

"It has been said that if you 
want to know a man, go on a fish- 
ing trip with him. 1 went on fish- 
ing trips, and occupied the same 
cabin with Charlie Gleason, for 
twenty-eight consecutive years, 
which gave us ample opportunity 
to explore each other's mind. 

"Charlie Gleason was a gentleman 
of the first water. I am somewhat 
of a maverick in the choice of my 
friends. They cover a wide range 
and a wide variety, and are not 
wholly confined to church people. 
Charlie Gleason never attended a 
service in our church, with the ex- 
ception of funeral services for his 
friends, or fishermen's services; 
yet he was fond of quoting a state- 
ment of Phillips Brooks, which he 
heard him make many years ago: 
'He who does the will of Christ, 
and seeks to follow His example, is 
a Christian wherever he may be, 
even though he may never have 
heard of Christ.' This was Charlie 
Gleason's philosophy, and he lived 
it. 

"Charlie was a man o 
integrity, and a leader 
as an appraiser >d' real 
one ever questioned th< 
his appraisals, either

HEED RED ( ROSS APPEAL 

Winchester's residents have an 
opportunity to again place the 
town among the first in the State 
if they heed, quickly, the appeal for 
the $15,0*2 which is the town's 
quota in the campaign of the 

American Red Cross. 

Unlike most other communities 
the local committee in charge of 
this year's drive, which is headed 
by Mr. Raymond C. Straw-bridge 
of 17 Myrtle terrace, will not ring 
doorbells this year to secure the 
money. Instead the appeal is be- 
ing made hy mail. Chairman 
Strawhiidge and his immediate as- 
sistants Mr. Martin S. Swanson of 
47 Cambridge street and Mr. Lewis 
K. Moore of I Penn road are confi- 
dent that the residents of the town 
will meet the quota through the 
mail appeal. 

If every family in the town gave 
$8 the quota would he met immedi- 
ately. However, as committee 
members pointed out this week, 
many of the subscriptions which 
were secured through mail appeal 
last year amounted to only a dol- 
lar. "Such contributions are wel- 
come and do help the Red Cross" 
said Mr. Strawhiidge. 

"But." he continued, "we need fat- 
larger contributions from those 
who can best afford it to get our 
quota quickly and be able to re- 
port Winchester as one of the first 
towns to complete the quota, We 
feel confident, however, that the 
residents will keep our town's re- 
putation for quickly meeting any 
necessary appeal where it always 
lias been - at, or near the top," 

Committee members pointed out 
that the need this year is greater 
than last. Last year both the local 
and the national Red Cross or- 
ganizations had a surplus left over 
from the war years which they 
were aide to throw into usable cur- 
rent funds, thereby lessening the 
amount they must ask for the an- 
nual drive. Unfortunately, that 
situation does not obtain this year 
and while the local and national 
Red Cross organizations will ac- 
tually he operating on a reduced 
bttdgel this company year, the 
quota- must be raised if the Red 
i ross is to be ready to meet any 
emergency. 

Of the #15,072 which is sought 
from Winchester residents. 55.7' 1 
of the money raised is kept in the 
Winchester Chapter for carrying 
out the activities supported by the 
local unit. These, as hundreds of 
the townspeople know by actual 
experience are varied. They cover 
not only emergencies of large 
scope, but emergencies which arise 
m many private families and which 
can not he met with sufficient 
promptness in any manner except 
through the trained and efficient 
staffs and volunteers which make 
up the American Red ( ross. 

Efforts were made to see that 
every family in Winchester re- 
ceived one of the mail appeals. "We 
hope, however,'' read a statement 
from the committee "that if anyone 
was missed, they will mail in their 
rontributior this week, whether 
tla-v received a letter or not."

The League of Women Voters 
held the 'ird in a series of I meet- 
ings on the Town Manager Plan on 
March 2nd m the Art Gallery 
of the Library. The chairman, Mr-. 
Henry Dellicker, opened the meet- 
ing with a brief description of the 
various forms of Town Manager 
Plan weak, strong, and varia- 
tions between and pointed out 
that experience had proven the 
stnng form the more efficient. 
The Town Manager Plan is "a 
method of centralizing administra-

The history of Columbus, Ga., is 
one worthy of attention.

The very purpose for which Co- 
lumbus was founded demanded that 
the most desirable geographic lo- 
cation available be utilized. The 
engineers selected a site at the 
head of navigation of the Chatta 
hoochee River, at the foot of the 
fall line, just a little south of what 
is now the geographical center of 
the states of Alabama and Georgia 
This ideal geographic location 
made the new city a "natural" for 
industrial activity, and from the 
very beginning the tendency was 
toward manufacturing. While tex- 
tiles constitute its major industry, 
the industrial structure of Colum- 
bus today is not confined to this 
activity alone. Rather, a sound, 
widely diversified industrial pic- 
ture is presented and its 142 in- 
dustrial plants employ 20,215 peo- 
ple. Other manufactured products 
include agricultural implements 
and machinery, bakery products; 
candy; caskets; chemicals; cloth- 
ing; peanut and cottonseed pro- 
ucts; hosiery; medicine; mill- 
work; meat products; paving ma- 
terial; refined syrup; Venetian 
blinds; brick, tile and concrete 
products; mattresses; wooden 
ware; automobile batteries; jute 
and bagging; lumber; brooms; 
brushes; fertilizers; flour; food; 
and dairy products; soft drink 
syrups. Machine shops and foun- 
dries supply parts and castings for 
cotton mills and other manufactur- 
ing plants right at home. 

Today Columbus boasts the third 
largest metropolitan population in 
Georgia and because of its many 
natural advantages it is expected 
to continue to grow. Its strategic- 
location in the very heart of the 
Southeastern States, for example, 
render it an ideal distribution cen- 
ter to serve this constantly grow- 
ing market. Varied and abundant 
raw materials are available around 
Columbus, its huge reservoir of 
native born labor has just begun to 
be tapped. Outstanding transpor- 
tation facilities radiate in all direc- 
tions like spokes from a wheel. 
Favorable climate, good govern- 
ment, friendly people . . . these 
factors and many others help in- 
sure the future growth and de- 
velopment of Columbus and the 
Columbus area. 

The US Army Engineers are in 
charge of a project which will 
again make Columbus an impor- 
tant river port. The Corps of En- 
gineers estimate this tri-river 
project, which involves the Chat- 



tahoochee - Apalachicola - Flint 
Rivers, will be completed by 1953. 
This will provide a nine foot chan- 
nel from Columbus to the Gulf and 
will open up an entirely new field 
of opportunities to this section. 

Columbus is widely known as a 
trading center and its retail trade 
area covers twenty-two Georgia 
and Alabama counties with a total 
population of 501,800. The whole- 
sale area is several times that 
large. Local stores, shops and ser- 
vice establishments have kept pace 
with the rapidly developing South- 
east and offer complete facilities to 
serve this entire section. 

No discussion on Columbus 
would be complete without men- 
tioning Fort Benning which is lo- 
cated at the door of the city. One 
of the most important military in- 
stallations in the world, it was es- 
tablished in 1918 and today en- 
compasses an area of over 200,000 
acres in Georgia and Alabama. 
The Infantry Center at Fort Ben- 
ning, training center for infantry 
and airborne troops, is one of the 
most outstanding installations of 
its kind in the world. Approxi- 
mately one million officers and men 
were trained there during World 
War II and at one time some 100,- 
000 troops were stationed there. 
At the present time some 15,000 
troops besides the famed third 
division are stationed there. 

Points of interest in Columbus 
include the Oglethorpe marker 
which was erected by the D. A. R. 
to commemorate General James Ed- 
ward Oglethorpe's visit to Coweta 
Town (just across the Chattahoo- 
chee River from Columbus in what 
is now Russell County, Alabama) in 
1789 to treat with the upper Creek 
Indians. As a result of this visit 
Oglethorpe concluded, on August 
21, 1739, one of the most important 



treaties in all his bloodless deal- 
ings with the American Indians. 
Not only did this treaty confirm the 
colony's territory, but forestalled 
a possible alliance of the western 
Creek with the Spanish of Florida 
and the French of Mobile Bay. A 
cannon captured by the Federal 
troops at the Battle of Shiloh dur- 
ing the War Between the States 
still stands on the Courthouse lawn. 
This cannon, cast at the naval iron 
works in Columbus during the War 
Between the States, was made 
from household brasses contributed 
by the ladles of the town and the 
name "Ladies' Defender" is crudely 
engraved near the breech. A small 
brass "Salute Gun" is also located 
on the Courthouse lawn. It tired 
salutes in 1861 upon the secession 
of each state from the Unior. and 
also upon the occasion of Jefferson 
Davis' inauguration in Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, to the Presi- 
dency of the Confederate States. 
Thrown into the Chattahoochee 
River to save it from Federal cap- 
ture, it was later accidentally taken 
up on an anchor. It was recovered 
in New York where it had been 
shipped to be sold as junk and was 
returned to Columbus in 1884. Co- 
lumbus was also the site of the 
last battle of the War Between the 
States. Due to slow communica- 
tions, word of the South's surren- 
der did not come until several days 
later and consequently this battle 
was fought after the war had been 
formally declared over. 

The city is also noted for its 
many ante-bellum homes, among 
which is the famous St. Elmo built 
in 1831 by Seaborne Jones, prom- 
inent lawyer and Congressman. 
Originally called El Dorado, its 
name was changed to St. Elmo by 
James Jeremiah Slade who acquired 
the property about 1875. The home 



possibly gamed - its - more distin- 1 
guished feature when Augusta 
Evans Wilson wrote her popular 
romance entitled "St. Elmo" from 
the home itself. The building is j 
intact today and is currently being 
used as a private dwelling.

A new type of weather reporting 
service made its tirst appearance 
in the country today, when the 
"Weather Eye Map", sponsored by 
the Boston and Maine Railroad, 
was unveiled in the North Station. 

The map shows the exact 
weather conditions and temper 
atures prevailing in Central and 
Northern New Kngland. and will 
be changed four times a day to 
keep it up to the minute. 

This new system of visual 

weather reporting incorporates 
different colored illuminated discs 
placed at all the key points on the 
map, tolling the prevailing con- 
ditions by tlie color shown at each 
point. A yellow illuminated disc 
at a point will indicate clear 
weather, and to the right of :t will 
be an illuminated number repre- 
senting the temperature. A red 
disc indicates ram, and a roil disc 
with black spots represents heavy 
rain. A blue disc is symbolic of 
snow, and a green for overcast, A 
disc half yellow and half green in- 
dicate- partly overcast, and a red 
with wnite lightning mark on it 
shows a thunder storm in the area, 
while a white with a black triangle 
mi it warns of sleet falling in the 
region indicated, By a series of

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Winchester was not chosen to 
play in the recent Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Interscholastic Basketball 
Tournament at the Boston Garden 
and the local boys and their fol- 
lowers are not too happy about be- 
ing overlooked. 

Henry McCarthy, founder of the 
tourney and now director by virtue 
of authority granted by the Head 
Masters Association of District 1. 
chose the teams to appear in the 
tourney and his selection of the 
''lass B Group was hard 
chester to swallow. 

Fight teams played i 
division in which Winchester would 
compete. Five of them were auto 
matic choices as champions of five 
leagues listed in Class R. It was hj 
virtue of winning the Middlesex 
League title that Belmont, a team 
that got only an even split with 
Winchester during this past sea- 
son, was chosen to compete. 

Ordinarily the Middlesex League 
has had two teams in the tourna- 
ment, because of the fact that its 
teams on the average are better 
than those of the other B groups. 
Last year was an exception because 
second place Melrose, an acknow- 
ledged weak team, was not chosen, 

In. addition to the league champs 
Mr. McCarthy chose as inde- 
pendent team- Fairhaven and 
Braintree.

Fast Boston, champion of the Bos- 
ton District League, was beaten by 
English High, champion of the Bos- 
ton Intown League, in a post-season 
playoff to see which team would 
compete in the Class A Division of 
the tournament. English was of 
course chosen to compete in Class 
A anil for some reason, best known 
to himself. Mr. McCarthy picked 
losing Fast Boston to play this 
year in B. 

Winchester contends that if Fast 
Boston was good enough to com- 
pete as an A team last year, it 
should be an A team this season.

i Winchester High School, with a 
record of IT wins in l"J games, had 

I one of :ts best basketball records 
in many years this season, despite 

j its failure to win the Middlesex 
League championship or receive a 
bid to the State Tournament at the 
Garden. 

Belmont, winner of the Mid- 
dlesex League crown, broke even 
with Winchester in their individual 
games, but lost one less than the 
second place locals who dropped 
heart breakers to Melrose and 
Reading to lose their chance to tie 
Belmont for the title. 

Reading as nearly as not upset 
Belmont bite in the season, but 
finally lost in over-time. Had the 
boys from up north, been able to 
sink more than one of their nine 
late-game fouls, they would have 
beaten Belmont and Winchester 
would have had a tie for the Mid- 
dlesex Championship.

Ordinarily Chief Hart-old of the 
Winchester Police doesn't get 
steamed up easily. A veteran of | 
both world wars with many years 
Police service, he has been around 
too long to get excited over 
nothing. So it was only natural 
foj the Star to he curious when 
we found him plainly "riled," 1 
as Scattergood Haines would put 
it. when we called recently at 
Headquarters. In reply to a ques- 
tion be took us into liis office and 
showed us five oi six revolvers, of 
varying vintage. "My men." said 
he, "took these from Winchester 
high school find junior high school 
boys, w ho w c found have been 
carrying them to and from school 
attd in their pockets most of the 
time. One boy was even said to 
be pointing his gun at the head of a 
teacher while the latter was busy 
at the blackboard! We are still on 
the trail of s,,m,. more boys be- 
lieved to be carrying guns and hope 
t" have the thing cleaned up m a 
short while." Concerned as he was 
with the fact that young teen agers 
are running around Winchester 
with iruns in their pockets, even 
though the guns may not be 
loaded, the thing that was ob- 
bothering the Chief must 
attitude of some of the 
he had encountered after 
officers bad relieved then sons 
of their weapons. Indignation! 
seemed more prevalent than re- 
gret that their boys were guilty of 
ti serious breach of the law and 
some of the parents seemed much 
more provoked over the fact that 
the Chief is keeping the confiscated 
guns than appreciative that he is 
not taking them and their progeny 
into court. The Chief believes it is 
strictly up to the parents when 
boys jire tunning around town, buy- 
ing guns in contravention of the 
law, selling them to each other, 
which is anot bet violation, and fin- 
:tlly, carrying them mote or less 
regularly which is the most serious 
breach of all! He does not believe 
that patents, or police or the com- 
munity should laugh off what these 
boys have done. The guns were not 
loaded when they were taken from 
the boys, true, but the Chief be- 
lieves that each one he took could 
be loaded and is capable of doing 
serious damage. From carrying an 
unloaded gun to getting slugs foi 
the weapon is only a very short 
step and once an excitable yoiihster 
has a loaded gun in his hand any- 
thing can happen. The Chief be- 
lieves that all local parents should 
enter tins picture at once and see 
to it that their young teen age«> 
are not violating the laws govern- 
ing firearms. Carrying a gun with-

I believe the patients Would be 
delighted to witness the heavens 
beautifully illuminated with mar- 
velous fireworks. If the folks who 
reside adjacent to Manchester road 
and Cutting street believe the fire- 
works are a fire hazard, we can 
'nstall some of nui tire apparatus 
in the vicinity of that section until 
the fireworks are terminated. As 
you undoubtedly are aware QUI 
firemen are more numerous than 
the ilies on a garbage truck. Man} 
thanks to the doctors and nurses 
foi tbeii kindness and hospitality 

Please remember the fireworks 
have no beating whatsoever on oui 
tax rate! In fact, the sponsors of 
this proposition pay an enormous 
tax. They are law abiding, indus- 
trious citizens. In fact, the first 
soldier in Winchester to sacrifice 
his life in the World War in ordei 
that democracy shall not perish 
from the earth was an Italian boy 

Foi years the fireworks were 
formerly displayed on Manchestei 
Field, but since the natural scenh 
beauty of the field has been des- 
troyed v\e have recently displayed 
the fireworks on Shore road field 
that cost the taxpayers of Win- 
chester more than a quarter of a 
million dollars and at the present 
time is abandoned' 

The sponsors desire to utilize 
the field one day a year; namely, 
the 15th of August, which is a 
holy day of obligation, by at- 
tending holy mass in the morn- 
ing and celebrating with fire- 
works in the night. Surely we 
-hall not deny the sponsors that 
privilege! The by-laws have been 
effective since May 24, 1924, in re- 
gard to fireworks, They have 
been in effect since 1 930. 

Ladies and gentlemen, think it 
over. Certainly we deeply mourn 
the departures of seven excellent 
citizens; namely, James J. Fitz- 
gerald, ex-State Senator Lewis 
Parkhurst, Fdgar J. Rich, Preston 
Pond, Jonas A. Laraway, Charles 
A. Cleasoti and Theodore P. Wil- 
son, editor and publisher of the 
Winehestoi Star. They were town 
fathers, philanthropists and bene- 
factors. May they all rest in 
peace ! 

Goodbye, oi in other words, 
"ari'ivedenci" until we meet in the 
old town hall!

When Alger Hiss, a State De- 
partment official and long-time 
friend of Secretary Acheson, was 
convicted of perjury, stemming 
from espionage charges, the Sec- 
retary said he "would not turn his 
back on him" and later, testifying 
before a Senate appropriations sub- 
committee, said he would "never 
knowingly tolerate any disloyal 
person in his department." Deputy 
Undersecretary John E. Peurifoy 
testified at the same time that 
2112 employees, including "91 ab- 
normal individuals," had been dis- 
charged or permitted to resign 
from the department. They Were 
considered "poor security risks be- 
cause they could be blackmailed," 

Who employed all these ab- 
normal individuals and poor se- 
curity risks," Mr. Peurifoy'.' It 
must have been a cinch for any- 
body, spy or Communist, to Infil- 
trate the State Department. Who 
was guilty? For naivete Mr. Peuri- 
foy's statement is supremely good, 
with the President's, "The only 
way I see to balance the budget is 
iy higher taxes," a close second. 

The coal miners are back to 
work, the basic strike problem un- 
solved, after an unnecessarily pro- 
longed and disastrous strike, John 
L. I ewis emertring' as director of 
the United States and President 
Truman a weak, outmaneuvered 
public servant. The quiet, trusted 
Calvin Coolidge would have set- 
tler! the stiike in a week's time, 
just as he did the Boston police 
strike when he told Samuel Com- 
pels, labor leader, "Nobody has a 
right to stiike against the public 
safety anywhere, anytime." 

The President stalled, delayed, 
appointed commissions to investi- 
gate the coal stiike - any expedi- 
ent to thwart the law of the land, 
the Taft-Hartley law. which he 
and his labor henchmen wanted re- 
pealed. Thus was exhibited an ex- 
ample of administrative incom- 
petence not pleasing to contem- 
plate. Organized labor in this coun- 
try, favored by the President, is 
using the same tactics that dis- 
rupted France, reducing it to a 
tl inl late power and that dismem- 
bered and bankrupt the British 
empire. Until the present chaotic 
state of the world is alleviated. 
American labor, now well paid, 
should abstain from striking, A 
labor leader who orders a strike 
now becomes a communist ally, a 
welcome servant of Stalin. "Strike 
and keep striking, spend and 
keep spending" as Henry A. Wal- 
lace counseled in his New Deal 
days; infiltrate, agitate, plot, dis- 
rupt, this makes Stalin happy and 
promotes his cold war. 

The misnamed "Fair Dea'ers," 
building upon a foundation of sand, 
called the "New Deal," is con- 
verting this country into a socialist 
state, the first step in totalitarian- 
ism. A warning against their 
methods has been issued by the 
First National Hank of Boston, the 
Wall Street Journal, and leading 
financiers, who state that, if con- 
tinued, will inevitably result in a 
totalitarian state. The remedy, 
more honesty in politics; sound 
finance. "In the long run." said a 
recent editorial in the Wall Street 
Journal, "economic law will [ire- 
ail ovei statute law, The only 
question is whether it will prevail 
before statute law creates com- 
plete chaos or whether it will have 
to rebuild out of chaos." 

The truth is, honesty in politics 
pays, as the late Governor Walter 
S. (loodland of Wisconsin de- 
monst rated.

Dear Mr. Smith: 

Hope that this won't be too much 
of a shock, hearino; from one of 
your old Scouts after such an 
elapse of time! 

I have thought quite often of you 
this past year, as 1 have been 
working as Chairman of the Troop 
Committee for Troop Six here in 
Albuquerque. In doing- so I have 
been re-living my old days in your 
Troop and have been teaming 
something of the work — - and also 
the real fun involved in the 
operation of a Troop.

The loyalty and success of his 
family, associates and friends are 
the things that really count, he 
said, as he expressed the regret he 
hadn't married his wife ten years 
earlier. 

Tracing his career from the lit- 
tle t ed school in Vei shire, Vt„ with 
the "four-holer" out back, through 
his high school days with Sybil 
Holmes and Van Bush in Chelsea 
to Harvard and Winchester and 
the conduct of his father's provi- 
sion business following his fath- 
er's death. Senator Richardson told 
of his career in public life since 
he became a member of the town's 
Finance Committee in 1925. He 
told of his fight for good govern- 
ment in the General Court, of the 
help he has had from men like Bill 
Ramsdell.

Shoulder to 
shoulder they have fought, said 
Senator Richardson, and have made 
gains. They will continue the 
fight and will make more gains.

The pot- 
ters pictured ..n their wares events 
and persons of current importance 
to instruct the people, and the peo- 
ple eagerly bought their dishes not 
only for their practical use and ar- 
tistic value but also for the know- 
ledge to be gained thereby of what 
was happening in the world. 

Mis. Gorely's slides were beau- 
tiful and varied examples of 
VVedgewood dishes, medallions, and 
tiles, chosen for the historic value 
of their decoration; the Porto Bello 
bowl, the first balloon ascension, 
portraits of Washington, of Hamil- 
ton, the hitter's discovery of an- 
cient Greek vases, the ti 1st pine- 
apple grown m England, and other 
subjects in fascinating variety.

WOMEN'S REPUBLICAN CLUB 



Mr. Thomas Temple Pond, for- 
mer New England Chairman of the 
National Economy League presen- 
ted the third educational talk of 
t.ie current series being sponsored 
by the Women's Republican Club 
of Winchester. The meeting was 
held last Wednesday morning at 
the home of Mrs. Philip J. Wood- 
ward, educational chairman of the 
Club. Mrs. George W. French and 
her committee served morning cof- 
fee and Mrs. Frank R. Creelman 
poured. The president, Mrs. J. 
Stanley Barnes, presided and Mr-. 
Woodward introduced the guest 
speaker. 

Mr. Pond said that heretofore 
the government was the public 
servant hut the present very dan- 
gerous trend is toward antagonism 
of interest between the governmen- 
tal officials and the general public. 
More and more, the government is 
interfering in the daily life and 
business of its citizens, He warned 
his audience to inspect carefully 
our so-called "social gains" to see 
whether they are really social 
gains or just burdens that will be- 
come ever more burdensome on 
the taxpayer. 

He stated that no government 
can afford to wast,, the country's 
assets. The government could and 
should use scientific and business 
methods in the operation of de- 
partments under its jurisdiction. 
He used the pOstoffiee department 
to point out how this could be 
done. lb- -aid that the Panama 
Canal was an example of a gov- 
ernmental project built with the 
understanding that the canal would 
pay for itself. Instead, a number 
of agencies have been added to the 
Panama ( anal Commission to use 
all the income accrued from oper- 
ation of the canal. 

He pointed to the Massachusetts 
Unemployment Security as some 
particularly had legislation, which 
has amounted to pin-money for 
certain individuals. He illustrated 
his point with a number of such 
cases with which he personally is 
acquainted, lie told the women to 
warn their husbands and friends 
about this practice and urge then) 
to ask undesirable employees for 
their resignations rather than to 
discharge them. 

Mr Pond advised Republican 
Organizations to narrow their ef- 
forts to just one political problem; 
make an extensive study of the 
problem; and then "let them have 
it." A victorious assault would 
establish a pattern and encourage 
other organizations to try the 
same method. 

Mi. Pond is president of the 
Boston Council id' Boy Scout-. 
Inc.: at tile end of his lecture, lie 
asked it' he might put in a word 
about hi.- first interest, the Boy 
Scouts. Hi. feels that a construc- 
tive program is preferable to more 
legislation in solving our juvenile 
delinquency problem. The 'outlook 
is encouraging when we think of 
23,000 boys meeting weekly to re- 
peat the scout oath and to work 
with responsible adults. Bringing 
up a generation of young people 
ready to take their responsibilities 
is a greater contribution than anv 
political party can make. 



The committee on reading, 
which is a carry-over committee 
from last year, working with Miss 
Marian Phipps, Reading Consul- 
tant, has also resumed its regular 
meetings preliminary to the under- 
taking of certain specific measures 
in all schools to assist the pupils in 
becoming better readers. 

The committee of high school 
teachers and Mr. Daniel Chane of 
the School Committee, currently 
studying the matter of compensa- 
tion foi 'extra-curricular work, has 
prepared questionnaires for all 
high school teachers. The res- 
ponses will serve as a guide to 
further work before a report can 
he submitted, through proper 
channels, to the School Committee.

. miting the survey to Chinfae 
and Japanese Art. Mrs. Keyes in- 
troduced the subject by giving us 
a brief history of tl e -n Muse- 
um of Fine Arts, wrose Asiatic 
Collection is unequalled anywhere 
in the world. 

Mis. Samuel B. Kirkwood had 
.-pent hours making a huge Chrono- 
logical Chart iif Oriental Ait. 
which was invaluable for reference. 

Mrs. Charles Livingstone talked 
i'ii early .Chinese bronzes. Used 
for utilitarian purposes and religi- 
ous ceremonies, it was also prized 
for state gifts and bribes, .lade. - 
a symbol of rank and power, - was 
similarly important in fashioning 
ceremonial objects. Boston today 
has one of the finest jade collec- 
tions. Pottery was perhaps China's 
greatest gift to the world, - "china." 

M ; ss Alice Main next told of 
the wonder,- of the screen paint- 
ers. Calligraphy was an art in the 
Orient: and the same brush was 
used in screen painting and mi the 
scrolls. In every Japanese home, 
there is a hanging scroll. The 
most delicate little pictures of all 
are to he found on the charming 
little fans, of which there are 
many Hundred - fourteen hundreds 
A. D. i s considered the Golden Ace 
of < 'hinese painting. 

Mis. F. P. Walker .-poke of 
Chinese and Japanese prints. The 
Chinese dwelt on religious sub- 
jects. The 17th and 18th cen- 
turies were the "era of pleasant 
pictures;" an appeal to the poetic 
mind. The early 10th century found 
a dearth of artists, resulting in the 
downfall of this type of art. - al- 
though a contemporary school of 
Japanese printing exists. 

Mrs. John l.obingier was the 
final sneaker of the day. She ex- 
plained a few of the characteristics 
of Oriental art, chief of which i* 
Intense Contemplation, The artiste 
paint entirely from memory; that 
fact makes it abstract paint inc. 
Great simplicity is always the aim: 
nothing unnecessary appears. De- 
sign, as in all painting, is of prime 
importance. Every line is made 
with a purpose. In Japanese and 
Chinese Art. faces are always 
drawn in the three-quarter view. 
No attempt is made to emphasize 
the solidity .if tin- human figure. 
Design is the thing for which the 
artist strives; to him the face is 
but a symbol. Forms are 2-dimen- 
sional, so shapes are flat. 

We try to paint a landscape as 
we see it; they, their feeling as 
they see it. Therefore, no sunlight 
ami cast-shadow from it. 

We fill in every space; they use 
spaces to achieve a great easiness. 
Poetic visions rather than views of 
scenery interest them. Color, rich 
and always restrained. With them, 
a picture is a poem without words.

In one age-group of fifty four children in W inchester, old enough 
to have joined the Church, but who had not, forty of theii parents were 
also not Church Members. In another, still older age-group, 42 bad not 
joined the Church. Of these, forty-two of their parents had not joined 
the Church. 

The implications of these statistics become seiious, both for these 
children, and for the Church, when we consider that eighty percent of 
all Protestant Church Members in the United States joined the Church 
before they were twenty years of age. That these children are slipping 
through the net indicates that parental influence is on (he negative 
side, as far as Church Membership is concerned.

WINCHESTER FELT HEAVY 
BLAST 

Following last Thursday after- 
noon's heavy blast at the quarry of 
the Winchester Crushed Stone 

Company, located off Garfield 
avenue over the line in Woburn. 
Police and Fire headquarters re- 
ceived numerous complaints from 
residents living in the vicinity of 
the quarry, many of whom re- 
ported damage tit their homes al- 
leged to have been the result of 
the I. last. 

It is reported that 14,000 pounds 
of dynamite were exploded in 14 

holes extending the depth of the 

quarry, some said to he ]iin feet, 
the plan apparently being to blow 

off the whole face of the rock 
quarry into the pit. Persons in the 
official blasting party are quoted 
as saying then' was nothing un- 
usual about the blast and that as 
much as 1,000 pounds of dynamite 
had been used previously in boles, 
but that the previous limit had 
been four holes. Although many 
persons said they did not hear the 
usual warning siren, blown before 
blasts at the quarry, Woburn fire 
officials reported that the siren 
did blow. 

It is reported that City Hall 
in Woburn was stormed with irate 
residents Thursday evening, while 
in Winchester both Fire and Police 
Headquarters received calls, rang- 
ing all the way from persons seek- 
ing information about the blasts to 
those reporting damage done their 
homes. This damage included 
cracked ceilings and walls, stove 
pipes blown out, broken dishes and 
ornaments. 

Eighteen reports of actual dam- 
age to property were received, the 
homes being located on Holton 
street, Hemingway street. Wash- 
iligton street, I.oring avenue. Wild- 
wood terrace, Hill street, Brook- 
side avenue, Lincoln street, Fast 
street, and Irvine- street. Six com- 
plaints came from residents of Hol- 
ten street alone.

Throughout the ages music has 
played an immeasurable part in 
uplifting the spirit of man. My its 
use in the Christian churches his 
highest thoughts have been trans- 
formed into creations of emotional 
beauty impelling in their influence 
toward ever nobler living. Mrs. 
Witham, from her wide knowledge 
of the best of sacred music, plan- 
ned an historical program appro- 
priate to Lent, building from past 
centuries to the present. 

Her first group was of the six 
teentb century Decius, Palest 
rina, Arcadelt invocation, adora- 
tion, and appeal, sunt: a eappella 
with beauty of lone and devout 
feeling:, The seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth centuries were represented 
by two magnificent choruses from 
Handel's "Messiah." "Behold the 
Lamb of God" and "Surely He Hath 
Bourne our Griefs"; and in contrast 
the well-loved "Ave Vorum" of 
Mozart. For the nineteenth cen- 
tury there also was contrast. From 
Dubois' "Seven Last Words of 
Christ" the "Sixth Word" was 
chosen, it beginning with the tenor 
solo, "Father, into Thy Hands," ef- 
fectively suiiy by Edgar Handle, 
and developing with the chorus in- 
to transcendant loveliness. At the 
close of that tender music, the in- 
tense and fervent "Behold, All 
Flesh" of Brahm s "Requiem" was 
sun u' with glorious powei anil 
feeling. 

The final group, representing our 
present century, was composed of 
five shorter numbers, varied, but 
all beautiful and expressive, the 
composers being Tehesnokov, Rob- 
"iti.it, Thompson, Archangelsky, 
and Tinman.

I am one of those who voted 
against the west side tire station 
hut this letter is not intended as a 
defense of that position. It is in- 
tended simply as an endeavor to 
consider some of the reasons why 
tins pioposal was defeated anil 
what action seems indicated in de- 
termining upon a sound and logical 
conclusion to this highly impor- 
tant matter, 

The fundamental difficulty it 
-eems to me arose directly from 
the conflicting recommendations of 
•hose to Vvhoni we look fni facts 
and informed opinions based upon 
their greater knowledge of the 
problems. The west side fire sta- 
tion committee was given a job to 
do and I believe did it exceptionally 
well, This committee strongly 
recommended the erection of a wGst 
.-idc fire station. ( in the other 
l and. We have an able and highly 
respected planning board which is 
supposed to review and plan for 
ail needed projects foi the entile 
town sufficiently in advance that 
tbe> can be considered, studied and 
decided upon .ti an orderly manner. 
The planning board recommended 
unfavorable action on the wesi side 
lire station. Our able and efficient 



finance committee also 
ed unfavorable action, 
had divided counsels 
of those to whom we

basic problem itself should the 
tile station be built. Next we had 
equally divided opinions with res- 
pect not only to the probable cost 
of erecting and equipping this pro- 
posed fire station but also as to 
the annual cost of maintaining it. 
Obviously, informed opinion might 
with reason be divided as to a spe- 
cific location, but not on the fun- 
damental question of basic need. 
To some of us it seemed that there 
ought not to have been such dif- 
ferences of opinion with respect to 
the costs of construction and oper- 
ation It would seem reasonable to 
assume that an estimate of the cost 
of construction could be obtained 
that Would be acceptable to all 
concerned. And there should be 
even less cause for disagreement 
on the cost of equipping and main- 
taining the proposed station. To 
ttie layman it would seem that the 
first step would be to consult the 
tire chief ami the professional con 
sultants and work out with them 
the types and quantities of equip- 
ment needed and the number of 
men necessary to man the station 
This was a case where coordin- 
ated action of the authorises in- 
volved w ould have reduced the con 
fusion and undoubtedly have con- 
tributed much more constructively 
to a sound and orderly considera- 
tion of the problem. 

As a town meeting member in 
reaching conclusions 1 accord great 
weight to the recommendations .y' 



side fire station committee and the 
discussion which followed its pre- 
sentation ha* very usefully and 
constructively centered attention 
on the problem. It should be re- 
solved as rapidly as possible but 
n an orderly and unemotional 
manner after a sufficient review 
and s+udy of all the facts by those 
in a position to have informed 
opinions. I would hope, our plan- 
ning board will publish to the 
citizen.- of Winchester its consid- 
ered recommendations with respect 
to the long term tin 
quirementb. What 
cram toward which 
work considering the 
town, its probable 
growth and the fact, 
and local conditions, 
range program includes a station 
on the west side as recommended 
by the west side tire station com- 
mittee then the proposal should be 
brought up again at the next an- 
nual town meeting and given a 
favorable action recommendation. 
If on the other hand this planning 
hoard lone range study does not 
include the proposed west side tire 

sta'ion we should have the sub- 
stitute recommendation. 

I would also hope and strongly 
that when a subsequent recom- 
mendation is brought before the 
town meeting the special commit- 
tee, the planning board, the finance 
committee, and any others involved 
will make a special effort to co- 
ordinate their thinking and their 
estimates, so that orderliness and 
consti uctiveness rather than con- 
fusion will prevail.

WINCHESTER NOT TOO 
SMALL EOR GOVERNOR

A friend of Patrick Henry 
Craughwell asserted that Winches- 
ter is too small a town to be the 
home of a Governor of Massachu- 
setts! That's what you think! 
Listen, brother, if a successful 
business man makes a success of 
selling groceries, is he not en- 
titled to be governor of Massachu- 
setts? On the other hand if a 
'nan is a failure at selling neckties 
is he entitled to be a President of 
the United States" I shall let the 
readers of the Star decide! 

Now, brother, please listen at- 
tentively. The most distinguished 
native of Winchester territory to 
serve in the Revolution, perhaps 
the most distinguished of all time, 
was Colonel John Brooks, who j 
afterward became a Major Gen- I 
era! of the militia and Governor of | 
Massachusetts from 181(3 to L823, j 
John Brooks was born in the house ! 
built by his grandfather, Ebenezer, 
at Symmes Corner in 1718, 

The next Winchester Governor 
of Massachusetts was Samuel W. 
McCall. In lss? and again in lKK.s 
Winchester sent to the General 
Court, more commonly called the 
Massachusetts Legislature, Sam- j 
lie! W. Call and thus began a 
very distinguished political career, j 
Mr. McCall was a Dartmouth j 
graduate, a lawyei by training, I 
but a publicist and a public man ' 
by choice and aptitude. He Was 
editoi of i he Boston Advertiser 
when he came to Winchester to live • 
in the early eighties. 

His tir-t home was on Washing- 
ton street near the corner of 
Swanton street, hence you can 
very readily ascertain that the 
Writer and Mi . Met all u ere fi lends 
and neighbors for years. As 1 am ' 
t member of the Winchester His- 
toi ical Society I believe it is my . 
duty to inform and welcome the | 
new residents of Winchester with 
open arms; hence I shall write an 
article in the Winchester Star' 
- very Friday if the editor has no 
objection. 

Governor Met all'- next house . 
was at the corner of Washington \ 
street and Park avenue, and in 
l'.)<"£ he erected the large and ! 
handsome house that crowns My | 
opia Hill and i- a conspicuous ob- 
ject on 'he skyline viewt d from 
the Mystic Valley Parkwav across 
the Mystic Lakes. 

Mr. McCall was the most emi- 
nent political figure that ever lived 
in Winchester. After his service 
.•• the Legishture he wis sen* to 
Congress where he remained fin 
twenty years, i c ognized as one of 
the ablest and most independent 
members on the Republican side of 
the House. His career terminated 
in liHO after three term- as Gov- 
vetior of Massachusetts. 

His congressional duties kept 
him much away from Winchester 
but he was always devoted to the 
town, and his fellow townsmen 
never wavered in their affection 
and admiration for htm, both as a 
man and a Statesman. 
The Honorable Board of Sdect-

men declared a holiday of mourn- 
ing when he passed away. We 
town laborers attended the services 
held at the Episcopal Church on 
Church street that was erected in 
1904. It certainly was a pathetic 
sight to witness the then vigorous 
kindly Democratic ex-Governor 
James Michael Curley assisting the 
ex-Republican Mayor of Boston, 
the Honorable Thomas N. Hart of 
North Reading, who was 90 years 
of age up to the altar. 

Mister McCall now sleeps in 
Wildwood Cemetery in the Town 
of Winchester, the town that he 
loved so well. May he rest in 
peace ! 

Yes, dear friend. Winchester is 
not too small a town for a Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts to live in. 
The Stat. 'house is none too big for 
Harris S. Richardson of Winches- 
ter, president of the Massachusetts 
State Senate.

Mi. iVniii displayed a very 
agreeable tenor in the role of 
Nanki-Poo and sang the part ef- 
fectively, especially the early 
"Wandering Minstrel" song.

building should be abandoned. This 
does not mean that the building is 
not usable. It simply is not suit- 
able as an educational institution. 
It would make a satisfactory Town 
Hall which could hold the adminis- 
tration offices of the School depart- 
| ment. Second, the present 70- 
year-old Town Hal! is inadequate 
and expensive to maintain. Some 
departments are now housed in 
rented offices. The committee 
would consider repairs, improve- 
ments or expansion of the building 
an imprudent expenditure.

There is 
a definite field for men willing to 
help. The local chapter conducts 
groups in home nursing without 
charge. Classes of not more than 
In in charge of registered nurses 
are held in the Town Hall class 
room. Red Cross groups sew on 
Wednesdays and make surgical 
dressings on Tuesdays. The motor 
corps drives about 1,000 miles a 
month and answers all calls for 
blood day or night. Mrs. Dutting 
answered some misunderstandings 
and idle rumors which unfortunate- 
ly seem to arise concerning the 
Red Cross. First of all, the Red 
Cross has never refused blood to 
anyone in Winchester when it has 
been asked of them. Second, the 
volunteer motor corps drivers sup- 
ply their own uniforms. The Red 
Cross does not pay for them. The 
ambulance is never used for the 
personal convenience of any Red 
Cross worker. It it is seen parked 
in Winchester Center it is because 
the driver is buying Red Cross sup- 
plies at a local shop. The annual 
campaign for funds is being con- 
ducted entirely by mail and all are 
urged to send their contributions 
as easly as possible.

There was nn opposition to the 
Selectmen's proposal to transfer 
certain park land and lease certain 
railroad land adjacent to the re- 
latively new parking lot along the 
river opposite Winchester Station 
for the enlargement of that lot to 
provide space for 45 additional 
cars. The sum of $-1,000 was 
transferred from Fxccss and De- 
ficiency for this purpose. 

Debate sharpened up under the 
Selectmen's proposal to install 
parking meters in town, Mr. Farns- 
worth explaining that the Board 
believed the meters would relievo 
what is becoming a more and more 
serious parking problem and would 
pay for themselves. He said they 
planned to start with 200 meters. 
Mr. Thompson bespoke the Fi- 
nance Committee's support but 
admitted the committee was not 
unanimous. Mr. Clark spoke for 
the opposition, saying meters do 
not provide parking space, and that 
in return for revenue from them 
you sacrifice freedom and peace of 
mind. Mr. Bunnell opposed meters 
and favored of f-t he-street park- 
ing. Mr. Wilde was also for this. 
Mr. Symmes, Mr. Saraco and Mr. 
Cullen opposed meters and Mr. 
Ralph, speaking as a merchant, 
opposed them, feeling they cheap- 
en a business center. 

The "nos" seemed much louder 
than the "ayes" on the voice vote 
under parking meters, but Mr. Har- 
old Farnsworth doubted the vote 
and a standing vote was taken the 
meters losing 01 - 1 lib 

The peak debate of the meeting 
was on the purchase of land for a 
second fire station at High street, 
Manomet road and Squanto road 
and tin- proposal to establish a 
west side fire station building com- 
mittee. $1,000 being asked for the 
purchase of the land and $2,500.00 
for the use of the committee. 

The case for the station was well | 
covered by Mr. Kerr, chairman of 
the committee who have been 
studying the question of a station 
for the west side of the town and 
who chose the proposed site. The 
possibility of the grade crossing 
i being blocked at some time when 
j fire apparatus needed to jret from 
i the east to the west side of town 
was particularly stressed by pro-: 
ponents of the station who felt ad- 
ditional fire protection is needed 
in a rapidly growing section of 
attractive homes where two new 
schools. The Parkhurst School and 
Marycliff Academy, are also 
located. 

Proponents of the station in- 
troduced Mr. Percy Bugbee, fire 
! prevention expert who stressed the 
fire hazard involved, explained the 
value of prompt arrival at fires 
and added his opinion that the pro- 
posed station is reasonable and 
necessary and the site chosen a 
good one. He believed the cost 
mentioned by opponents to be fan- 
tastic, and the number of men and 
amount of apparatus talked of as 
necessary to be excessive. Mr. 
Harold Farnsworth supported his 
brother'- plea for the station. Fire 
Chief Callahan spoke strongly in 
favor as did Auxiliary Fire Chief 
< 'larke. 

Opposing the station and pur- 
chase of land wen- Messrs Thomp- 
son and Clark of the Finance Com- 
mittee. Mr. Lane. Mr. Hatch, who 
voiced the Planning Board's op- 
position: and Mr. Bonnell. In 
genera! the opponents believed that 
a fire station placed in the chosen 
location would be of little value 
for fires along upper Main street 
and on the west side near the cen- 
ter, such as Glengarry, They also 
felt that the time consumed in go- 
ing to the west side by alternate 
routes in the event the crossing is 
blocked is not excessive or too im- 
portant. Finally they felt that the 
estimated cost of $125,000 to build 
and etpiip the station, plus an an- 
nual expense of .$.">(). mill, as esti- 
mated by the Finance Committee, 
i< too much to [iay for the benefit 
to be derived. Mr. Wolcott stated 
that the money might better be 
expended upon the abolition of the 
grade crossing which is causing 
most of the concern. 

Captain Rush, in an attempt to 
clarify the issue, proposed an 
amendment that the meeting de- 
cide first whether it wanted a west 
side station. His motion was lost 
and so was the motion to acquire 
the land for the station. A two- 
thirds vote was necessary and the 
vote was Oil in favor and 112 op- 
posed. 

That just about ended the con- 
troversial part of the meeting, 
though there was some debate, 
despite the lateness of the hour, on 
the proposal to change the date 
of the town meeting to the first 
Monday in March with the town 
election following it the first Mon- 
day of April, the idea being to have 
outgoing officers available for 
advice and guidance during the 
town meeting se>sions.

Father Driscoll told of his joy as 
a priest to see such a splendidly 
representative body of men break- 
ing bread at the great banquet 
table of the Holy Eucharist and 
then assembling to break bread in 
good fellowship in a temporal ban- 
quet hall . The church, he said, 
looks to the Knights among lay- 
men for leadership and example. 

Father O'Riordan opened his re- 
marks with the opinion that the 
Governor, in honoring the break- 
fast with his presence, had made 
a splendid affair an historic occa- 
sion. He expressed his personal 
pride in the Council and that for 
which it stands, and bespoke his 
gratification at the sight of so 
representative a body of men 
marching to church, headed by 
their Country's Colors, to give out- 
ward manifestation of their in- 
herent loyalty to their Church and 
their Country. In closing he de- 
picted the Pope in his watch-tower 
trying to bring man to God and 
to give to a world in chaos that 
neace which is based on mora! and 
Divine law and those fundamental 
principles which two thousand 
years experience have proven alone 
to be sound. 

Toastmaster Boyle got a laugh 
when he introduced the Governor 
by admitting that the betting had 
been six to five that His Excellency 
would not show up. 

After paying his own personal 
tribute to Columbianism as a lay 
organization under whose aegis 
can best be fought the false doc- 
trines of materialism, Governor 
Dover said that at this mid-century 
mark we are living at the most 
terrifying moment of history, 
wherein science lias contrived the 
means of fulfilling the old prophecy 
of the destruction of the world by 
fire. We must, he continued, de- 
pond upon prayer, not negotiations, 
to solve the all but insuperable 
perplexities of the hour. 

Telling of his visit to Pope Pius 
XII last summer, he bespoke the 
Pontiff's pride in, and love for 
Massachusetts and his joy that we 
of this State are free of Pagan 
philosophy so prevalent in the 
world. Continuing, the Governor 
told of his realization that the 
greatness of America is due to the 
| melding of the grand traditions of 
! the old world which have come to 
; us from immigrants to our shores. 

We can all, said Governor Dever, 
' learn much from the life of St. 

latnm Saint of Ireland 
and of the Archdiocese of Boston, 
who wits neither a statesman nor 
general, but rathei one who 
preached thu simple teachings of 
his Master, "Thou Shalt Love Thy 
Neighbor as Thyself" and "Man 
Does not Five by Bread Alone!" 

St. Patrick upon his return to a 
pagan Ireland wisely chose to con- 
vert the Queen to Christianity and 
through the subsequent persuasive- 
ness of Dish womanhood he 
brought the Nation to the foot of 
the ('kiss of Calvary. 

Irish men and women have left 
I their native land for the seven 
continents of the world and wher- 
ever they have gone they have left 
their spiritual and cultural imprint. 
Irish immigrants were landing in 
America when Winchester was 
having i*s birth pangs a hundred 
years ago and some of the strong 
blood of these sturdy men who 
came here to secure advantages 
for their sons is infused into our 
town and state. 

There has been no battlefield for 
freedom which lias not been made 
scarlet with Irish blood and from 
Benedict Arnold to Alger Hiss this 
Country has known no Irish 
traitor. 

Continuing, Governor Devei said 
that just as a man can tie faithful 
to liis wife and still love his 
mother, so can Americans of Irish 
extraction love their native land. 
\s ,,,n own Civil War settled the 
issue of a divided nation on this 
side of the Atlantic so should it be 
impossible for the minority which 
is the North of Ireland to continue 
the barrier to a unPed Ireland. 
Closing, the Governoi predicted a 



united Ireland within the time of 
some of those present in the hall.

Kpiphany, and attended by many 
of the principal citizens of the 
town, an exhibition of comity 
between protestants and catholics 
rare in those days. 

The late Monsig-nor Kellehei was 
followed by Rev. Nathaniel J. 
Menitt, who remained for twenty 
years the pastor of St. Mary's, a 
[nies*. whose sturdy good sense 
and deeply spiritual charactel 
made him a great force for good 
in the community. 

Undei his pastorate St. Mary's 
made great progress. A large and 
handsome rectory, sufficient for the 
accommodation of the pastor and 
the two assistants necessitated 
by the growth of the palish, 
was erected on the crest of the 
high land on the Judkins estate 
and comp eted in 1912. 

In the following year work be- 
gan on St. Mary's parochial school 
which stands directly opposite the 
church building on Washington 
street. It is a well planned and 
attractive building of brick, the 
corner stone of which was laid by 
His Eminence, the late Cardinal 
O'Connell, Archbishop of Boston. 
The school today, 1950, gives in- 
struction to 450 children, some of 
them enrolled in St. Mary's high 
school established in 192*2. The 
teaching is carried on by 11 sisters 
it' the teaching order of St. Joseph. 
Father Menitt remodelled the old 
Judkins mansion for their accom- 
modation. 

In 1931 a part of St. Mary's 
parish, including much of the 
northern part of the town on both 
sides of Main street was set off 
with the adjoining section of Wo- 
burn to form a new parish, that 
of the Immaculate Conception. 
Of this new parish Rev. James F. 
Fitzsimonds was the first resident 
pastor. The church building stands 
on Sheridan Circle in Winchester 
very near to the Woburn line. 

Father Menitt died after some 
months of i/lness on February 5, 
1934. He was succeeded by Rev. 
Aloysius F. Malone, w ho organized 
j the Society of St. Vincent de Paul 
to direct charitable work among 
' the poor of the church. 

The present popular priest, 
Father John P. O'Riordan plans 
the erection of a new and modern 
convent building to take the place 
of the venerable Judkins mansion. 
Let us one and all support Father 
O'Riordan in his endeavor to beau- 
tify the Athens of America, that 
beautiful residential town eight 
miles form the gilded dome. It 

ill, I believe, be a valuable asset 
to the beautiful residential Town 
of Winchester, located on the banks 
of the Aberjona River.

BIT OF WYOMING'S WILD 
WEST RETAINED IN 
NATIONAL PARKS 

"Away out west" in Wyoming, 
something new yet old has been 
added to Uncle Sam's Jackson 
Hole National Monument and 
(irand Teton National Park. 

The Rockefeller family's gift to 
the U. S. government - - covering 
more than 33,000 acres of land 
lyins within these two areas - - is 
new by recent presentation. It is 
old because it includes a bit of the 
pioneers' "Wild West," to he held 
! untouched for nature lovers amid 
the cultivated fields, ranches, and 
expanding communities of modern 
America. 

In northwest Wyoming, just 
south of Yellowstone, the Jackson 
Hole and Teton regions recall 
scenes of natural grandeur which 
greeted the first explorers and fur 
trappers to push into the Rockv 
Mountain country of Indians and 
wild game, notes the National 
Geographic Society. Then vast 
numbers of elk, moose, bison, black 
and grizzly bears, deer, and beaver 
populated these mountains and val- 
leys. 

"Mountain Man" Discovery 

Many wild animals still haunt 
I the western Wyoming region. 
; Visitors report that antelope race 
i their cars alonjr open-range roads; 
I heavers often annoy farmers by ! 
damming irrigation ditches, and 
Jackson Hole ranchers have built 
high fences to protect their hay- ' 
stacks against marauding elk. 

The first white man to see the j 
majestic Teton Range rising west 
of the lush green valley now known ' 
as Jackson Hole is believed to have ! 
been John Colter. In 1807 - X, this 
woodsman and trapper, previously i 
on the Lewis and Clark expedition, 
crossed and recrosseo the moun- • 
tains. Traveling alone, with a :5U - 
pound pack and gun, Colter also 
penetrated the northern wilderness 
tin this trip, discovering Yellow- 
stone. 

After Colter came other pioneers, 
pushing westward or lingering to 
trap the valuable heaver and other 
fur-bearing creatures. Among 
famous characters associated with 
this territory in the boisterous days 
of the bearded, buckskin-clad 1 
"mountain men" wore Kit Carson, 
Jim Bridger, and David Jackson, 
for whom Jacksotl Hole was 
named. 

Settlers Move In 

In the 1880's, decades after the 
decline of the fur trade, the first 
permanent settlers began to arrive. 
Setting up small homesteads and 
big ranches, they started cattle and 
sheep raising operations which still 
form the state's leading industry. 

The (irand Teton National Park 
occupies the most scenic part of 
the spectacular Teton Range. It 
was established in ISgO, About 27 
miles lontr, it is a show place of 
glaciers, rushing streams, and 
green forests; of deep canyons and 
towering mountains that reach a 
peak in (irand Teton, more than 
13,700 feet high. 

The long, flat-bottomed valley of 
Jackson Hole, paralelling Teton 
Range, is completely surrounded by 
mountains; hence its name. It was 
set aside as a national monument, 
by presidential proclamation, in 
1943. 

Particularly interesting to vis- 
itors is the 1,500-acre area in the 
Monument's northern section which 
was formally dedicated in 1948, as 
a wildlife park. Besides its nu- 
merous other animal attractions, 
there is a large elk herd which 
moves into the park for shelter and 
food each winter, after summer 
in the Teton highlands.

of luxuriant forests, its well 
watered farmlands, and its equato- 
rial-plain base. 

The barren wastes lie above 12,- 
000 feet. The forests, girdling the 
mountain in the altitude range of 
fi.500 to '.1,(100 feet, ar e famed for 
flora and fauna. Notable are the 
orchids, giant lobelia, and tall, 
flowering groundsel; and elephants 
and lions. 

The wide band of rich volcanic 
soil at 6,000 feet and below has 
been farmland for lens of thous- 
ands of Chae;gas and other Bantu 
tribes throughout the century Kili- 
manjaro has been known to Euro- 
peans. In today's agricultural 
patchwork, banana and coffee rais- 
ing predominate. 

Perhaps 20,000 Chaggas con- 
tinue as independent coffee plan- 
ters with their own communal cat- 
tle plots, road and irrigation sys- 
tem, and cooperative marketing 
union. A far greater number work 
on European-managed farm es- 
tates, which have developed since 
the railroad from the east coast 
penetrated to the foot of Kiliman- 
jaro in 1911.

LESSER OF KILIMANJARO'S 
PEAKS CHALLENGES \ BLEST 
MOUNTAINEERS 

Kilimanjaro, highest mountain 
in Africa, presents a dual challenge 
to the mountaineering V . s. Armj 
officer who will attempt its eon- 
quest tin his February leave. 

The towering massif on Tan- 
ganyika's northeast bordev fulmi- 
nates m two formidable peaks. 

They are Kilio, scraping the sky at 
19,565 feet; and craggy Mawenzi, 
lower by 2,000 feet. 

Anyone attaining the 14,400. 

: foot low point in the seven-mile 
saddle connecting the two giants, 
and seeking the easier peak to 
climb, would turn west toward 
loftier Kibo, says the National 
Geographic Society. They would 
lit) so despite the fait that Kibo. 
a mere L'Ou miles south of the 
Equator, carries a majestic cap of 
iee and snow all year around, while 
Mawenzi's frozen crown is scantier, ' 
less formidable. 

For Kibo's summit slopes are 
gentle) and many climbing parties, 
some including women, have eon- 1 
quered it since it was first scaled 
by Hans Meyer in ls8!i. Mawenzi's 
rock towers and cliffs, on the other 
hand, test the mettle of inveterate 
alpinists. 

One of World's Mightiest 
Guidebooks go so far as to say 
that Kibo "can be undertaken by 
anyone sound in wind and limb." 
The ascent from the parched plain 
at Kilimanjaro's southern base nor- 
mally taker- a week. And the final 
stage over Kibo's steepening slope 
to the icecap is acknowledged as 
"wearisome." 

The great height of Kiliman- 
jaro's rise from the sunoundinu' 
2,500-foot plain makes it mightier 
in its way than many higher moun- 
tains of other continents which rise 
from far higher plateaus. Mass 
is part of its might. The isolated 
u:iant covers 55 miles east to west 
and 35 niilis north to south. It, 
perimeter at the base is close to 
200 miles. 

The highest of several promi- 
nences^ on Kibo's crater rim. and 
■ thus Kilimanjaro's actual summit, 
is known as Kaiser Wilhelm Point. 
Tanganyika, no>v in British trus- 
tee-hip under the United Nations, 
was German East Africa until 
1918. So great was the Kaiser's 
desire to possess Africa's highest 
mountain, it i> .-aid, that he in- 
si.-ted <>n the boundary bul^e that 
still places Kilimanjaro in Tan- 
ganyika rather than in British 
Kenya. 

World of Farms, Forests 
The mountain is a world-hemi- 
sphere in itself, with its polar ice- 
cap, its idaciers creeping onto bar- 
ren rocky wastes, its cool zone of 
shrub- and heather, its wide band

Red Feather services of Win- 
Chester have been allotted the sum 
of $18,590 for 1950 from last fall's 
Community Fund campaign, Mrs. 
William A. Kugler, president of 
Winchester Community Chest, an- 1 
nounced today. 

This statement does not reflect 
the long hours devoted by local 
agency and area budget commit- 
tees and the Budgeting and Alloca- 
tion Division of United Community 
Services of Metropolitan Boston in 
an earnest attempt to allocate 
funds according to the greatest 
needs of the more than 800 Red 
Feather agency members. 

Nor does this amount represent 
the total budgets of the local 
agencies, Mrs. Kugler explained, 
since all Community Fund alloca- 
tions are based on deficits over and 
above other income from such 
sources as fees and endowments. 
The Community Fund, on an aver- 
age, provides about one-fifth of the 
more than 30 million dollars needed 
to operate Metropolitan Boston's 
Red Feather services each year. 

Allotments for W i n c h e s t e r 
agencies this year are as follows: 
Winchester Hospital and the Home 
for Aged People. #5,5(10 each; Girl 
Scout Council. $4,250: District 
Nursing Association, $2,400; Im- 
maculate Conception Conference, 
St. Vincent de Paul, $715; and 
("amp Lane. Fellsland Council. Boy 
Scouts, $225. 

In addition to the $18,590 total 
is the share credited to Winchester 
Boy Scouts from the $13,900 al- 
lotted to Fellsland Council for 
Scouting administration in Med- 
ford, Stoneham, Winchester and 
Woburn. The Family of Greater 
Boston also provides consultation 
service to local residents through 
its Medford office at 5 High street. 

Besides these local services, hun- 
dreds of Winchester people make 
constant use of many Red Feath- 
er agencies outside the town. Latest 
available statistics for the year 
1948 reveal that 528 Winchester 
patients were cared for in 24 dif- 
ferent Red Feather hospitals, in ad- 
dition to 1.146 at Winchester Hos- 
pital. And during the same period 
B78 local residents depended upon 
the services of 2ti out-of-town Com- 
munity Fund agencies for the 
family, children, youth and handi- 
capped. 

Continuance of these Red Feath- 
er health and social services to the 
people of Winchester was assured 
by the generous response of 3,300 
individuals and firms in the recent 
campaign conducted by 609 vol- 
unteers under the leadership of 
Davenport F. Davis.

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The meeting of the Winchester 
Garden Club was held on the after- 
noon of March 'j:',rd at the home of 
Miss Mary Alice Fitch on Sheffield 
West. Although the day was rainy 
there was a large attendance. Des- 
ert was served, with coffee poured 
by Miss Mildred Stone, Mrs. Virgil 
Ghirardini gave a very interest- 
ing and instructive talk on flower 
arrangements and suitable contain- 
ers. She said that the first and 
very important point was the con- 
ditioning and preparation of ma- 
terials to be used, To have flowers 
looking fresh in an arrangement 
is a Ml 'ST especially when the ar- 
rangement is to be judged, and as 
we learn by repetition she gave 
some hints about the conditioning 
of flowers. FLOWER CONDITION- 
ING: 1 - Always cut flowers aftei 
sun-down. _'. When cutting, have a 
pail of water with you so that you 
can immediately place the flowers 
in it to si t for several hours, even 
over night. - Always cut flow- 
ers with a sharp knife and at a 
slant so that they may better 
drink in the water. 4 - If a parti- 
cular flower has a very woody stem, 
such as branches of lilac, it is well 
to beat about one inch of the stem 
with a hammer, and if the flower 
has a milky fluid, such as the poppy 
or poinsetta, burn or thrust the 
stems into boiling water before 
putting them into the pail of cold 
water. 5 - Soak leaves and foliage 
under water over night but do not 
allow them to become water log- 
ged completely. Conditioning this 
way, with the warmth of the hands, 
makes manipulation for a perfect 
line in arrangement easy. <"> - Al- 
ways plan the material ahead so 
that it will be at its best when the 
judging is taking place. 
CONTAINERS; The next step in 
making an arrangement is to pick 
nut a suitable container. A few 
flower containers carefully selected 
with an eye to their suitability are 
of more practical value than three 
times as many accumulated 
through haphazard choice. A taste 
for the beautiful in flower con- 
tainers may be easily cultivated. 
Any vase which is too conspicuous 
in color, form or decoration is not 
desirable as a container for flow- 
e» as it tends to make them a sec- 
ondary feature. Such a vase is best 
left empty or used for green leaves, 
such us ivy. Persian coppers are 
perhaps one of the best selections 
foi flower containers. They possess 
wonderful patina. Pewter is good 
for coarser flowers. Bronze con- 
tainers are dark in tone and heavy 
in appearance. They need plant 
material of bold line, fine color and 
form, such as peonies or chrysan- 
themums. Pottery is best for wild 
or garden flowers, for branches, 
sunflowers, zinnias or marigolds. 
The finer glazes and regular forms 
of more delicate coloring are bet- 
ter for flowers approximating them 
in quality. Most tole and the 
elaborately ornamental pottery of 
Italy make poor containers, Modern 
glass is good in form and color, 
but crystal or glass elaborately 
cut is not flattering to flowers. Old 
French compotes with open work 
are good for loses, lillies, sweet 
peas, pansies, etc. Roses or orchids 
look well in silver. Old stove tops 



make suitable containers for holly 
or geraniums. Pieces of driftwood 
ate very artistic arranged with 
flowers, and foliage and are very 
popular at flower shows. I'rns are 
generally good, Mrs. Ghirardini 
said that she pel s.inally did not care 
for containers with spouts or 
covers. Baskets are considered the 
poorest selection for containers. 
One of the most important things 
to remember is to never let your 
container dominate your arrange- 
ment. After having conditioned

by using clay or paraffin wax be- 
fore filling the container with 
water. Leads are used at the lip 
of the container to hold the primary 
lines in place. If a stem is weak 
and has a tendency to split, wrap 
it with green twistam or scotch 
tape, or if it is not stout enough for 
the holder, wrap another piece of 
stem to it. It is permissable to use 
all the mechanical aids necessary 
but In- sure to keep them out of 
sight. 

F LO W K K ARRANGEMENTS: 
Mrs. Ghirardini said that when a 
person is pleased with a flower ar- 
rangement which she has made for 
her own home, it is all right but if 
we knew something of the basic 
rules of flower arrangement,' we 
could make our arrangement far 
more artistic and interesting. 
Flower arrangement is the principle 
of art applied to itself. Some of the 
important points to remember in 

flower arrangements are as fol- 
lows: 1 - Have flowers in good 
condition. 2 - Pick a suitable con- 
tainer, o - Have a good design of 
linear pattern such as right 
angle triangle and isosceles 
triangle, a pyramid, a fan. a cres- 
cent, or a Hogarth line. The right 
angle triangle is perhaps the easi- 
est to make. 1 - Always think of 
the height of the container, wheth- 
er it is tall or low bowl type. The 
rule is to have the height of the 
arrangement, if the container is 
tall, one and one-half, or more, the 
height of the container. The taller 
height adds drama and makes the 
arrangement more dynamic. The 
height of the arrangement in a low 
bowl would be the length of t be 
bowl plus thi' width. 

Mts. Norman Mitchell at this 
time made an arrangement, step 
by step, of magnolia buds and vol- I 
low and white tulips in a yellow- | 
green container with the Hogarth 
line. She spoke of the primary 
line, secondary line and focul point, 
the color, flower forms and texture. 
| She told how to obtain balance and 
stability. 

Mrs. Frederick Russell showed 
a very lovely arrangement of 
treated palm leaves in a low cop- 
pet container which she called 
"Desert Fantasy." This was most 
unusual. 

In the last part of the program, 
Mis. Samuel Kirk wood showed hei 
very unusual modern exhibit for 
, which she was awarded a Gold 
Medal at the recent Flower Show 
in the Invitation Class. The back- 
ground was of Victrola Records 
made into a beautiful line, two

Dean Suter's topic was "The

As Presented by the Little Opera 
(at the Peabody Playhouse on 
April 21) The Marriage of Figaro 
will doubtless be a revelation to 
those who have seen it performed 
by other companies. To those who 
thought of the operas of Mozart 
as on a musical and intellectual 
pedestal, a surprise is in store. 

The Little Opera's production of 
The Marriage <>f Figaro is indeed 
different than a usual performance 
of this work. These differences in 
approach and style are perhaps 
startling in many ways, so that 
they would bear some sort of brief 
discussion here. To begin with, 
only a portion of the first act is be- 
ing presented, as the opera evening 
is made up of scenes taken from 
several operas. Figaro will open 
the program, which begins at 8:30. 

In the performance of this 
opera by any large company, it 
will be noted that the chorus be- 
gins to approach considerable 
magnitude. While there is some- 
thing to be said for colorful group- 
ings of additional singers on the 
stage, there is definitely something 
to be said against this principle 
from the musical point of view (and 
since music is the very core of any 
operatic production - or should be - 
musical points must necessarily 



take priority i. The point is this - 
that if, in a chorus consisting of 
sopranos, altos, tenors and basses, 
there are fifteen people singing 
each part, the total effect may pos- 
sibly be magnificent in volume, but 
the "individual parts emerge in a 
blurred fashion if they emerge at 
all. Granted in some works this 
does not matter as much as in oth- 
ers, but with Mozart the total ef- 
fect is entirely dependent on the 
meticulous performance of every 
note, no matter how insignificant 
it may seem in the score. By trim- 
ming the excess vocal baggage 
from the usual operatic chorus (a 
feat helped to no small degree by 
performing the work on a small 
stage) the artistic and musical di- 
rectors of the company have formed 
a chorus of ideal balance without 
sacrificing the beauty of the stage 
picture. 

Perhaps the greatest single 
change that will be noticed at the 
performance will be in the costum- 
ing. Instead of the customary ISth 
century garb, the characters will 
wear costumes created with the 
character of the individual in mind. 
For instance, Count Almaviva will 
illustrate wealth., and show a de- 
finite touch of conceit; Susanna and 
I Figaro will wear costumes which 
i show touches of exuberance; Cheru- 
bino will reveal a boyish wildness 



and immaturity, and Don Basilio, 
the maliciously gossipy music 
teacher, will illustrate his moral 
bent with faint overtones of Me- 
phisto. The basic signs of the 
eighteenth century have been re- 
tained, so that the observer has no 
doubt in his mind as to when the 
time of action is taking place, but 
this insight into the character of 
the individual is something com- 
pletely novel to the Mozart opera 
field. * 

Other innovations will be there, 
but it is perhaps best not to release 
the major novelties yet. The impor- 
tant thing is, and always will be 
that the production appeals to be 
shaping up in the right way - so 



that stylistically and musically it 
will follow in the line of the Mozart 
tradition. For information call

Two widely different estimates 
of potential hydro-electric power 
on NewEnjrland streams have been 
released. One, by the New Eng- 
land Council, estimates an un- 
developed potential of 500,000 kw., 
the other, by the Federal Power 
Commission, a total of 3,199,000 
kw. 

The great difference lies in phil- 
osophy of approach rather than in 
errors of figuring. The NEC fig- 
ures are confined to power projects 
feasible under private utility 
methods of financing, with each 
project considered separately with- 
out upstream projects. The FPC 
figures include multi-purpose pro- 
jects possible only with federal aid 
and subsidies from hypothetical 
navigation, flood control, pollution 
abatement, and recreation "bene- 
fits." Even the Passamaquoddy 
tidal-power project is included. 

Defending its estimates, the 
New England Council states: "The 
main river valleys in New England 
are too thickly settled and indus- 
trialized to make dual-purpose 
projects practicable. River Valley 
authorities similar to the TV A are, 
therefore, not justified, or even 
practicable, without destroying va- 
lues far in excess of possible values 
added by increased development."
